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LETTERS — From the HOBBIES Family—At Home And Abroad 


‘“CTHE BARD OF BROOKLYN’’ 


Sometimes only by accident does 
the staff of HOBBIES learn about 
the interesting lives of some of its 
readers. So it was in the case of 
Mr. and Mrs. Clarence Edward Hel- 
ler of Brooklyn, N, Y. We wrote 
Mrs. Heller who looks after the 
yearly renewal of HOBBIES Maga- 
zine, and she replied as follows: 


“Dear HOBBIES. 


“T am in receipt of your interest- 
ing letter of October 29, and thank 
you.

yesterday when the day’s mail 
prought him a lovely photograph of 
HMRH Grace of Monaco, direct from 
her father’s office, (My husband has 
known Mr. Kelly for 40 years). The 
aforesaid photo portrays the lovely 
Grace in her wedding garments kneel- 
ing at the altar at her wedding! A 
veritable prize! An Apostolic Bless- 
ing, his eleventh since 1946, from 
Pope Pius XII for my _ husband’s 
latest poem to the Holy Father’s 90th 
natal day. Then there is a letter of 
congratulation from Richardson Dil- 
worth, Mayor of Philadelphia, who 
with his wife, was rescued from the 
Steamship Andria Doria at the time 
of the collision .. so his mail 
goes on, day to day, as my husband 
creates stories, bon mots, poems, etc, 

“Through the years his communi- 
cations have embraced letters such 
as the one from the late Kaiser Wil- 
helm from Doorn Haus in regard to 
Mr. Heller’s biography of Floyd Ben-

Ruby Lee Adams, Nashville, Tenn., 
collector, gained nationwide recogni- 
tion in late October and early Novem- 
ber by a unique suggestion.

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ANOTHER WELL-KNOWN 
BROOKLYN HOBBYIST 


Dr. Cornelius Greenway, Minister 
for the past 29 years, of the All 
Souls Universalist Church, Ocean and 
Ditmas Avenues, Brooklyn, N. Y., has 
been a collector for about 35 years. 
In that time he has become’an author- 
ity on Lincoln’s life, and on Civil War 
history, about which he has written 
extensively. He has more than 400 
Lincoln and Civil War letters and 
signed photos. He has a deep feeling 
for Lincoln Memorial University, Har- 
rogate, Tenn., and says he plans to 
bequeath his collection to that insti- 
tution. 

He says his gift will include his 
latest Lincolniana item, the original 
plaster bas-relief of Lincoln’s head 
made by sculptor Victor Brenner in 
1907 for the Lincoln pennies. 

One of his rare Lincolniana items is 
a seven word message Lincoln wrote 
the day General Lee surrendered 
directing, “Let Master Todd have a 
Navy flag,” signed, “A. Lincoln.” His 
son, Todd, had asked for a flag with 
which to pretend he was receiving 
Lee’s surrender at Appomattox. Dr. 
Greenway procured this cherished 
item at a 1952 auction. 

But his collection is rich in other 
autographic material. Recently when 
he made a display of some of his 
choice items at the Brooklyn Public 
Library, he showed a portion of his 
collection of more than 300 letters 
including ones written by all Amer- 
ican Presidents, from George Wash- 
ington to Dwight D. Eisenhower, and 
autographed photos of all except the 
first five. Dr, Greenway explained the 
omission: 

“John Quincy Adams, our sixth 
president, was the first chief exec- 
utive to be photographed.” 


Dr. Greenway is undoubtedly proud 
of one of the few holograph documents 
written by Herbert Hoover on White 
House stationery. It’s a 1,500 word 
draft of an off-the-cuff speech he 
made at Ft. Wayne, Ind., during the 
1932 presidential campaign. Hand 
written letters by Herbert Hoover 
are not plentiful. Apparently he pre- 
fers them dictated and typed. 

And there are more historical let- 
ters. Dr. Greenway says: 


“Among my more than 3,600 signed 
photos are all the Popes since 1870, 
in their Papal robes; most of the 
Nobel Prize winners; leading com- 
manders-in-chief on both sides dur- 
ing World War I and II and the Ko- 
rean war; and the heads of many 
governments. I just received one 
signed by the former Grace Kelly 
and Prince Rainier which was taken 
at their wedding in Monaco. My au- 
tographed photos of dictators since 
1813 includes one of the five signed 
Stalin photos in the U. S. and many 
of Hitler and of his Nazi leaders. 

“Recently I acquired two sheets of 
rice paper bearing signatures, in both 
Japanese and English, of the 22 Japa- 
nese World War II criminals who 
were tried and convicted in Tokyo.”

of Melba and De Luca

On February 11, 1891, the St. Pe- 
tersburg Maryinsky Imperial Opera 
presented for the first time Gounod’s 
“Romeo and Juliet” with the follow- 
ing cast: Juliet—Nellie Melba, Ro- 
meo—lvan Ivanovitch Reszke, Friar 
Lawrence—Edouard Ivanovitch Resz- 
ke, Stephano—M aria Alexandrovna 
Slavina, Mercutio—Leonid Georgie- 
vitch Jakovleff, Capulet—Feodor Igna- 
tievitch Stravinsky, Count Paris— 
Alexander Alexandrovitch Klimoff, 
Tybalt—Grigory Petrovitch Ugrino- 
vitch, Duke of Verona—Hjalmar Alex- 
androvitch Frey, Benvolio—Vassily 
Mikhailovitch Vassilieff, Gertrude— 
Julia Alexandrovna Yunosova, Grego- 
rio—Maxim Julievitch Schallert. To 
be exact, “Romeo” was heard in Rus- 
sia before, but only as given by the 
Italian Troupe and with coupures, 
particularly in the first act.

“Il Barbiere di Siviglia” 


At this Russian premiére, however, 
the opera was given in its entirety, 
and with a lavishness that a theatre 
subsidized by an Emperor could af- 
ford. I gave this historically impor- 
tant performance in detail because, 
as much as Melba’s career is known 
step by step, when it comes to her 
appearances at the Maryinsky, there 
is usually a gap. To complete Melba’s 
activities in Imperial Russia, during 
that Season 1890-91 at the Maryinsky, 
she sang in all seven times in “Ro- 
meo,” twice as Marguerite in “Faust” 
and twice as Elsa in “Lohengrin.” It 
is interesting to note that the de Resz- 
ke brothers were billed in Russia as 
plain Reszke, which was their real 
family name. Jean and Edouard, by 
the way, were unable to complete the 
season because, as it was explained, 
“they were compelled to leave for 
family reasons.” Altogether, they ap- 
peared jointly three times in “Lohen- 
grin,” seven in “Romeo;” and Edou- 
ard alone once as Mephistopheles in 
“Faust.” It may be added that all 
three artists were duly heralded, and 
as visiting celebrities accorded hon- 
ors and tributes—which, incidentally, 
were also amply bestowed that. sea- 
son upon Kaschmann, who triumphed 
there on January 21, 23 and 25 as 
Iago in “Otello.” 

Impossible as it would seem, but 
there actually is someone today who 
heard Melba vocalize in the studio of 
Mathilde Marchesi. That wonderful 
someone is my darling friend and 
singing teacher, Margaret Eichenwald 
—herself a great singer, chosen to 
create Rimsky-Korsakoff’s “Snow 
Maiden” at the Bolshoy Imperial of 
Moscow, in 1893. Margarita Alexan- 
drovna—now approaching her nine- 
tieth birthday—was then in Paris per- 
fecting her silvery tones with Mar- 
chesi, when Melba would breeze in 
to run through scales and trills with 
her Maestra. When hearing this, one 
can’t help wondering—if Melba sounds 
the way she does on these records, 
which she made when she was 45; 
what was her voice like then, in its

youthful stage. Alas, recording should 
have come earlier; at least a decade 
OF 80). 5. 

Born Helen Porter Mitchell, at 
Richmond, near Melbourne, in Austra- 
lia, on May 19, 1859, Melba first 
changed her name when she married 
Captain Charles Nesbit Armstrong 
(son of an Irish baronet), and then, 
again and finally, when at Marchesi’s 
suggestion she adapted the first half 
of the name of her place of birth as 
her _own name—a name which she 
carried to glory everywhere she sang; 
from night of her first début as Gilda, 
at the Théatre de la Monnaie in 
Brussels, on October 13, 1887, to her 
Farewell at Covent Garden, on June 
8, 1926, when she did scenes from “Ro- 
meo,” “Otello” and “Bohéme.” 

In America she sang at the Metro- 
politan from 1893 to 1896 (almost 
impairing her voice with one single 
performance of Briinnhilde in “Sieg- 
fried,” on December 30, 1896); then, 
again, in the 1898-99, 1900-01, 1904- 
05 and 1910-11 seasons. Meanwhile, 
during 1897-98 she toured the United 
States with her own Company; and, 
later, she also repeatedly appeared 
with the Manhattan and Chicago Op- 
eras, as well as in concert. 

Without reservations, Melba was 
a great singer! Great in the sense 
which the word implies and not in 
its common application (mere medio- 
crities are “great” according to 


Margaret Eichenwald as the Page 
in “Les Huguenots” 
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some). Hers was a “many splendored” 
voice—both in natural and acquired 
attributes. Pure as the first snow, 
with a timbre lovely beyond descrip- 
tion, taut and flexible, it was en- 
hanced by her superb mastery of the 
vocal mechanism, artistic finesse and 
musical intuition. True, she did not 
have much feeling for what she sang: 
her Lucia hardly being different from 
her Violetta or Mimi, or her songs 
one from another. But the absence of 
variety in her portrayals 1s quickly 
forgotten once your breath is taken 
away by the incomparable beauty of 
her voice, and the phenomenal tech- 
nique with which she used it—allow- 
ing for occasional flattening, broken 
yord or unturned trill. This abun- 
lance of vocal wealth is well dis- 
ylaved in her earlier recordings, of 
which some of the first, made in 1904, 
ire presented on 12-inch Rococo 
LP Rb:

A detailed analysis of Melba’s re- 
cordings on this LP would be hardly 
necessary, for they all (including the 
unpublished “Comin’ Thro’ the Rye’’) 
represent some of the diva’s best ef- 
forts before the recording horn—and 
considering how scrupulous this elect 
artist was, that can only mean super- 
lative singing. 


It is very heartening that the pro- 
ducers of Rococo records are continu- 
ing to issue such rare and costly 
items on their Famous Voices of the 
Past Series. Particularly commend- 
able is their painstaking care in plac- 
ing the recordings as closely as pos- 
sible in their respective pitch. On this 
LP, for instance, all the selections 
are in the right key. And that doesn’t 
just happen, believe me—it takes 
much time, patience and know-how 
(mostly the latter) to make a singer 
sound the way she or he did at the 
time of recording. Some of the bands 
are noisier than others, but I, for 
one, would rather have some surface 
roughness of an ancient disc left in, 
than the essence of the voice filtered 
ait with it. Now I’m not trying to 
find fault, butI do think that “Good- 





Mathilde Marchesi and Nellie Melba 
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bye” would have been better in place 
in A-Flat rather than in G. I hasten 
to repeat it is perfect correct to as- 
sume that Melba did it in G, as that 
is one of the keys assigned by the 
composer to the high voice. But owing 
to this song’s low tessitura, he also 
gave the key of A-Flat as a second 
choice for singers with high voices— 
and that is the one I’m convinced 
Melba sang it in. This, and her two 
later Victor recordings of “Goodbye” 
—both on 88065 (Grand Prize and 
Patents labels)—definitely sound best 
to me in A-F lat.

“The Art of Giuseppe De Luca,” on 
12-inch RCA Camden LP CAL-320 
(priced at $1.98), is wedded bliss of 
sound and pitch! Well recorded and 


equally well pitched, it shows how 
good the reproduction of old discs 
can be when the true speeds are used 
(this also strongly applies to the elec- 
tricals)) and the sound is minimally 
tampered with. The results then are 
as satisfying as on CAL-320, which

It is difficult to always please ev- 
eryone entirely with the choices, and 
So it is in this case. Personally, much 
as I love de Luca’s electricals, it is 
more of his acousticals that I would 
like to see come out on LP. For exam- 
ple, his “Puritani,” “Dinorah,” “Ben- 
venuto Cellini,” “Favorita,” “William 
Tell”: Resta immobile, “Nozze di Fi- 
garo,” and songs like “Occhi di Fata” 
and “Voi Dormite, Signora,” are 
among his best recordings cn Victor. 
Of course, the electricals lend them- 
selves better to reproduction; but if 
an artist of the past is to be intro- 
duced to a new public, the better sam- 
ples of his work should be brought out, 
no matter when they were made. Per- 
haps RCA will consider reissuing 
more of De Luca’s recordings? On 
this they would not go wrong, for 
his name will forever be emblazoned 
in the operatic Hall of Fame. 

With De Luca are associated some 
of my fond memories. A few months 
before his passing he spent a day at 
our home, gave me the material for 
his biography, and checked the disco- 
graphy of his records, for publication 
in the English “Record Collector.” 
For a good two hours after dinner 
that Sunday, he held us spellbound 
with anecdotes from his life and ca- 
reer. Then a book about him was men- 
tioned, and it was decided that I 
should write it from additional data 
he would have supplied later on. But 
fate willed otherwise. I wonder if 
this book will now ever be written. ... 

De Luca began singing when bari- 
tones with voices bigger and more 
showy than his abounded, And yet, 
through sheer merit, his was one of 
the longest and most eventful careers 
ever: from his début on November 6, 
1897, as Valentin in “Faust,” at the 
Politeama of Piacenza, to the day he 
died on August 26, 1950. Through 
some misunderstanding, Alda, when 
making a speech at De Luca’s Golden 
Jubilee Concert, in Town Hall, on 
November 7. 1947, announced his “re- 
tirement.” This greatly disturbed him, 
for, as he himself said that same 
night: “I shall never stop singing; 
that is my life.” 

The first of seven children, Giusep- 
pe De Luca was born in Rome, on De- 
cember 25, 1876. Not yet sixteen, he 
was accepted as a pupil at the Roman 
Academy of Santa Cecilia. A few 
years following his début, he created 
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Michonnet in Cilea’s “Adriana Lecouv- 
reur,” at the Lirico of Milan (with 
Pandolfini and Caruso); and at La 
Scala, Gleby in Giordano’s “Siberia” 
and Sharpless in “Madame Butter- 
fly” (both with Storchio and Zena- 
tello). After years of successes in 
Italy, England, Spain, Austria, Ru- 
mania, Russia and South America, in 
1915 De Luca began his artistic resi- 
dence at the New York Metropolitan 
with “Il Barbiere de Siviglia” on No- 
vember 25, and remained its steady in- 
habitant until 1935; returning there 
in 1939-40, and again, in 1945-46. 
While at the Met, aside from appear- 
ing in some fifty operas, he created 
Paquiro in Granados’ “Goyescas,” 
and Gianni Schicchi in Puccini’s 
opera of that name; and participated 
in the American premiéres of Ra- 
baud’s “Marouf,” “La Forza del Des- 
tino,” “L’Italiana in Algeri” “Turan- 
dot,” Respighi’s “La Campana Som- 
mersa,” and “Il Signor Bruschino,” 
as well as in the New York pre- 
miéres of “Eugene Onegin,” “Cosi 
Fan Tutte” and “Le Roi de Lahore,” 
and in the Metropolitan premiéres of 
“Don Carlos.” “La Vestale,” “Don 
Quichotte,” “Luisa Miller” and Lin- 
da di Chamounix.” 

The first known commercial record- 
ings of De Luca are his now rare 
1903 and 1904 G&T. The 1905-08 Fo- 
notipia followed, Then came the Vic- 
tor, from 1917 to 1940. In 1946 he 
made an album for Decca; and an 
LP for Continental, in 1950. However, 
according to the story he told me: 
when studying at the conservatory he 
made cylinders for a “Bar Automa- 
tico” (Nickelodeon)—all announced as 
sung by Kaschmann, Maurel and other 
famous baritones of that day. Since 
De Luca studied at the Santa Cecilia 
for five years—from 1892 to 1897— 
this must have taken place sometime 
during the last couple of years, when 
he was an advanced student. So far, 
not a single one of these cylinders by 
“Kaschmann” or “Maurel” has yet 
been discovered. Will any come to 
light? ...

PIONEER 


RECORDING ARTISTS 


Sir George Robey 


By JIM WALSH 


Few American collectors realize the 
British phonograph companies had a 
galaxy of pioneer recording artists 
entitled to rank with the best our 
country has produced. 

Billy Williams, “The Man in the 
Velvet Suit,” might fairly be called 
the British Billy Murray. Before his 
death in 1915 Australian-born Wil- 
liams dominated the popular record 
output in Britain more completely 
even than Murray did in the States. 
King Edward’s favorite tenor, Ernest 
Pike, was the English equivalent of 
Henry Burr; Peter Dawson corres- 
ponded to Frank 'C. Stanley, and Flor- 
rie Forde was the British Ada Jones. 
Hundreds of other British artists won 
their share of popularity and fame. 
Some, like Harry Lauder, were as 
successful in America as at home. So 
it seemg only fair that the achieve- 
ments of some of their more out- 
standing performers should be chron- 
icled on occasion in HOBBIES. 

The subject of this article was one 
of the most popular of old-time 
British comedians; one whose gallant 
work in behalf of the Empire’s war 
efforts caused him to be knighted— 
Sir George Rohey. Never so big a 
seller on records as Billy Williams 
or Billy Whitlock, he was as pop- 
ular on the stage as Lauder and 
his career ended only when he died 
a few years ago, aged 87. That career 
also included a “trial by ordeal” with 
a phonograph association which is 
amusing to look back on now but 
must have been peculiarly exasperat- 
ing to the comedian who, although 
he delighted to appear in music halls 
wearing outlandish attire and ludi- 
crous wigs, was a man of innate per- 
sonal dignity. I shall relate in its 
oar place the sad story of George’s 
sufferings from the “Robeyphone.” 

But first a confession. I believe this 
is the first article I have written 
about an artist without having heard 
some of his records. As far as I can 
recall, the only time I ever listened 
to George Robey’s voice was when 
I tuned in a short wave program 
from London and heard him singing. 
This “Music Hall’ offering was broad- 
east in October, 1952, and Robey was 
the only performer whose name meant 
anything to me. Variety later com- 
mented: “The bill was distinguished 
by the inclusion of vet George Ro- 


bey, who that day celebrated his 83rd 
birthday. He made a gallant but brief 
contribution which garnered sturdy 
mittings from the studio audience.” 
(The production also was given on 
TV). I wrote to the comedian telling 
him of the pleasure it had given me 
to hear him, recalling some of the 
events of his remarkable career and 
asking if he could spare me an auto- 
graphed photo. Instead of a photo he 
sent a brief note saying: “Thank 
you for your kind letter. Thought you 
would prefer this self drawn sketch.” 
The other side of the card contained 
a caricature of himself in blue ink, 
with the exception of the nose, which 
is a vivid red. It is worth mentioning 
that, aside from being a comedian, 
Robey won recognition both as a 
painter and cartoonist. 

I was glad to receive the first per- 
son caricature of so eminent a hu- 
morist but I still wanted a photo, and 
was delighted when Mrs. C. K. Fletch- 
er, a London dealer in autographs 
and celebrities’ letters, sent me two 
fine signed photographs of Robey, 
with a note saying she believed they 
would give me “endless amusement.” 
One look when the pictures came by 
registered mail made me sure Mrs. 
Fletcher was right. They amused me 
so much, in fact, that I felt I must 
share them with HOBBIES readers 
even though I couldn’t give any first- 
hand information about Robey record- 
ings, So I have sent the likenesses 
along with this biography and have 
also included Sir George’s pen-and- 
ink misrepresentation of himself in 
the hope that they can be reproduced 
and add to the word’s merriment. 
That is an appropriate thing to do, 
for Robey called himself—or at least 
the music halls termed ‘thim—“The 
World’s Fun Provider” and “The 
Prime Minister of Mirth.” Those who 
are interested in obtaining specimens 
of his recorded voice no doubt can 
obtain them from a Canadian HOB- 
BIES advertiser — Ross, Court — 
or some of the other firms that im- 
port rare English records. 

Now, if I can stop laughing long 
enough at the replica of Robey in his 
monstrous wig and_ sour-pickle ex- 
pression, depicting the part the took 
in some unidentified ‘“pantomine,” 
we'll consider some details of his 
career. 
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II “Grand Old Man of the 
Music Halls” 


George Robey was born September 
20, 1869, at Herne Hill, London, and 
by the time he died November 29, 
1954, in his home in Saltdean, Sussex, 
he had become known as “The Grand 
Old Man of the Music Halls,” He 
had also been knighted and dubbed 
Sir George Robey by Queen Eliza- 
beth II in the 1954 New Year’s hon- 
ors list for his war-time services to 
the Empire. But before his knight- 
ing and the death that followed less 
than a year later, George Robey had 
enjoyed, or endured, some 63 years, 
first as a struggling drudge and then 
as a star of the British stage. His 
achievements had ranged from gro- 
tesquely comic parts in music hall, 
pantomime and harlequinade, to por- 
traying Falstaff on the stage and 
Sancho Panza on tthe screen, 

Robey’s real name was George Ed- 
ward Wade. His family wanted him 
to be an engineer and didn’t approve 
of this theatrical ambitions. When he 
decided to go on the stage he thought 
it would be undignified to use his real 
name so called himself George Robey, 
from the name of one of his school- 
boy friends. 

The comedian used to recall that 
he got into the theatrical profession 
almost by accident at the age of 21 
in 1891 when he volunteered to be a 
subject for a ‘hypnotist and convulsed 
the audience by singing comic songs 
in a pretended trance. 

Many admirers of the man who 
played such broad comedy roles were 
surprised to find he was exceptionally 
well educated and had been educated 
in Germany and at the University of 
Cambridge. He made no apologies for 
being what he called “a red-nosed 
comedian” and said: “I was never 
afraid of the bellylaugh. I believe 
in honest vulgarity. So did Shakes- 
peare. Honest vulgarity is the finest 
antidote I know of to present-day 
hypocrisy.” An ambitious young co- 
median who called himself Charlie 
Chaplin partly modeled his famous 
tramp act after Robey’s stage cos- 
tume of baggy black clerical] dress, 
shallow derby and) small cane. 

Robey’s appearance as Sancho Pan- 
za was made in a film of “Don Qui- 
xote,” starring the great Russian bas- 
so, Feodor Chaliapin and he ap- 
peared on the stage in 1935 as Fal- 
staff in Shakespeare’s “Henry IV.” 
The comedian collected stamps and 
Chinese porcelain. Some of his ama- 
teur paintings were exhibited at the 
Royal Academy, and one of his hob- 
bies was making excellent violins. Be- 
ginning at small salaries, his fee for 
music hall appearances rose to ap- 
proximately $4,000 a week. The peo- 
ple of Britain, proverbially warm- 
hearted toward their variety favor- 
ites, loved him all the more after he 
gave hundreds of charity performances 
and raised large sums for British and 
French relief organizations in World 
War I. 

The foregoing is a broad outline 
of George Robey’s career, The follow- 
ing more detailed information was ob- 
tained from “Music Hall Parade,” 2 
book written by M. Willson Disher 
and published in England some 26 
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George Robey, as he appeared wearing 
a ludicrous “Clarkson wig,” in an un- 
identified Christmas pcntomine. 





years ago. Disher reveals that Robey 
spent part of his childhood near Bir- 
kenhead, England. His father was the 
engineer who supervised the laying 
of some of the London lines for 
“horse-drawn trams”’— which Amer- 
icans used to call “horse cars,” in 
the days that preceded electrically op- 
erated street vehicles. The family went 
to Dresden, Germany, probably be- 
cause of some of the elder Robey’s 
engineering engagements, and George 
Edward prepared to become a doctor 
of science. Before that happened the 
family returned to England and 
George became a Cambridge under- 
graduate, then followed his father’s 
example as an engineer and laid out 
the tram-line in the ‘City of Kirming- 
ham, He was an accomplished man- 
dolin player and he and a friend 
gave mandolin and guitar duets at 
charity concerts. He then met Ken- 
nedy the hypnotist at the Aquarium 
Music Hall, on the site of which Cen- 
tral Hall was afterward erected, op- 
posite Westminster Abbey. Robey 
talked Kennedy into engaging him 
as Jhis assistant, with the understand- 
ing that he would be used as a “horse” 
—that is, a pretended victim of mes- 
merism, Robey himself afterwards re- 
called: 

“At a certain point in the pro- 
gram the mesmerist glared at me, 
projected his arms, and executed a 
few rapid passes. Like a person in a 
dream I rose. My face slipped, my 
eyes grew vacant. Then, apparently 
obeying his command. I -groped my 
way um to the stage amid a general 
hush that could be felt. The other 
‘subjects’ on the stage—old hands at 
the game—looked on with interest. 
I walked up to the platform, closed 
my eyes, and waited, He began to 
make ’passes’ over me. ‘Don’t forget,’ 
I whispered to him through lips al- 
most closed like a ventriloquist’s, ‘I 
am a comic singer!’ I heard him 
breath deenly. Then the exclaimed in 
a loud voice, ‘Young man, you are 
now under my power. You will do 
whatever I tell you. You are a comtc 
singer.” 


Robey went on to recall that every- 
body !aughed when he sang “A Little 
Peach in an Orchard Grew,” but fi- 
nally one of Kennedy’s other “sub- 
jects” became jealous and kicked the 
“entranced” comedian over the tfoot- 
lights. George stood up, pretended to 
be hypnotized all over again, and went 
on with his song. Eventually, he was 
given a trial in an Uxford Music 
Hall matinee, and that resulted in his 
accepting a year’s contract. By that 
time he was already wearing the enor- 
mous ‘property’ eyebrows that later 
became something of a trademark, 
but the remainder of his costume con- 
sisted of a brown derby, a high col- 
lar, a huge pate blue necktie, a yel- 
low vest and a vermillion coat, A lit- 
tle later he dressed himself as a par- 
son to sing a comic song called “The 
Simple Pimple.” Disher says, “There 
was a simper on his face, and he had 
a high, bald forehead, which a long 
lock of hair, rooted just above one 
ear, tried vainly to cover. That was 
the origin of the round-faced, m- 
pudent-eyed decollete curate, wearing 
a very flat hat and swishing a verte- 
brate cane, we see in imagination 
whenever we hear the words, ‘Prime 
Minister cf Mirth.’ ” 

In addition to his familiar curate 
impersonation. Robey acted scores of 
other characters. He was especially 
popular as “Oliver Cromwell,” when 
fhe sang a song by that name com- 
posed for him by two of the best 
Fnglish wr'ters of music hall produc- 
tions, A. J. Mills and Bennett Scott,

Another brief quotation or two from 
“Music Hall Parade” may be appro- 
priate: 

You have seen him as the bland, 
seli-satistied prolessor of music from 
Germany, shaking a@ collar of sleigh 
bells, tinkling a triangle, banging a 
arum, and caretully avoiding more 
difficult instruments in the formidable 
array set on the stage to preciaim his 
virtuosity. Then tunere is Sir Walter 
Raleign, with his story of being on 
the snore waiting to receive Coium- 
bus when he discovered America; al- 
so the aucuoneer, with nis offer to 
tne woman who wants a hen that 
would eat sawdust and iay tirewood, 
ot a love-bird which “eats feathers 
and lays down.” At one time he trans- 
tormea nimseif into Cupid and at an- 
other into Shakespeare. ... 

His zenith seemed to have been 
reached during the long run, :asting 
well over a year, of “The Bing Boys 
Are Here,” at the Alhambra during 
the War. As village boys looking for 
life in London, he (the devilish one) 
and Alfred Lester (the mournful, mis- 
giving one) were let loose in a night 
club where chorus girls sat on their 
knees, drank their champagne and 
went off without granting them a 
look or a word. Lucifer Bing’s emo- 
tions were such that while a bishop 
and a general published protests, .. 
audiences shouted with laughter night 
after night. After raising a quarter 
of a million for war charities by or- 
ganizing concerts and holding auc- 
tions on the stage, he joined the 
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Motor Transport Volunteers. At the 
end of the war, the O, B. E. was con- 
ferred upon him. 

For a while he tried his hand at 
films. Next he went into management 
with the revue, “Bits and Pieces,” 
which he took on tour into the pro- 
vinces, South Africa and Canada, 
in between seasons in the West End. 
We thought. he was settling down in 
to the usual groove of successful 
comedians, before he took us by sur- 
prise as Sancho Panza to the Don 
Quixote of Chaliapin on the films. 
But this was nothing compared to 
the news, proclaimed by newsboys’ 
bills all over London, of his inten- 
tion to play Falstaff in “Henry IV. 
Part II,” Great expectations filled 
His Majesty’s Theatre in the spring 
of 1935, and he lived up to them... 


Sir George married an actress 
whose stage name was Blanche Lit- 
tler. They had a son, Edward G. Ro- 
bey, who became a metropolitan ma- 
gistrate in London, 


III The Robey Gramophone Records 

It is out of the question to give a 
comprehensive discussion in this 
sketch of George Robey’s recording 
eareer. There are too many gaps in 
my collection of old English record 
catalogs to make such an achieve- 
ment possible. Since his theatrical 
work began in 1891, it’s not at all 
unlikely that he made wax cylinders 
before or shortly after 1900. 

The first mention I have been able 
to find of a George Robey record ap- 
pears in a list of Gramophone Com- 
pany offerings published in the Talk- 
ing Machine News for October, 1907. 
This is not to say he may not have 
sung earlier for Gramophone records, 
but that company didn’t regularly 
supply T. M. N. with review copies 
prior to 1910, and the latest Gramo- 
phone lists were omitted more often 
than not. The number of the single- 
faced disc was 0-2104 and the title, 
“What Are You Looking At Me For?” 

Sir George-to-be Robey was an ex- 

clusive Gramophone artist for years. 
The August, 1911, Talking Machine 
News contained q self-drawn humor- 
ous likeness of himself, similar to the 
one he sent me, with this commen- 
tary by the editor: 
_ “. . . In the above sketch there is 
just a faint idea as to the comic 
effect this hilarious artist has upon 
one. The sketch is by George Robey 
himself, and though he is not as 
great an artist as he is an artiste, 
yet there is the making of the former 
in him. Mr, Robey, by the bye, adds 
another splendid number in the Au- 
gust Gramophone series, It is an ex- 
ceedingly humorous piece entitled ‘It’s 
a Very Deserving Case.’ His wicked 
humor is unbeatable, and it makes 
our sides ache so with laughing that 
afterwards—not that we want to take 
up another deserving or undeserving 
case—we feel as if we could send him 
to Coventry.’ ” 

That reference to Coventry is a 
sly dig at George’s legal entangle- 
ment with the “Robeyphone,” which 
will be explained shortly. The maga- 
zine’s reviewer described the record 
(02-335) in these terms: “This ar- 
tiste is always comic, but it is seldom 


that his humour reaches to the extent 
of the drollness that it does in this 
funny song. We will not spoil the co- 
median’s song by explaining it.” 


IV Annoyance With The 
“Robeyphone” 


It was while he was making Gra- 
mophone records that George Robey 
suffered serious annoyance from the 
activities of a swindler who set him- 
self up in business in the city of Co- 
ventry (hence the 7. M. N. editor’s 
teasing reference to ‘Coventry in the 
foregoing quotation) under the name 
of “George Robey, the World’s Pro- 
vider.” Obviously with the intention 
of persuading the public that the 
great music hall and recording come- 
dian, George Robey, was at the head 
of the business, the tricky merchant, 
a man named Francis Salmon O’Bri- 
en, placed on the market what appears 
to have been a terrible talking ma- 
chine which he called the ‘“Robey- 
phone.” It was one of the cheap made- 
in-Germany affairs with which the 
British Isles were bombarded for a 
few years before World War I. 

In establishing the firm of “George 
Robey, Limited,” O’Brien and his wife, 
Ada O’Brien, who were bicycle deal- 
ers before they went into the gramo- 
phone business, engaged the part-time 
services of an illiterate young Coven- 
try man whose legal name was George 
Robey. He became the nominal head 
of the concern, but was discharged 
after five months. Then, when the 


comedian brought suit to end! the nui-— 


sance of having his stage name asso- 
ciated with a devious operation, the 
Coventry Robey was rehired. For a 
short time, the Talking Machine 
News accepted the advertising of 
“The World’s Provider,” but discon- 
tinued it after Robey began to pro- 
test the ill treatment he was receiv- 
ing. 

When the comedian appeared in 
court with his complaint, the recep- 
tion he was given by the judge, Mr. 
Justice Darling of the King’s Bench 
division, was not entirely sympathe- 
tic. The case went to trial on March 
28, 1911, and Robey himself testified. 
He said the only association he had 
with the gramophone industry was 
having entered into a contract to 
make records for the Gramophone 
Company. He quoted the defendant 
firm’s advertising as offering to send 
“the world-famed Robeyphone, terms 
to suit yourself, at half shop cash 
price.” He also insisted that the ad- 
vertising slogan, “George Robey, the 
World’s Provider,” was copied from 
his music hall catch phrase, “The 
Fun Provider,” and that characters 
appearing in the Robeyphone adver- 
tisements were drawn and dressed 
to resemble some of those he imper- 
sonated on the stage. 

Robey testified to having been edu- 
cated as a civil engineer and said he 
attached great value to the impor- 
tance of his theatrical name. He told 
of having received letters addressed 
to “George Robey, England,” from 
indignant buyers of the Robeyphone, 
and said he was annoyed by persons 
in his audience shouting at him, 
“George, your gramophone is rotten!” 
and “What price gramophones?” 
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Asked what ‘he did when these out- 
bursts occurred he said he passed 
them over as well ag he could until 
he decided to go to law to abate 
the nuisance, 

Attorneys for the defense took the 
ingenious tact of maintaining the 
O’Briens were within their rights in 
using the name of George Robey, in- 
asmuch as they had nominally placed 
at the head of their business the 
young man by that name who could 
neither read nor write and who made 
an “x’? to sign contracts. On cross- 
examination they brought out that the 
comedian’s real name was Wade and 
that he had taken his stage name 
from a friend. They ridiculed his con- 
tention that he used an assumed name 
to preserve the “dignity” of his law- 
ful patronymic, and asked why it 
hadn’t occurred to him that he was 
impairing the value of his school fel- 
low’s name when he appropriated it. 
In effect, the defense contention was 
that Mr. and Mrs. O’Brien and their 
feeble-witted stooge had more right 
to the use of the name of George 
Robey than the comedian who had 
made it famous by his many years on 
the stage. They asked if he would 
consent to the O’Briens carrying on 
the business under the name of G, W. 
Robey, and the future knight of the 
realm said he certainly would object. 
He said in reply to more cross-examl- 
nation that he wouldn’t mind if it 
were operated under his real name of 
Wade because the public didn’t know 
him by that name and his_ stage 
career wouldn’t be adversely affected. 

The defense contention of course 
was flimsy and specious, but the pre- 
siding justice seemed unaccountably 
sympathetic to it. However, the jury 
awarded Robey 100 pounds damages. 
O’Brien appealed, but on July 28th 
decided not to press the action after 
counsel for Robey withdrew a portion 
of his bill of complaint which charged 
that the Coventry couples‘ operations 
were in some degree fraudulent. Ro- 
bey, through his attorneys, conceded 
that the people who bought the Ro- 
beyphone might have got as good a 
machine as they could expect for the 
price they paid and said his only ob- 
jection to the business was the use 
of his assumed name. It was brought 
out that O’Brien was in extreme ill

health and could no longer carry on 
his tricky business. 

And so, to George Edward Wade’s 
relief, the Robeyphone nuisance was 
“abated.” 


V Robey’s Columbia Records 


In January, 1916, the English Co- 
lumbia wang! announced that Ro- 
bey, who had been making Gramo- 
phone (HMV) records for almost ten 
years had signed an exclusive Colum- 
bia contract. His first Columbia disc 
was a double-faced 12-inch contain- 
ing two of hig specialties, “Where’s 
the Butler?” and “What Was There 
Was Good,” No. 581, described as 
“a feast of song and patter in the 
comedian’s richest vein.” A month 
later the Talking Machine News, on 
which I must depend for~-information 
concerning the Robey records, said: 

Columbia has two more first-rate 

George Robey records on the Feb- 
ruary list. As was announced last 
month, the popular comedian is ex- 
clusively engaged by this company 
for record purposes, and we under- 
stand that he is going strong. The 
two fresh records are the famous 
“Family Ghost” and “The Best Man 
at the Wedding.’’ On glancing at the 
list again we find he is actually down 
for more on a 10-inch disc, “The 
Barrister” and “The Pro’s Land- 
lady.”’ It is impossible to have too 
much of the irrepressible George. By 
the way, we hear there is great com- 
Petition on the part of the music- 
hall proprietors to book George Robey 
for revue. It is said he has the choice 
of four big West End halls open to 
him. Mr. Oswald Stoll is understood 
to be particularly anxious to get 
“The Prime Minister of"Mirth” for 
the Alhambra. The difficulty, we are 
told, is not so much arranging Robey’s 
salary, which would be a consider- 
able item, but fixing up with the 
people who hold him in contract.” 


‘Columbia took a two-page ad in 
the February issue to publicize the 
exclusive Robey engagement. The 
magazine’s critic, who usually lav- 
ished praise upon virtually any 


record, good or bad, was downright 
lyrical in what he said about the 12- 
inch, No. 583: 


One of the biggest things the Col- 
umbia has ever done was the exclu- 
sive engagement of England’s great- 
est mirth-maker for records. This 
month he is giving us the excruciat- 
ing bit of foolery known as “The 
Family Ghost.’’ If this phantom does 
not compel you to burst every but- 
ton on your waistcoat, we'll eat it, 
together with all the buttons there 
may be left. As “The Best Man at 
the Wedding,” George is also inimi- 
table. There is only one Robey, and 
the Columbia has got him. Long may 
he flourish. 


And consider the following, anent 
10-inch record No. 2639: 

Two more of George Robey’s rib- 
ticklers. “The Barrister” is a char- 
acteristic bit of work by the great 
comedian. In his speech to the jury 
in a breach of promise case George 
is the barrister to the life, and the 
comic element is of the super-abund- 
ant sort that draws tears of laughter 
from the listener. Nothing could pos- 
sibly be more irresistibly humorous. 
“The Pro’s Landlady” relates the ex- 
periences of a whilom actress who 
has turned landlady of a professional 
boarding house These records 
will aid immensely to Robey’s repu- 
tation as a laughter-provoker, and 
also aS a record-maker, for every 
word is heard with a clearness which 
is beyond cavil. 

Mention has already been made of 
the great success Robey and Alfred 
Lester scored in “The Bing Boys Are 
Here.” The June, 1916, T. M. N. con- 
tained another double-spread Colum- 
bia_ad, this time featuring records 
by Robey, Lester and Violet Loraine 
from that popular production. Those 
in which George took part were both 
12-inch—L1034, which combined “An- 
other Little Drink Won’t Do Ug Any 
Harm,” sung as a trio by Robey, Les- 
ter and Loraine, with “I Stopped, I 
Looked, I Listened,” as a Robey solo; 
and 11035, “If You Were The Only 
Girl in the World and I Were the On- 
ly Boy,” a duet by Miss Loraine and 
Robey, and ancther Robey solo, “In 
Other Words.” The reviews were flat- 
tering, and the records stayed in the 
Columbia catalog until 1930. 

One double-faced 12-inch H.M.V. 
Robey record also remained in the 









Gramophone catalog through 1929. It 
was C546, coupling “And Very Nice 
Too!” with “Archibald — Certainly 
Not.” The. catalog was careful to 
point out the second side should be 
played at a speed higher than 78. 

I don’t have the 1917 volume of 
the News, but in January, 1918, there 
was a brief item indicating that Ro- 
bey by that time was appearing in a 
musical production called “Zig-Zag,” 
and had recorded two of its songs: 
“A Deed That Spoke Louder Than 
Words” and “She Spoke To Me First.” 
The April number revealed that a 
new version of the Bing Boys was 
being produced at the Alhambra as 
“The Bing Boys on Broadway,” and 
Robey was scoring another great hit. 
An elaborately illustrated article re- 
produced the labels of four record 
sides George had just made for Co- 
lumbia and on which he had drawn 
caricatures of himself. These records 
were presented to “a young royal per- 
sonage” who had called at his dress- 
ing room. My guess is the “personage” 
was the then Prince of Wales, now 
the Duke of Windsor. 


The review of record No, 1236, 
“First Love, Last Love, Best Love” 
and “Day After Day,” is rather less 
flattering than the usual fulsome Talk- 
ing Machine News type: 

England’s own vocal comedian, as 
we may call the indefatigable George 
Robey, has undoubtedly scored one 
of his biggest hits in ‘““The Bing Boys 
on Broadway.” Asa vocalist pure and 
simple we cannot, of course, take 
George seriously, His singing voice 
is not of the range that “lifts the 
roof off,’’ nor is it of that depth 
which is sometimes described as 
“coming out of his boots,’’ yet he 
contrives to get along pretty well with 
it, and one must remember it’s the 
only voice he’s got, so we must e’en 
be content with it or go further and 
fare worse. In the two duets under 
notice he exercises it as well as he 
can and that is something to be 
thankful for. On the other hand, Miss 
Clara Evelyn, although she is not a 
Violet Loraine, sings very nicely in- 
deed and the pair make a very credit- 
able show. 


The Columbia list that month also 
contained two “Bing Boys” solos by 
Robey on record No. 12387, “Shurr- 
Up!” and “The Fact Is—”. The mu- 
sic of all the “Bing Boy” productions 
was written by an American song 
writer, Nat. D. Ayer, who went to Eng- 
land and had such success he spent 
the remainder of his life there. He 
is best remembered today as the writ- 
er of the music of one of the great 
all-time hits, “Oh You Beautiful 
Doll.” 

In August, 1918, The Talking Ma- 
chine News contained an article on 
“George Robey as Money Extractor,” 
which deserves reprinting in part as 
a graphic example of how the great 
comedian was working to help win the 
war then only a few months from its 
close. It may also serve fittingly to 
conclude this article: 

George Robey cannot be allowing 
himself an undue amount of leisure 
these days. It is Gifficult to see how 
he can even find time for the rest 
necessary to keep himself fit_over his 
strenuous work, for the comedian with 
two shows to do a night, rehearsals 
and other calls, has a more strenuous 
life than outsiders would imagine. .

Old Harps of Europe 


By ROSLYN RENSCH 


The harp, in various forms, has 
been a well-loved musical instrument 
for many centuries. Wall-paintings 
of the ancient Egyptians depict the 
skill of these early people in perform- 
ing on the harp for both solemn and 
festive occasions. Even before the 
Christian religion spread through Eur- 
ope the inhabitants of Ireland (Eire) 
are believed to have been familiar 
with the harp. After the coming of 
St. Patrick many of these islanders 
were converted from their pagan 
gods by the preachings of traveling 
monks who were also skilled per- 
formers on the harp. 

The European harp has varied in 
size through the ages from a small 
portable instrument less than a foot 
high to the six foot concert harp 
used in the present day symphony 
orchestra. 

In France, during the time of 
Marie Antoinette, the harp was a 
favorite instrument of the court cir- 
cles. Traditionally a graceful, trian- 
gular form, with slender column, 
arched, gently sloping neck and re- 
sonant sound box, this harp seems as 
fragile as the court ladies often por- 
trayed with the instrument by artists 
of the period. 

In Paris, the Louvre Museum - case 
ten, the Egyptian room - houses the 
most ancient of the extant harps. 
Called the “trigone” this instrument, 
discovered in an Egyptian tomb, is 
dated from 1500 B.C. The harp was 
found in a well-preserved condition 
and one is at once struck by the 
beautiful green shade of the leather 
which covers its sound box. 

The height of the harp (also that 
of the sound box) is almost 3% feet. 
The arched neck, typical of the 
European harp, is replaced in this 
eastern example by a straight bar of 


— angling out from the sound.

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“trigone” lacks a column. Twenty- 
one strings of gut provided the an- 
cient harper with sounds in a musical 
scale still unknown to us. 

For many years the “trigone” was 
pictured both in history books and 
treatises in what ‘was actually an 
up-side-down position! Examination 
of wall reliefs of the period, how- 
ever, finally revealed that this harp 
when played, was really held with 
the sound box in an upright position 
to the wooden bar which serves as 
the neck. In this position one sees 
that the gay tassels, decorating the 
string ends along the neck bar, do 
not interfere .with «the strings, as 
they would if the harp were held 
in what seems to us the more usual 
manner. 

A short journey outside Paris 
brings us to the Chateau de Malmai- 
son and the harp of the Empress 
Josephine, This instrument, made by 
Cousineau et fils of Paris for Na- 
poleon’s first wife, is a small harp, 
by present day standards, but quite 
definitely regal. 

The slender column of the harp 
is topped with a gilded eagle and 
bees have been worked into the de- 
sign of the metal plate which paral- 
lels the arched neck, or harmonic 
curve, of the harp. (The neck, itself, 
is 'wide and heavy, with no mechan- 
ism disks visible.) 

The harp is a rich brown in color 
trimmed with gold. The back of the 
sound box is staved, as the body of 
a lute, and the harp is equipped with 
eight pedals. Presumably one for 
each tone of our scale - C, D, E, F, 
G. A and B - and one - now obsolete 
- for dampening effects.) The harp, 
once strung with 39 strings, now 
mutely graces the Empress Joseph- 
ine’s “Salon de Musique.” 

Back to Paris and the rue du Mail, 
in the establishment founded by the 
great 19th century harp and piano- 
forte maker, Sebastian Erard, one 
finds perhaps the most curious of the 
early French pedal harps. The fabu- 
lous fourteen pedal harp developed 
by the Cousineaus in 1780, just prior 
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to the French revolution. A small 
harp ot pale green paintea wood, 
trimmed in gold, it stands in a cor- 
ner, staved back to the wall, 1ts many 
pedals arranged neatly in two rows. 

The Richard Wagner Museum in 
Tribschen, Lucerne, Switzerland, is a 
four story house on a sunny little 
hill overlooking the lake. Upstairs 
rvoms nouse a Tine collection or musi- 
cal instruments which inciudes a 
Louis XV1 period harp. 

‘he gracetully arching neck of this 


little instrument terminates in a 
carved swirl which serves’ as the 
crown, topping the slender, fluted 


column of the harp, The instrument 
has been painted apple green with 
gold decorations and it bears the 
date 1776 and number 291. A real 
museum piece, it is the work of Lou- 
vet “Luthier 4 la Ville Royale, R. de 
la Croix d. Petits Champs, 4 cote 
de la Porte St. Honore a Paris.” 
From Switzerland we can go to 
Italy and the balcony of the de San- 
tis music store in Rome where seven 
old harps, lining the balcony rail, 
view the crowded street outside the 
store. These harps date from the 
18th century and are the craftsman- 
ship of Erard, Delveau and Nader- 
man, The vivid blue and gold color- 
ing of the Naderman harp is most 
eye-catching. Its Corinthian style 
column is topped with a long rectan- 
gular piece and flared rectangular 


crown. This harp dates from the 
late 18th century. It is taller than 
its predecessors — 577” - and _ its 


strings number 42. The sound box 
is staved and the base is equipped 
with seven pedals. The twin to this 
harp can be seen in the Metropolitan 
Museum in New York. (Mass pro- 
duction even in those days?) 

To see the instrument believed to 
be the most ancient extant harp of 
truly western origin we must cross 
continental Europe to the British 
Isles. England’s greatest archaeolo- 
gical find, the possessions from the 
cenotaph of a seventh century mon- 
arch, discovered in 1939 under a 
mound on the Suffolk estate of Sut- 
ton Hoo, is now housed in the British 
Museum. 

Among these treasures, carefully 
hidden for so many hundreds of 
years, was found the most complete 
and earliest example of the Saxon 
harp, so identified by its bird’s head 
escutcheons. 


From various fragments of maple 
wood and a handful of pegs, origi- 
nally wrapped in an animal skin bag 
and preserved in a bronze bowl, 2 
harp, known as the Sutton Hoo mu- 
sical instrument has been built. If 
the blackened ruins bring a tear to 
the eye, the Museum’s reconstruction, 
less than a foot high and bearing 
six strings, can bring only wonder- 
ment. What tones did it produce to 
delight the heart of man in early 
Christian England?

Gainsborough Masterpiece 
In Oakes Collection 


The M, H. de Young Memorial Mu- 
seum, San Francisco, Calif., has ac- 
quired for the Roscoe and Margaret 
Oakes ‘Collection, a superb landscape, 
The Market Carts, by Thomas Gains- 
borough, the great master of English 
18th Century painting. 

Gainsborough painted the _ land- 
scape about the year 1778 and gave 
it to his life-long friend, Samuel Kil- 
derbee, an attorney in Ipswich in the 
County of Suffolk, where the artist 
himself lived with his wife and two 
young daughters during the early 
years of his painting career, Curious- 
ly, the de Young Museum owns a 
portrait of the same Samuel Kilder- 
bee painted by Gainsborough about 
1752-55, 

The Market Carts remained in the 
Kilderbee Collection, after the death 
of Samuel Kilderbee in 18138, until 
1827 when the whole of his large col- 
tection of paintings and drawings by 
Gainsborough was sold at auction by 
his grandson and heir. It was pur- 
chased by Thomas Emmerson of 
Stratford Place, London, one of the 
most distinguished collectors of the 
19th Century. Prior to 1865 it was 
acquired by Sir Charles Henry Coote, 
Sth Baronet of Ballyfin, Queen’s 'Coun- 
ty, Ireland. It remained in the Coote 
family for several generations during 
which time it was exhibited in Dublin 
twice—in 1903 at the~Roya]l Hiber- 
nian Academy under the ownership of 
Sir Algernon Coote, 12th Baronet. The 
painting was subsequently in the pos- 
session of the Countess of Kotzebue. 

Though Gainsborough was to re- 
ceive highest acclaim as a portraitist, 
his first and lasting love was for the 
landscape. Born in Sudbury, Suffolk, 
in 1727, Gainsborough said that as a 
boy he had drawn all the picturesque 
old tree-trunks and such-like details 
of the Suffolk countryside which he 
covered in his rambles, often as a 
truant from school. He was sent to 
London when he was not more than 
fourteen years old and worked first 

as an apprentice to Hubert Gravelot, 
French draughtsman and engraver, 
and somewhat later, under the guid- 
ance of the painter, Fraifees Hayman. 
Gainsborough was essentially self- 
taught. The predominant influence in 
his early work were Dutch 17th Cen- 
tury landscapes, notably those of Ru- 
isdael and Wynants, which he un-

doubtedly first saw in the country 
houses in Suffolk. 

He married and returned to Sud- 
bury when he was nineteen. A few 
years later, around 1748, he estab- 
lished himself in Ipswich, and as a 
means of livelihood painted his first 
portraits. In 1759 he moved to Bath, 
a fashionable watering place. His suc- 
cess as a portrait painter was imme- 
diate and among the many who soon 
flocked to his studio were the musi- 
cians and actors of note who visited 
at Bath, as well as members of the 
English aristocracy, He achieved his 
eminent position during his years at 
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Bath and in 1768 he was chosen as 
one of the foundation members of 
the Royal Academy. In 1774 at the 
height of his powers he left Bath 
and settled in London where he gained 
the patronage of George III and 
Queen Charlotte. He died in London 
in 1788 at the age of sixty-one. 

The landscapes of Gaihsborough’s 
mature style, which dates from the 
last years of his Bath period, are ru- 
ral scenes transformed under his hand 
into lyrical expressions of great beau- 
ty. In simple compositions, he unifies 
the forms of nature with a musical 
rhythm jin line and a sensitive play of 
light and shade. The Market Carts 
can claim to be one of Gainsborough’s 
masterpieces of his mature style. In 
the light and the deepening shadows 
of late afternoon, market carts and 
peasants are seen on a country lane 
approaching a cottage in the shadow 
of tall trees which stand in airy grace 
before a vast sky.

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Time guides our destinies and reg- 
ulates our lives, a fact that becomes 
most apparent at the end of the old 
year and the beginning of the new. 
Then, as at no other season, does 
one become aware of the brevity of 
life itself, of the hurried pace of 
modern existence, of the treadmill of 
progress, and of the great incontro- 
vertible truth: “Satis Temporis Non 
Est Nobis”—there is not time enough! 

The old advertisement shown here 
makes apparent another aspect of time 
—the influence it exerts on our spoken 
language and our preoccupation with 
the word. 

This ad appeared originally on the 
reverse of the title page of an issue 
of Hearth and Home, “A Weekly 
Family Journal”, edited by Donald 


G. Mitchell, and it is shown here 
much reduced. The bottom of the re- 
verse side describes American Enter- 
prise which was printed at the Uni- 
versity Press at Cambridge by Welch, 
Bigelow & Co. The drawing is the 
work of an artist named Bellew and 
the engraving was made by H. D. 
Linton. 

The artist’s primary preoccupation 
was with the illustration of popular 
phrases relating to Time. The cen- 
tral motif is a watch dial marked 
with the name of the sponsor, The 
American Watch Company of Wal- 
tham, Mass., and at the center of 
the dial Father Time is shown at the 
helm of life which takes the form 
of a watch dial. The hands incor- 
porate the figures of the swiftest and 
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slowest members of the animal king- 
dom—the greyhound and the tortoise. 
Accidentally or allegorically, the grey- 
hound makes a complete circle of the 
dial for every twelfth made by the 
tortoise. 

The phrases which the artist se- 
lected for illustration are of interest 
since most of them continue in com- 
mon usage to this day. They have be- 
come so much a part of our language, 
in many cases, that one finds diffi- 
culty in expression without making 
use of one or several in the course 
of a conversation, yet the derivations 
cannot be traced to any known quo- 
tation or origin. 

Though it rules all things, Time de- 
fies definition and it cannot be meas- 
ured except in relative terms. Its es- 
sence is best summed up in a verse 
of unknown authorship taken from 
an old watch-paper: 

‘Time is— 

the present moment well employ; 
Time was— 

is past—thou canst not it enjoy; 
Time future— 

is not and may never be; 

Time present— 

is the oniy time for thee.’

it. Although a humorist of the first 
water both on and off the stage, his 
war work is the one thing he does 
not joke about in conversation.

Mr. Robey produced it and offered it 
for sale, Bidding started at 32 pounds 
and finished at 400 pounds. A poilu’s 
wife in the gallery threw on the stage 
a 20-frane piece taken from her brace- 
let; George sold it for 140-pounds. A 
poilu. thereupon offered a 60-franc 
piece; George realized 50 pounds and 
handed the 650-franc back to the 
poilu. A lady in the stalls sent up a 
gold ring that brought 40 pounds. 

Over 50,0U0 pounds to war funds is 
George’s proud record. Small wonder 
that he is the idol of the boys out 
there, for they know what he thinks 
of them! Bravo, George! 

And we Americans may add, even 
at this remote date, small wonder 
that George Edward Wade received 
the O. B. E., was knighted by his 
queen and died as Sir George Robey. 
He deserves to be lovingky remem- 
bered by the British people.

The Automatic Coin Savings Bank 


By F. H. GRIFFITH 


A bank with a fortune telling motif is our choice to 
occupy the 52nd position in our classification articles. This 
bank is the Automatic Coin Savings Bank, also known as 
the Fortune Teller Building. Since there is a bank ac- 
tually named the Fortune Teller Savings Bank it is 
felt that the Automatic Coin Savings Bank should be 
called by its proper name, particularly in view of the 








fact that this name appears on the bank itself and was 
used in the old advertisements offering the bank for sale. 


The Automatic Coin Savings Bank was made and sold 
during the period of the 1890’s. As a matter of fact in 
the November 1893 issue of the New Peterson Magazine 
there appears an advertisement offering the bank for 
sale. The bank is pictured in this ad. The ad itself is 
of interest and it reads as follows: 


“Save Your Money. Send for an Automatic Coin Sav- 
ings Bank, delivered express prepaid! for $1.25. One of 
the latest novelties for Holiday Presents. Each deposit 
changing the Motto. Its novelty will make it attractive 
in every Home, and induce liberal deposits, and the chil- 
dren will find their Bank a source of much entertain- 
ment as well as profit. Agents wanted. Automatic Coin 
Savings Bank, 32 Hawley Street, Boston, Mass.” 


The bank shown was obtained by the writer from the 
collection of the late Dr. Arthur E. ‘Corby. It is complete- 
ly original and in find condition with no repairs. This 
specimen has a bronze type finish. It was also made in 
a nickel plate finish. 


To operate the bank a coin is dropped into the pro- 
vided slot. This causes the wheel of fortune to turn one 
notch and the motto appears in the space as shown in 
the picture. Each coin used turns the wheel one notch at 
a time. It does not spin. 


The materials used in making the bank are of interest. 
The wheel of fortune is made of cardboard, wood, and 
tin. Tin strips are set into the wood framework of the 
wheel and arranged in such a way as to trap each coin, 
moving the wheel a notch, and then releasing the coin. 
The weight of the coin, of course, causes the wheel to 
turn. The fortunes are printed in black on the white 
cardboard face of the wheel. Colored cardboard in blue 
or red is fastened to the inside of the grillwork in front 
and in back of the building. This, of course, imparts 
some color to the bank, and the writer’s specimen is in 
red. The entire shell or frame of the building is cast iron. 


There is a good deal of wording on the bank and this 
is as follows: On the slanted top of the bank over the 
coin slot appears ‘Drop A Coin.’ Opposite this ‘And i 
Will Tell Your Fortune.’ On the face of the building ap- 
pears the name of the bank ‘Automatic Coin Savings 
Bank,’ and below this ‘National Savings’. 

The Automatic Coin Savings Bank is a very interest- 
ing different type of mechanical bank. It is a difficult 
item to find and particularly so in good condition. There 
are six, possibly seven, of these banks known to exist in 
private collections.

The Irish, more than most people, 
have traditionally devoted much of 
their hours to song, and in this they 
have helped for centuries by wander- 
ing minstrels whose poems and bal- 
lads have touched the heart of the 
people on the Emerald Isle, bringing 
tears and laughter to them. The 
harp is prominently featured in the 
heraldic emblem of Ireland, so it is 
not surprising that wandering singers 
would please the ears of the Irish 
folks, and that Ireland would be the 
last to hold on to the tradition of the 
wandering ballad - monger in the old 
countries of Europe.

since World War I, eventually hast- 
ened the gradual disappearance of the 
wandering singers. But even during 
the latter part of the 1920’s, the peo- 
ple in the more remote areas of the 
Irish countryside shoved chickens out 
of their way, stopped their endless 
trips to the barnyard and the heath, 
and quickly assembled to listen to the 
ballad-monger who had just trudged 
into their hamlet. Ballad singers 
were still necessary to the folk living 
in the far-off reaches of the country- 
side, and were still received with de- 
light because they brought informa- 
tion as well as pleasure. 

The wandering singer was a very 
common sight during the middle and 
latter part of the nineteenth century. 
The small pack on his back usually 
consisted of all his wordly possessions, 
and he carried a collection of four or 
five dozen song broadsheets in one 
hand and a hazel walking stick in the 
other. (The early Irish saints are 
supposed to have used hazel sticks 
when they trudged over the land dur- 
ing the beginning Christian centuries 
in Ireland, and the wandering ballad- 
mongers, even as many old country 
Irish today, believed hazel sticks had 
the power of rendering the traveler 
from peril and evil fortune.) 

The ballad-monger had uncommon 
or acquired natural singing skill, and 
his entrance in a village was always 
an event. Everybody gathered around 
and came to a hush when the wan- 
derer began to sing. The villagers. 
stood around entranced, their ears 
charmed by the singer’s voice, their 
curiosity for sensational news of 
other parts of the country satisfied

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by the tales told in the new ballads, 
and their nostalgia fully pleased by 
the old but still popular ballads. A 
remarkable character of these ballads 
was their great ductility; the ballad- 
monger charmed his listeners by 
singing the ballads to the tunes of 
various well-known airs. Each bal- 
lad-monger had his own repertoire of 
at least a half-dozen ballads, and 
when he finished singing he held out 
his cap for contributions and hawked 
the broadsheets he carried. 

These broadsheets had little, if any, 
polished literary merit, and were not 
published with any _ pretensions of 
permanent value. When the wander- 
ing ballad-monger finally passed out 
of the Irish scene, collectors and folk- 
lorists suddenly woke up and went 
around trying to recover the actual 
broadsheets that were once hawked 
from village to village. Collectors 
today are most anxious to obtain 
broadsheets that were sold during the 
1870’s, particularly those published by 
P. Brereton of Dublin which ‘were 
most popular during that time. 

These broadsheets were primitive 
and sloppy examples of printing, any 
present day twelve year old school 
child could do a better job of spelling, 
and almost always the little block 
prints have no relation to the verses 
below them. The printers had a small 
selection of block illustrations from 
which to choose, and the same cuts 
were often repeated on different 
broadsheets. It is easy to see the ex- 
ternal defects, but true connoisseurs 
of ballad broadsheets and lovers of 
things that touch on the graphic arts, 
and customs of any people can tell 
at first glance the primitive beauty 
of these Irish broadsheets. Despite 
the many faults in their make-up, 
they have been admired for their 
quaint appearance and appeal, and 
collectors and non-collectors have even 
been led to frame individual Irish 
broadsheets for rooms, hallways, and 
restaurants. 

The broadsheets often dealt with 
prominent characters and covered ev- 
ents of national consequences, great 
crimes and calamities, the mania for 
emigration, patriotism, politics, dis- 
sipation, and anything else good or 
bad that was worth singing about. 
Some are redolent of native Irish 
humor and were sung to gay tunes, 
while others were intoned in the most 
pathetic of airs, the spirit of the mel- 
ody depending upon the nature of the 
ballad’s subject. 

The great fire in Chicago stirred 
sympathy in Ireland forthe victims, 
and ballad-mongers carried the appeal 
for funds to aid living sufferers of 
the fire by singing the sorrowful 
Lines written on the Most Dreadful 
Fire That Broke Out in Chicago in 
America,

OLD JEWELRY 


THE CHATELAINE 


Let’s take a look at the typical 
contents of a woman’s bulging purse 
and see how they compare with the 
articles worn by our ancestral grand- 
mothers on their crowded chatelaines. 
The usual familiar array includes 
keys, coin purse, compact and lip- 
stick, old letters, program sheets, 
shopping lists and other memos, pen- 
cils, pens, spectacle case, chewing 
gum, handkerchiefs, photos, finger- 
nail file, ete., ete. 

For convenience, we will group the 
more common articles which undoubt- 
edly dangled from a cumbersome 
chatelaine around those three head- 
ings. Sewing equipment consisted of 
silver bodkins (handy instruments in 
times before hooks and eyes or zip- 
pers were dreamed up), pin cushions, 
thimble, needle cases, scissors, and 
patch box. There were keys to fit 
many rooms and cupboards in her 
spacious house, toothpick case, tiny 
silver nutmeg graters, and a vinaig- 
rette which was a small box or bottle 
with an inner perforated cover for 
aromatic vinegar or smelling salts.

Now I find more dealers 
sending drawings or photos of the 
bells they have for sale. 

Some of the old bells are becoming 
very scarce and their prices are exor- 
bitant, but there are a variety of in- 
teresting ones at any price you want 





to pay. Their value depends on their 
age, history, rarity and workmanship. 

If you see one advertised you like, 
my advice is to order promptly by 
air mail. When I ordered by regular 
mail on several occasions the bell I 
wanted was sold before my order was 
received. 

There are many ways of grouping 
bells, Each person has her own meth- 
od. I have mine in five divisions as 
given below: 

1. My first group includes the fig- 
urine and character bells. They are 
all hand made of brass, bronze, china, 
silver and wood, There are not many 
in this group. 

2. Second, and most numerous, are 
novelty and miscellaneous bells. Their 
design and composition vary. Some 
are shaped like flowers, birds, ani- 
mals and ‘windmills. There are also 
many foreign bells and gongs—some 
are very dainty and others grotesque. 

3. In the third group I have many 
beautiful handle bells of ‘crystal, am- 
ber, custard, satin, milk and flint 
glass. Also I have an English Cran- 
berry glass bell of lovely design, 
fourteen inches high, and a heavenly 
blue ten-inch Satin glass bell with a 
delicately decorated handle, and a 
beautiful little opaline bell from 
France. 

4. The fourth class comprises uni- 
que and unusual animal bells. There 
are some modern horse, camel, ele- 
phant, and sacred cow bells from 
India. Also from India there are two 
large camel bells, a monkey bell and 
a green discolored water-buffalo bell, 
all very, very old. This group includ- 
es cow, sheep, goat, and sleigh bells 
from the United States and other 
countries. The old camel bell is the 
largest, and the smallest is a tiny 
turkey bell used at one time in the 
midwest to locate wandering birds. 
5. The fifth and final group in- 
cludes my “Altar” bells; that is,

those which were used in religious 
services or to commemorate Holy 
places of worship. ‘here are bells 
from China, Japan, France, England, 
Spain, Greece, and a Crusader from 
the Holy Land. Also there is one 
from the sacred shrine of St. Anne 
de Beaupre of Canada and a very 
striking early American golden tap 
bell. 

The bells in this collection mean 
more to me than their money value, 
as [ have learned of people of many 
countries, their legends, their ibellets, 
and superstitions and how all peopie 
reuch out tor something beyond them- 
selves - as expressed by pagan 
temple gongs and bells, by tne beauti- 
ful cathedral be!ls, and py the ring- 
ing of our own Sabbath day church 
beils.

The Museo Bello 


ONE MAN’S FABULOUS COLLECTION 


Rising from a valley surrounded by 
tall mountains and majestic volcanos, 
in the center of the Republic of Mexi- 
co, is the old colonial city of Puebla. 
Founded 245 years before we declared 
our independence from England, the 
city is a vast storehouse of the an- 
cient and beautiful. In the center of 
town, and one of the main tourist 
attractions, is the fantastic Museo 
Bello. One man’s gift to the people 
he loved! 

Senor Jose Mariano Bello was born 
one of seven children. His father had 
been a laborer and had managed to 
raise his family on the sum of sixty 
pesos a month, and out of this small 
earning he tried to give each of his

children an education. Young Jose 
learned about the history of his coun- 
try and came to love and respect all 
works of art. As he grew older he 
began to collect odds and ends that 
found their way into the city. Natur- 
ally, the first things he purchased 
were Mexican made articles and an- 
tiques that the Spaniards had brought 
with them in their conquest. He had 
a love for everything that was beau- 
tiful and once he bought a piece for 
his collection he never sold it, but kept 
it polished and in a place where he 
could look at it.He married a woman 
from Puebla and settled down, never 
leaving the city after that. They had 
no children, but the two of them work- 


ed together collecting and gathering 
objects from all over the world. The 
most surprising thing about his en- 
tire collection is the fact that he never 
left Puebla. He made no trips to 
Europe or the Far East, yet his col- 
lection of Renaissance paintings and 
his carved ivory is the finest in Mexi- 
co. He never saw Italy, but while 
he lived he managed to collect three 
cases full of the finest Venetian glass, 
If the pieces in his collection could 
talk, they would be able to solve the 
fascinating riddle of how they finally 
arrived in this small town in the cen- 
ter of Mexico. 

Senor Bello was a generous man. 
All his money was made from a cigar- 
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Typical room in the Museo Bello. In the rear is the original kitchen 
with the clay pots hanging on tho wall. The outer wall is of brick 
and Talavera tile. The porcelain in the room is all French. The 
chair and table is early Spanish and one of the first examples 
of a folding table to come to the New World. The closets are 
all hand carved wood from Mexico. The chest in the foreground 
is leather and rattan and was used to carry passenger’s articles 
on the early Mexican stage coaches. 


Gallery of Paintings, where artists from every century and almost 
every country ara represented. The first cabinet contains enameled 
pocket watches from France and England. The other contains 
fans of pure ivory. The wooden doorway is carved from mahogany 
and was originally made for a Cathedral in Mexico.

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ette factory that he had founded in 
Puebla. This money, when not going 
for a fine work of art for his collec- 
tion, was donated to the various 
churches and to the poor of his coun- 
try. Many families were able to 
educate their sons or have a much 
needed operation performed because 
of the generosity of Senor Bello. 


In 1938 he died, at the age of 70, 
and in his will he bequeathed his en- 
tire collection to the State of Puebla 
with the specific demand that the col- 
lection be kept intact and that the 
public would be admitted to see the 
fine objects. The State purchased 
the original home and hired a director 
and the Museo Bello was formed. 

The museum consists of 16 large 
rooms in Spanish style - open patio, 
two story home. The dark wood pan- 
eling and the stained glass windows 
were all placed there by Mexican art- 
ists at the request of Sr. Bello. 

One room is devoted to Talavera 
pottery, a product typical of Puebla. 
When the early Spanish monks came 
to Puebla they needed tiles and pot- 
tery to build their churches. They 
noted that the earth from the moun- 
tains around Puebla seemed most like 
the earth in Spain, They began to 
instruct the Indians in the art of tile 
making and soon the Indians so far 
surpassed anything that the Spanish 
had in their own country, that they 
began to ship it all over the world. 
Sr. Bello gathered an entire room 
full of these tiles, vases and mosaic 
pictures. He had samples from the 
16th century right up to the 20th. 
All over Puebla, the sun shines on 
the tops of churches that have their 
domes encrusted in these fine tiles, 
but nowhere in all the world does it 
shine on another collection that can 
rival Sr. Bello’s. 

A smaller room is devoted exclu- 
sively to iron locks and spurs. Here 
are the gigantic spiked wheels that 
the army of Cortez used to spur their 
horses on to the final conquest of 
the Aztecs. Fancy iron locks and 
gigantic keys that graced the doors 
of cathedrals and colonial mansions. 
Expert filigree work of finely detail- 
ed figures of the Saints were created 
in these useful, yet beautiful iron 
masterpieces. In the same room also 
hangs the sharp iron belts with their 
claws of bent steel that the nuns used 
to wear their robes, against their 
bare skin, for penitence. 


A long hall has case after case of 
the finest crystal. Fancy Venetian 
glass goblets and early Spanish glass 
are side by side. Crude blown glass 
of early Mexico as well as deep red 
Bohemian glass is there, too. Of 
special interest to the American col- 
lector, is a small sampling of United 
States pressed glass, How did relish 
dishes of the Good Luck pattern, or 
a Teddy Roosevelt commemorative 
bread tray find their way into this 
ancient city? And who brought that 
Mary Gregory parfait glass to Pue- 
bla? This is a question that every 
collector would like to answer. 


One outstanding room is devoted to 
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One section of the famous Talavera Room in the ‘Museo Bello. This huge baptismal fount 
is in blue and white. The base has angels heads in gold with orange wings. The table it 
rests upon is made from Talavera tile of blue, yellow and black. All products of early 


Puebla and dating from the year 1550. 
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Music Room in the Museo Bello, showing rare old two pedal piano with the strings on 
the outside of the box, in harp fashion. In the center is a teak wood music stand with 
a hidden compartment for candles and music scrolls. On the wall is a bust of Beethoven 
framed with a piece of original manuscript. The oil portrait is of Thomas Fairfax, an 
English general who hung Charles I, King of England, and helped rut Cromwell on the 


throne.

Secretaries. Not the solid brown ones 
that we are used to seeing in Vic- 
torian parlors, but writing desks of 
beautifully grained wood inlaid with 
pearl and bone. One real beauty is 
from Portugese, India. It is covered 
with mother-of-pearl designs and 
shows the various animals and birds 
that inhabit that far-off land. When 
vou first inspect it, outside of its 
striking design, it seems just like all 
the others you have seen, Then you 
begin to discover hidden springs that 
reveal sliding drawers and _ secret 
hiding places. Pull on a certain sec- 
tion and you will find it comes off 
in your hand and there will be ten 
small drawers all lined with a soft 
fabric to protect jewels and gold. All 
in all the secretary has 73 drawers, 
most of them hidden from the casual 
observer. 

In the same room is another Secre- 
tary that was made in the city of 
Cholula in Mexico. It is a dark wood 
of the area and is inlaid in bone. In- 
side the two main doors is a-primitive 
map, painted in the late 1600’s, that 
shows the complete terrain from the 
farmer’s hacienda to.the town of Pue- 


bla. There are spots showing Indians 
living in small villages, lions roaming 
the woods and even negro slaves 
working the fields, A clearly de- 
fined road is mapped out, a road that 
today is part of the Pan-American 
Highway. 

Somehow the finest works of the 
Chinese craftsmen found their way 
to Puebla. Sr. Bello collected the best 
pieces he could find. There is a 
Chinese boat, over three feet long, 
carved entirely of ivory. It is ob- 
viously the private barge of the Em- 
peror, for the many figures that are 
seated or playing games are beauti- 
fully dressed. Small carved tables are 
set with even smaller bowls of fruit 
and dishes of food. While the orches- 
tra plays, an acrobat performs. The 
sides of the boat are so delicately 
carved it gives the appearance of 
being made of lace. All from. the 
finest ivory and all in the finest de- 
tail. Then there is the ivory crucifix. 
The figure and the cross are pure 
ivory. All along the arms of the 
cross are gold rosettes, each holding 
a brilliant ruby. Very beautiful and 
showing a great deal of “labor of 
love”, yet it was carved in a time 


when Christianity ‘was almost un- 
known to the Chinese, How did this 
rare work of art get to Puebla? 

In all of Mexico the visitor from 
the United States is constantly being 
amazed by the number of churches 
and cathedrals. In the tiny village 
of Cholula alone, there are 365 chur- 
ches. One for each day of the year, 
and all executed with flawless work- 
manship. It was only natural’ that 
some of these objects that were made 
for these houses of worship should 
find their way into Sr. Bello’s col- 
lection. He was able to accumulate 
fine chalices and crosses of pure gold, 
Altar cloths and mediaeval carvings. 
One room contains nothing but vest- 
ments that the priests wore in the 
churches. Bright brocades of gold and 
silver: designs in amethyst and cop- 
per, rich heavily encrusted robes that 
make the American tourist, unused to 
such beauty, stop and gasp. 

It’s impossible to list everything 
that is currently in the Museo Bello. 
A complete inventory would run to 
more than 10,000 different objects,

THE ODD AND ELEGANT 
IN SILVER 


The exhibition, The Odd and the 
Elegant in Silver, has opened in the 
Gallery of the Towle Silversmiths in 
Newburyport, Massachusetts (just 35 
miles north of Boston) and will re- 
main on view through September 
1957. ‘This will enable not only New 
‘ngland tourists but student groups 
to see it, together with the story of 
silver going back 5,000 years told on 
panel backgrounds in the Gallery. 

The silver, on loan from museums 
and private collections, was chosen 
for this exhibition because each piece 
represents a special use and was made 
by the finest craftsmen of each era 
{o suit an individual taste. It was 
used in the day to day activities of a 
household and falls into categories of 
home, husband, wife, child, invalid, 
ceremonies and antiquity. 

The most ancient exhibit in the 
show is a coil of silver ribbon from 
the Royal Cemetery at Ur, lent by 
the University Museum, Philadel- 
phia; other loans from antiquity are 
Peruvian silver paint pots and sten- 
cils, 1200 A.D., from the University 
Museum, and an Egyptian jug, 5 
century B.C., from the Brooklyn Mu- 
seum. Three tiny Egyptian rosettes, 
4th century B.C., from Pyramid XVII 
at Nuri, lent by the Boston Museum 
of Fine Arts, are probably the world’s 
first sequins in silver. 

The newest piece made in 1954 and 
completely contemporary, is a sterling 
skewer with a removable ebony han- 
dle used for cooking and Serving, lent 
anonymously, 

Other interesting pieces in the show 
include an apple corer with an ivory 
handle made by the 18th century Eng- 
lishwoman, Hester Bateman, a ladle 
with a perforated bowl, described by 
its owner, the Essex Institute, as a 
“ladle to remove flies from Commu- 
nion wine;” a traveler’s fork which 
is an early 19th century combination 
of fork and spoon, lent by the Cincin- 
nati Art Museum; a chess set of sil- 
ver and silver gilt from a private col- 
lection; an 18th century lady’s stir- 
rup from the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art; a pocket communion set from 
the New York Historical Society; a 
nursing bottle made for an early 19th 
century baby who kept breaking her 
glass bottle.

AUTOMOBILIANA 
NOTES 


By W. GENE HENRY 


America’s first motor vehicle race 
was held at Chicago on November 28, 
1895. J. Frank Duryea won ‘the con- 
test with an average speed of 5.05 
miles per hour. Of the six vehicles 
that started the 52.4 mile race only 
ttwo completed the run. 

The first known sale of an Amer- 
ican gasoline car was made in 1896 
when George H. Morill of Norwood, 
Mass., purchased a Duryea Motor 
Wagon, 

Henry Ford successfully operated 
his first motor vehicle in Detroit on 
June 4, 1896. It had a two-cylinder 
engine, giteeg four horsepower. 

In the United States it wasn’t till 
1896 that the word “Automobile” first 
began to appear in published refer- 
ences to the motor vehicle and started 
to take the place of the popular name 
of “Horseless Carriage”. 

The first National Automobile Show 
was held in Madison Square Garden, 
New York City, in 1900. 

In 1900 almost 4200 motor vehicles 
were manufactured in the Unitea 
States. This was more than twice the 
number that was manufactured the 
year before,

The depraved killing of two young 
sisters inspired the mournful ballad, 
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“A Sorrowful Lamentation on the 
Hollywood Tragedy Where Two Sis- 
ters Have Been Brutally Murder’d.” 
“No bloodyer deed was done in the 
most cruel times.” The true murderer 
was never found, but the singer hoped 
that “Providence who rules above will 
yet reveal the crime.” In the “La- 
mentable Death of Anny Gray,” the 
sad tale of a poor weaver’s daughter 
who was done wrong, girls of humble 
birth were admonished to beware of 
smooth-tongued young men belonging 
to the gentry. 

So lasses now a warning take I pray 

By what aas happen’d poor Anny Gray. 

“The Loyal Lovers,” however, tells 
the steadfast fidelity of a girl for her 
“brisk young sailor lad” who is away 
serving on a man-of-war. Such faith- 
fulness should be rewarded, and we 
can only hope the young sailor boy 
came back unharmed to m his 
true love, for she swore to take no 
other man. 

Love of Ireland continued even 
when hard times and poor circumstan- 
ces forced many to leave the old 
country for more prosperous climes. 
This devotion is found in many feelin 
ballads. “There is a little spot 
earth, By sea on every side it is gi 
Where love and friendship does a- 
bound, They call it Ireland,” so runs 
the broadsheet called “New Song En- 
titled the Emigrants Love For His 
Native Land.” In “The Praises of 
Limerick” the young rover steers his 
course for other lands and sadly sings 
“Farewell sweet lovely fine town.” 
The emigrant clutches at his heart 
in a song called “Poor Wanderer 
Sighs and Grief on Parting His Na- 
tive Land.” “Oh Erin poor Erin a 
cusblamaoree” he cries. “Campbell’s 
Farewell To Ireland and Emegrants 
Farewell To Donegall” are but two 
of the sad and more popular songs 
that stress hard times and love for 
Ireland that the reluctant emigrant 
feels upon leaving Erin’s shores. 

Oppression by the agents of the 
gentry and of the absent English lland- 
lords were often voiced in the broad- 
sheets hawked by the ballad-monger. 
One that was sung many times con- 
cerned a murder that took place after 
a meeting for tenant’s rights, and was 
called the “Murderous Outrage and 
Atack on Thn Tennant Farmers at 
Douvilla in the Coun Q of Cavvn,” 
(County Cavan). Two priests who 
tried to organize the peasants were 
ambushed and killed for their efforts 
by agents of the landlords. 

Turning to a more lighter side of 
life we find songs like “Lines. Written 
on the Barley Corn” intended for 
those ardent spirits ‘who were overly 
fond of strong drinks, “Wire In and 
Get Your Tea-Pot” for those who 
found the latest slang amusing and 
confusing, and “A New Song on the 
General Taxation of Our Days” for 
the souls who could still find humor 
in an excessive situation: 


They are taxing the terrier for 
killing the rats 
They are taxing the kettle the poker 
and tongs 
And they'll tax the young men if 
the girls they court.

Hopi Indian Lore 
Represented In 


Kachina Dolls 


By AMELIA E. MAC SWIGGAN 


The lives, customs and habits of 
che Hopi Indians had a direct influ- 
ence on the construction and appear- 
ance of Hopi Kachina dolls which are 
so varied that they number well over 
two hundred species. These dolls are 
examples of Hopi Kachinas, the spir- 
its of Hopi beliefs, and they are so 
interesting that many doll collectors 
of today like to add one or more 
examples to their collections. Kachi- 
na dolls are still being made by sev- 
eral Hopi craftsmen in Arizona and 
they are sent to various shops where 
they are exhibited and sold to doll 
collectors and enthusiasts, 

According to Hopi Indian legends, 
Kachinas are supernatural beings who 
inhabit the high mountainous peaks 
of Arizona, Santa Fe and other lo 
cations. The reason there are so many 
different kachinas is that the Hopis 
believe that every object has a soul 
or spirit and in the form of Kachinas, 
they exist away from Hopi communi- 
ties. They appear in the various Hopi 
villages in Arizona during what is 
better known as Kachina Season, be- 
tween December and July. At this 
time, the Kachinas préSent them- 
selves in full array and the festivals 
begin, consisting of dancing, feasting 
and holding several religious services 
in which all Hopis join. 

Whenever a Hopi Indian places a 
kachina mask on his head, he firmly 
believes that he is being guided by the 
particular spirit which the represents 
and only men are allowed to take 
the part of a kachina, They imper- 
sonate female as well as male spirits. 

The kachina myth of the Hopi In- 
dians began many centuries ago when 
there was an era of drought in their 
midst. Crops were wilted due to a 
dire need of rain, cattle died and the 
people were hungry. During this pe- 
riod of starvation and hardship, pecu- 
liar sounds were heard coming from 
the nearby mountains and after som~ 
investigating, a number of strangely 
dressed persons were discovered gath- 
ered together. Upon questioning, they 
were found to speak the Hopi lan- 
guage and they said they were spir- 
its who were bringing food and wa- 
ter to the distressed Indians. This 
legend still holds with the Hopi tribes 
and they have continued to honor 
these ancient spirits by holding fes- 
tivals in their honor and by dressing 
accordingly during seasons set aside 
for the ceremonies, 


Hopi kachinas are classified into 
three categories. First and foremost, 
are the supernatural beings who dwell 
high up in the mountains; they are 
worshipped by the Indians. Second, 
there are the impersonators of these 
supernatural beings who are known as 
“Kachinas”. These impersonators are 
specially chosen members of the Hopi 
tribes who are masked and costumed 
to represent the legendary gods. 
Third, there are the kachina dolls 
which are still being made today in 
various parts of Arizona. These dolls 
are exact replicas of kachina imper- 
sonators., 

Kachinas are conscientiously vene- 
rated by the Hopis while the kachina 
dolls are similarly respected by the 
children to whom they are given. 
When the so-called “kachina season” 
is in effect, all the dolls presented to 
the children during that period are 
not used as toys or playtnings, but 
they are brought directly to the home 
where they are hung on the walls 
or rafters. In this way they are con- 
stantly kept in view so that in due 
time, the children become familiar 
with the different type Kachinas and 
their symbolic representations. 

To the Hopi Indians, Kachinas are 
worshipped in much the same manner 
that saints are worshipped in the 
Christian world. Some of their spir- 
its are considered good spirits while 
others are regarded as evil spirits or 
ogres and these are represented in 
amusing costumes, The “Black Ogre” 
the “Monsters” and the “Witch Wom- 
an,” are three terrorizing Kachinas. 

The “Witch Woman” frightens the 
children with her long black robe and 
her flat black mask. She carries a 
crook in one hand and a long sharp 
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Rainbow Kachina and his mate. 





knife in the other hand. She is sup- 
posed to use her crook to hook the 
necks of misbehaving children, and 
her presence is feared just about as 
much as our children dread the so- 
called “boogie-man.” 

Hopi ceremonials revolve a great 
deal around the dance and during 
religious festivals, certain dancing 
rites are performed by masked kachi- 
nas. Some feasts last only one day 
while others last nine or ten days. The 
rituals held during the winter or cold 
season are performed by kachinas 
wearing masks while the kachinas per- 
forming during the warm period are 
unmasked. Each ceremony has its in-

dividual title. There is the “Bean Ce- 
remony;” the “Water Serpent Cere- 
mony;” the “Home Dance Ceremony” 
among many others. The dancers per- 
form expertly, keeping time with the 
music and as all kachinas hold rat- 
tles or bells in their hands, they use 
these to accentuate the tunes. 

One interesting ritual held during 
February of each year is known as 
the “Whipping Rite.” This takes place 
during the Bean Dance Ceremony. It 
consists of several “Kachina Whip- 
pers,” so-called, who are armed with 
twigs and whips with which they chas- 
tise the children who misbehaved at 
home. The Hopi parents seldom pun- 
ish their children except by speaking 
to them, saving the necessary punish- 
ments for the Kachina Whippers to 
apply. The Bean Dance Ceremony is 
the only performance theld which al- 
lows the kachinas to unmask before 
the children after it is over. This is 
considered an important milestone in 
the life of a young Hopi for it marks 
that he has become a full fledged mem- 
ber of Hopi cult. The youngsters are 
then allowed to take instructions in 
carving Kachina dolls to imitate the 
spirits and it is considered the phase 
of “growing-up” for the child. It is 
interesting to note that part of the 
Hopi child’s education includes learn- 


ing to sketch and draw masked ka- 
chinas and kachina dolls. This teach- 
es them at a tender age the meaning 
of the hundreds of spirits. 

During the Kachina Season, cer- 
tain kachinas bring gifts to the Hopi 
children in the form of bows and ar- 
rows, candies and other simple things. 
This impersonator is better known as 
the “Giver Kachina” who wears a 
mask and his body is painted green 
and yellow. He wears moccasins of a 
bright blue color and chants Hopi 
songs while he dances for the chil- 
dren. 

‘Constructing a kachina doll has al- 
ways been considered a privilege by 
the Hopi Indians. They are very par- 
ticular as to the kind of wood they 
use and usually find their material by 
the river banks. They choose the roots 
of dead cottonwood trees which have 
been water-logged and then dried in 
the sun. They do not use balsa wood 
which has become quite popular to- 
day for wood crafts but they continue 
to uphold their high standards of us- 
ing the best of materials for their 
dolls. After the wood is cut into de- 
sired lengths, it is smoothed down and 
rubbed until it acquires a thigh gloss. 
All parts of the Kachina dolls are 
carved separately and applied to the 
body by means of tiny wooden dowels.

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Today, the use of glue and metallic 
solder has been apparent instead of 
the hand-made dowels. 

For whittling, the Hopi uses a 
knife, chisel, wood rasps and some 
sandstone to smooth the wood. After 
the dolls are put together, they are 
first covered with a basic material 
and then they are painted in desir- 
able colors. The dyes or colors are 
made by the Indians from clay, ber- 
ries, nuts and minerals. Colors hold 
certain meanings. to the Hopi In- 
dians, both sacred and directional. 
For example, yellow refers to the 
north; blue to the west; red to the 
south and white to the east. A combi- 
nation of these colors represents an 
upward direction while black depicts 
a downward direction. 

The small feathers which appear on 
kachina dolls are generally obtained 
from eagles, hawks, pigeons, turkeys, 
chickens, pheasants, parrots, etc., 
gathered for this purpose. The vari- 
ous symbols painted on the forehead, 
cheeks and masks of kachina dolls are 
unique. They represent animal and 
bird tracks; celestial bodies in the 
form of the moon, the sun, the stars 
and clouds as well as lightning. Some 
designs portray the flowers and cac- 
tus with which the Hopis are familiar. 

The costumes of these dolls also 
are important factors of identifica- 
tion. The most common costume is 
perhaps the white cotton hand-woven 
kilt, having embroidery on the ends 
with sash and belt. All dolls wear 
moccasins either of red or green leath- 
er. The full dress of a kachina con- 
sists of a black velvet shirt, trousers 
of white cloth, woolen garters and 
leggins and moccasins. Other kachi- 
nas have kilts made of rawhide or red 
wool while some wear a robe over 
their shoulders. . 

Kachinas often represent certain 
deities of the Hopi Indians and are 
named accordingly, such as Sotuq- 
nang-U, meaning God of the Sky; 
Masao for God of the Earth; Mu-Yao 
for Moon God; Alosaka or Muy for

Germ God or Two-horned God and 
Kawikoli meaning Fire-chief. Other 
Kachina names represent familiar 
subjects such as a singer; a butter- 
fly; a plumed serpent; a warrior; 
flowers, corn, Apache and kindred fig- 
ures. 

The following description of a few 
kachina dolls will reveal some of the 
simple imaginary trends of the Hopi 
Indians. The “Eagle Kachina” is one 
of the more popular types of kachi- 
na dolls. He wears a green mask with 
a rather elongated beak; has a ruff 
at the neck and eagle feathers atop. 
He is barefooted and his body is 
painted yellow and black. He has two 
outspread wings back of his arms. 
The “Runner Kachina” is black with 
a sort of tube for a mcuth and has a 
row of colored stripes upon the fore- 
head. The body is painted black or 
red, green and yellow and he usually 
carries a pair of shears or scissors 
which he uses to cut the hair of his 
victims, The “Rooster Kachina” looks 
definitely like a rooster. He wears a 
blue mask, has a red beak and a 
cock’s comb in red feathers. He wears 
a kilt, a sash, fox skin and has red 
moccasins. The body is painted in col- 
ors of red, white and yellow and he 
carries a rattle like most of the ka- 
chinas do. The “Warriors” and “Co- 
manche”’ kachinas are made to appear 
ugly and treacherous and they reveal 
in their dress and construction, the 
vivid imagination of the Hopi people. 

The excellent book entitled “Hopi 
Kachina Dolls” written by Professor 
Harold S. Colton, treats more fully of 
this fascinating subject. Professor 
Colton has spent much time amongst 
the Hopi settlements and reservations, 
and he was able to gather first-hand 
information about their mannerisms 
and beliefs. He contacted several Hopi 
doll-makers who very obligingly ex- 
plained the names and types of kachi- 
nas, their meaning and use and also 
the manner in which these dolls are 
made. Kachina dolls have the 
lore of a peace-loving people who 
were farmers settling in the west- 
ern part of this country many cen- 
turies ago. The fact that kachina dolls 
are still being made today to rep- 
resent the spirits of their past, shows 
the great and strong character of 
the Hopi Indian tribes.

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CIRCUSIANA

QUESTIONS & ANSWERS 


Q: What state has had more to 
do with circus history than any oth- 
er? 


A: I think that Wisconsin would 
rate the nod here, Beginning in 1847, 
Wisconsin became headquarters for 
outfitting and organizing road shows. 
It has been the birthplace of nearly 
two score circuses. 


Q: What nationality is Harold 
Alanza of the Alanza high wire 
troupe? 


A: Harold Alanza was a Welsh 
coal miner before he became the fa- 
mous aerialist. His name was orig- 
inally Davis. He changed the name 
to Alanza for professional reasons. 


Q: Was the famous bell wagon of 
the Ringling Show made in Europe? 


A: No- The famous bell wagon was 
built by the Henry Moeller family of 
Baraboo, Wis., in 1898. 


Q: Who were some of the famous 
women aerialists with the Ringling 
show before it went off the road? 

A The high wire queen of the show 
was listed as Josephine Berosini. She 
performed on a taut wire some 50 
feet above ring. Mara, a trapeze star, 
toppled backward on a bar catching 
herself by bare heels. Pinito del Oro 
did headstands on the narrow bar of 
a high trapeze with no support from 
her arms or legs. 


Q@:Was there ever a circus called 
the Yankee Robinson Show? 


A; Yes. There was a show on the 
road in 1915 that billed itself as the 
Yankee Robinson Enormous Three 
Ring Circus United with Texas Bill’s 
Wild West. 


Gre What title has been used the 
most in the history of circus show 
titles? 


A: Probably no name in circus his- 
tory has equalled the name “Robbins” 
in getting printed on letterheads, ad- 
vertising, or painted on the sides of 
circus wagons and trucks, Many par- 
ties have used some version of the 
name as titles for circuses. This name 
was last used on a railroad circus in 
1938. Truck shows have used varia- 


‘tions of the name as late as 1949. 


Q: Did Hoot Gibson, the Hollywood 
cowboy star, ever travel with a cir- 
cus? 


A: Yes, Hoot Gibson and company 
of wild west stars presented the con- 
cert on the 1938 Robbins Bros. Cir- 
cus. This circus was owned and op- 
_ by Jess Adkins and Zack Ter- 
rell.

The Classic Influence 
on American Antiques and 


Buttons 


By BERYL TAYLOR 


If you have ever dug for buried 
treasure, or searched along a creek 
bottom for Indian arrowheads, you 
have been to that extent an archaeol- 
ogist. You have known the urge to dig 
up the past that is present in all of 
us. It has been described as man in 
search of his ancestors and-is the 
spark that set off three great revi- 
vals of classical culture which swept 
across the western world in the last 
century and a half. 

Not even a psychologist can ex- 
plain that indefinable “something” 
that makes a play, a song, a book, or 
an archaeological “find” catch the pub- 
lic fancy. The dinosaur eggs brought 
back by Roy Chapman Andrews from 
the Gobi desert, or the stories of the 
blond Eskimos with blue eyes told by 
Stefansson, are cases in our genera- 
tion. But the wave of excitement that 
electrified Europe when the cities of 


Herculaneum and Pompeii were dug 
up in the eighteenth century, has not 
been equalled since. Indeed it is dif- 
ficult to decide whether the tragedy 
of their disappearance or the drama 
of their resurrection is the greater. 

Europe and especially France which 
set the pace in advanced thinking and 
in the decorative arts was ready for 
a change. The luxury and ostentation 
of the kings Louis 14, 15, and 16 
was beginning to pall and the sim- 
plicity of classic lines in furniture 
and accessories was a welcome change 
for those restless for something differ- 
ent. Besides there was a mounting re- 
volt in the political and philosophical 
thinking which looked longingly back 
at the simpler governments of Athens 
and early Rome, and the perfection 
of Plato’s republic. 


Craftsmen cast about for something 
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new and art attempted to absorb the 
old classic spirit. The revolution was 
the death blow to rococo ornament. 

In furniture simple, straight lines 
took the place of curves and instead 
of heavy carvings, delicate marquetry 
was used. In pottery Josiah Wedg- 
wood invented his famous Jasper 
ware and soon he was making but- 
tons and jewelry of the same ware. 
(See illustration). Button makers 
have always responded to the trends 
of the day and they soon began using 
classical motifs. This was the heyday 
of the carved shel! or cameo, The rea- 
son why sheli cameos were sought 
by all classes is easy to understand. 
The classic revival had stirred up 
interest in the carved gem stones of 
the ancients. So the cameo, classic 
in subject, and temptingly low in 
price, moved to the front in popular- 
ity, and carved pearl was also a fa- 
vorite. 

In France where some of the finest 
enamelling has always been done at 
Limoges, beautiful enamel patriotic 
buttons were made to be worn by 
the revolutionists. (See illustration). 
One of the interesting things to note 
on these buttons is the appearance of 
the Liberty cap. In classic times this 
cap was called the Phrygian cap and 
as far as we know it originated with 
the Phrygians a brave and liberty- 
loving people. The device was adopted 
by the Greeks and was stamped on 
coins and seals as early as 750 B.C. 
It was later used by the Romans as 
a symbol in giving liberty to a slave. 
Placing the cap on his head made 
him a free man, 

The Liberty cap came into promi- 
nence in America in the years imme- 
diately preceding the Revolutionary 
War. Sometimes it was used alone 
and sometimes was raised on the 
liberty pole or the liberty tree. Later 
in France it was made of red flan- 
nel and was called the “bonnet rouge.” 
It was carried by the French mobs 
and so became associated with vio- 
lence. 

There are several American but- 
tons with this device but the one most 
familiar to American collectors came 
much later. It is the rubber button 
with Goodyear patent mark. It is 
dated on the back May 6, 1851, and 
shows the well-known Liberty head 
and cap. It is one of the most beau- 
tiful of the Goodyear buttons in de- 
sign and finish. It is a button which 
can truly be called the poor man’s jet. 

The first great classical revival 
came to America second hand for the 
most part. We were still buying our 
merchandise in large part from 
Europe in the eighteenth century. In 
furniture we had Duncan Phyfe who 
followed classical lines, and in glass 
there were some blown pieces with 
classical motifs. There are not many 
American made buttons distinctive of 
this period. 

But about the time the Napoleonic 
furniture was degenerating in France 
into heavy and ugly lines, a little 
German boy was sitting on ‘his fath- 
er’s knee, drinking in the heroic tales 
of Greek and Trojan heroes as his 
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father read aloud to him from the 
Iliad and the Odyssey. This is a fairy 
tale, for it is the story of a poor 
boy who at the age of seven dreamed 
of finding a city and who thirty-nine 
years later went forth, sought, and 
found, not only the city but also 
treasure such as the world had not 
seen since the loot of the conquista- 
dors. 

This boy was Heinrich Schliemann 
and in 1868 having amassed a for- 
tune in America he was able to re- 
tire from business and set out for 
Greece, determined to find the legen- 
dary City of Troy. He was an ama- 
teur archaeologist and with little 
chance of success, 

But now occurred one of those once 
in a life time miracles, and as often 
happens it was brought about by a 
combination of luck plus knowledge 
and faith. Schliemann was. still a 
dreamer in Homeric mists and he had 
fuith in the existence of Troy. His 
extensive study of the Iliad had ac- 
quainted him with a thorough knowl- 
eige of the terrain as described by 
Homer. So going contrary to the schol- 
ars of the day and to the legends 
then existing he refused to dig where 
tradition had it that Troy had once 
stood. Far to the north on a site 
where he decided the Greek ships 
could easily have supplied the camp 
of the Greek warriors and where on 
a broad plain surrounding the site 
he envisaged the famous race of Hec- 
tor three times around the walled city 
with Achilles in hot pursuit,—on this 
site he began to dig. He flung a for- 
tune into the gamble and all the en- 
ergy that had made him a millionaire. 
And by one of those amazing strokes 
of fortune he found on the first try 
not only Troy but the golden treasury 
of Priam. 

The news spread around the world. 
In those days educated people were 
nurtured on Latin and Greek and 
had read the Iliad and the Odyssey. 
The Greek myths were as familiar 
as Mother Goose rhymes. The dis- 
covery caught the fancy of designers 
in all the decorative arts. In glass 
many patterns were made in Amer- 
ica that reflected this interest. There 
are Minerva, Cupid and Venus, Three-

Nos. 1 and 2. Like Limoges enamel these 
buttons are of excellent craftsmanship and 
counter enameled. They have the “bonnet 
rouge” or liberty cap on a pole and carry 
French revolutionary slogans. This type was 
worn by the revolutionists about 1790 to 
1795. oe 

No. 3. All metal button called the Gardens 
of Karnak. This button reflects the interest 
in Egyptian archaeology which has persisted 
for a hundred years, 

No. 4. Cameo of carved smoked pearl cut 
to natural background. Many classic heads 
were used on pearl and shell cameos. 

No. 5. Rubber button with Goodyear patent 
dated May 6, 1851, Liberty head with Lib- 
erty cap. 

No: 6. Porcelain button with classic head. 
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porcelain was discovered in the 18th cen- 
tury in Liverpool, England, hence called a 
Liverpool Transfer, Classical subjects were 
favorites with the makers. These buttons 
came to America from England. 

No. 7. Beautifully molded head of the God 
Hermes. More than a dozen heads of Greek 
Gods and Goddesses were used on buttons 
at this time, after the publication of Schlie- 
mann’s excavations at Troy. 

No. 8 Phaeton driving the Sun Chariot 
across the sky. Greek myths were also favor- 
ite subjects for buttons. 


No, 9. Cupid at Rest. Cupid the God of 
Love was pictured on many buttons. This 
one suggests the story sometimes told that 
he rested only once from his labors of caus= 
ing gods and mortals to fall in love. 

No. 10. Minerva another Greek goddess 
and one frequently pictured. 

No. 11. Cleopatra in hammock. The Egyp- 
tian influence was strong in classical times 
through contact with Greece and Rome. 
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No. 12. Another representation of Min- 
erva, This is of molded glass tinted in pink 
shades and on a dark background. These 
molded glass buttons were popular as they 
achieved somewhat the same effect as the 
shell cameos at less expense. 

No. 13. An all brass button showing Nep- 
tune the Sea God with trident riding a dol- 
phin. 


No. 14. A Wedgwood plaque im blue Jas- 
per ware with white figures showing the 
story of Achilles who was dipped in the 
river Styx by his mother Thetis to give him 
immunity to wounds. She held him by the 
heel which was not wet hence he was vul- 
nerable there. From this story we get the 
well known expression “his Achilles’ heel.” 
This is a marked Wedgwood. He made many 
of these plaques with different classical 
stories to be made up into buttons or jewelry. 


No. 15. Another molded white Milk glass 
classical head. This was used on a black 
background, with basket weave design. 
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Face, and Classic, to mention only a 
few. 

The same interest was shown in 
button designing. This was the time 
of the picture button and button mak- 
ers were seeking popular and inter- 
esting stories. They found them in 
the Greek myths. Illustrated are a 
few of the heads of Greek gods and 
goddesses that were used. The Phae- 
ton and the baby Achilles stories are 
examples of the myths that were pop-

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ular on buttons. I know of at least 
40 buttons of this period with clas- 
sical themes, besides the 30 or more 
with ‘Cupids and Cherubs. For Amer- 
ica this revival of the 1870s and 1880s 
was the high tide of classical interest. 

In the 1920s, another revival took 
place when the tombs of the Pharaohs 
were opened. King Tut and the “curse 
of the Pharaohs” were words that 
were bandied about by a sensation- 
loving public. But the influence of 
these excavations never reached the 
degree of the earlier ones. 

A collector of buttons can be an 
archaeologist from his armchair. He 
can travel, learn history, read great 
literature, and dig in dusty ruins, 
while contemplating his choicest or 
even his least expensive buttons. And 
he can put his knowledge to use in 
many ways. One delightful way to 
teach the younger generation the sto- 
ries of Greek mythology is through 
the use of buttons. Let your child or 
grandchild hold a button while you 
tell him its story. After all Schlie- 
mann learned these stories at his 
father’s knee and he grew up to be 
a famous explorer. We can’t all be 
famous but we can all learn to rie 
great literature and surely the Ilia 
and the Odyssey have stood through 
the centuries as among the greatest 
stories of all time. 





WAX SEAL SIGNETS 
FROM BUTTONS 


The charming practice of sealing 
envelopes with wax seals is reviving. 
A personal signet for impressing the 
wax can be made from any button 
with a raised or recessed design. Im- 
press the wax when it is soft not 
sticky. A cord tassel on the back al- 
lows the button to be pulled off with- 
out burning the fingers, 

Inasmuch as signets can be dupli- 
cated by casting plaster-of-paris over 
existing wax seals, the danger of oth- 
er matching buttons being used to 
counterfeit your seal is not serious.

Kate Greenaway’s First 
Greeting Card 


(PART II Continued from the December Issue) 
By JOHN RUMBOLD 


The next series of four, Nos. 7, 8, 
9, 10, I have called “Christmas Rob- 
ins”. The backs are blank, and from 
the date 1873 on the shell of the 
rcbin’s egg’ which is just hatching, 
No, 9, these cards must have been 
published in 1872. They disclose an 
interesting advance in composition, 
delicacy of color and printing tech- 
nique. A bright blue edging encloses 
a wider light-brown frame on the 
bottom margin of which is the greet- 
ing motto. Altogether, they are quite 
charming. 

Card No. 10 is from a cheaper is- 
sue with plain white margins and 
abbreviated motto incorporated in the 
blue impression. Except their very 
small size in relation to the robin, the 


tiny figures have now lost an elf-like 
character; their human nature is fur- 
ther indicated by the contrast of the 
two chubby little people in No. 8—one 
in a callous attitude withholding a 
crust of bread, while the other offers 
his to the starving bird. 

In an apparent preoccupation with 
small birds Miss Greenaway is mere- 
ly conforming to fashion. Most Christ- 
mas cards of this time had at least 
one robin, if not the main feature, 
then somewhere in the design. This 
was the period when to distinguish 
them from Valentines, convention re- 
quired robins on Christmas cards; but 
she always succeeds in making the 
pictures tell a little story, and en- 
dows her robins with human attitudes

and activities without dressing them 
in top hats, bonnets and mufflers. 
They are evidently some of the pro- 
genitors of the flood of comic robins, 
many by Robert Dudley, which later 
invaded the Christmas card market in 
the 1870’s. “Punch’s” contemporary 
comment was, “Cards form a welcome 
and dainty addition to the Christmas 
morning breakfast. To prepare, take 
two plump robins (boned, so as to 
stand in impossible attitudes), a 
church tower with bells, and holly to 
taste. Season the whole with a couple 
of cheap rhymes and sprinkle thickly 
with frost. Serve in half a sheet of 
notepaper, enclose inan envelope and 
garnish with pink stamp.” The fourth 
card is trimmed and stuck on a gold 
mount; three sides are ornamented 
respectively with sprays of holly, ivy 
and mistletoe. The mounted version 
was published a year or two later in 
1878 or 1874. The original untrimmed 
card has a motto in the bottom mar- 
gin, “Buy My Holly Green and Gay

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to Deck your Walls on Christmas 
Day.“ Judging from the number of 
printings, it must have been a pop- 
ular series. 

The New Year card, illustrated on 
the cover of this issue, is from a set, 
“The Four Seasons”, first published 
about 1873 and mentioned by Gleeson 
White in the Studio article referred 
to previously. In this case, although 
the pictures are still unsigned they 
have what is almost as significant— 
verses on the back with the initials 
of Miss Greenaway’s friend and orig- 
inal sponsor, the Rev. W. J. Loftie. 
Here is probably the first appearance 
on greeting cards of one of the best 
known Greenaway styles of costume, 
modeled after the dress of the old 
fashioned country folk she knew so 
well as a child at Rolleston Farm near 
Nottingham. There were at least two 
editions, the earlier one with the same 
verses but having no frame and a 
signature error, “E.R.”, the initials 
of Fanny Rochat. There must be two 
other pictures of summer and win- 
ter scenes to complete the set, but 
they are at present unknown to me. 


In this period, before 1874, it is 
quite likely that the only member of 
the Marcus Ward staff who designed 
greeting cards of the early Greena- 
way type was Miss Greenaway her- 
self. Consequently, there is reason to 
assume that most if not all the first 
children’s cards published by Mar- 
cus Ward & Co. were based largely 
on Miss Greenaway’s designs. After 
1875 the firm bought the work of 
other artists such as Moyr Smith and 
Percy Tarrant who specialized in sim- 
ilar juvenile subjects; and series such 
as “Father ‘Christmas and His Little 
Friends”, “Robin Hood and The Black- 
bird’, “A Christmas Procession of 
Mirth and Good Cheer”, etc., have 
been mistaken for Greenaway cards. 

Nos. 14 to 19 are a few others 
from my collection which meet the 
above specifications; and although it 
may never be possible to identify them 
with the degree of certainty we should 
have, my present opinion, formed by 
comparisons with generally accepted 
sketches, is that they should be in- 
cluded among the Kate Greenaway 
designs. If this view is correct, it 


would seem she was more industrious 
in the first phase of her career than 
has been previously realized, and the 
search for other designs should be 
directed to examination of Marcus 
Ward cards published in the six year 
period, 1868 to 1874. Nos. 14 and 15 
are two cards from a set described 
on page 227 of “The History of the 
Christmas Card” by George Buday, 
as “Three designs of small red, red 
and green dressed figures in snowy 
scenes, issued in two sizes in some- 
what different three sides border de- 
signs of snowdrops, violets, holly, ivy, 
mistletoe, Christmas roses, and nar- 
cissis.” The small figures, which now 
appear to be children of normal size, 
resemble those of the ‘‘Christmas Rob- 
ins” series; but the printing is of a 
later date. It is probable that the 
small figures designs were executed 
about the same time as “Christmas 
Robins”, but were printed at least 
a year or two later with floral bor- 
ders by Thomas Crane. 
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Spielmann and Layard state on 
page 74 that Miss Greenaway’s early 
work consisted mainly of flower piec- 
es; but I am inclined to think most 
of the “flower pieces” and floral bor- 
ders were by Thomas Crane, brother 
of Walter 'Crane who became a Direc- 
tor of the firm. There is no doubt that 
an outstanding feature of Marcus 
Ward cards issued before 1873 is 
scarcity of floral designs—a further 
indication of the influence of Kate 
Greenaway, whose chief interest lay 
in figure subjects, Without going so 
far as to claim that all the Christ- 
mas cards published by Marcus Ward 
& Co. in the first few years were 
Greenaway designs, it is noteworthy 
that the farther we go back towards 
the year 1868, the more Marcus Ward 
cards we find that suggest Miss Green- 
away’s handiwork. 


The small cards of the period un- 
der review are by no means plentiful, 
but there must be many such speci- 
mens lying unrecognized in collec- 
tions; and it is hoped this publicity 
may result in further interesting dis- 
coveries. The rather poor definition is 
not due to faulty photographie repro- 
duction, but to the quality of the col- 
or printing of about 1870. After 1872, 
there is a well-marked improvement 
year by year, until in the early eigh- 
ties a high degree of technical preci- 
sion had been attained, Owing to this 
gradual change, fairly accurate dates 
can often be placed on chromolith- 
ographs of this period. 


We can be thankful that every card 
issued to the trade, even from the be- 
ginning in 1868, bears the magic for- 
mula, “Marcus Ward & Co... . Ent. 
Sta. Hall.”; otherwise in the earliest 
issues there is no resemblance to the 
firm’s later productions, and no hint 
of the beautiful color printing that 
was to come. After 1890, the word 
“Limited” was added to the trade

mark, and to compete with foreign im- 
ports, deterioration soon set in; with 
the inevitable result that only a few 
of these comparatively modern cards 
are worth saving. 

The sets illustrated. most of them 
still incomplete, are listed in the fol- 
lowing table;

Altogether, the above series, includ- 
ing all editions, comprise nearly sixty 
different items; probably onty a frac- 
tion of the total published during this 
period. A few other early designs 
have been identified, such as four 
Valentines to which Mr, Carroll Alton 
Means has assigned the name, “Forg- 
ing the Ring”; and I suspect there 
may be many more awaiting discov- 
ery. 

Miss Greenaway’s greeting cards 
are a Microcosm of the development 
of her art; from the first fantasies of 
robins, fairies and elves; then young 
people in 14th or 15th century cos- 
tume; and finally the quaint rural 
fashions of the early 1800’s; all nos- 
talgic memories of her childhood books 
and school holidays in the country.

Alexander Hamilton Bicentennial 

The 200th anniversary of the birth 
of Alexander Hamilton begins on 
January 11, 1957. U. S. Senator Karl 
E. Mundt, Chairman of the Alexan- 
der Hamilton Bicentennial Commis- 
sion, gave a Preliminary Report in 
February, 1956 (84th Congress, 1st 
Session: Document No. 12, Govern- 
ment Printing Office, Washington, D. 
C.) Plans and the program recom- 
mended by the Commission were in- 
cluded in the report. 

The Commission is recommending 
that the people of the United States 
join in a “treasure trove” hunt for 
misplaced or forgotten historical 
documents, bearing on Hamilton and 
his times. Columbia University, New 
York City, is preparing a new 12 to 
14 volume edition of the Hamilton 
Papers which will include any im- 
portant documents or letters newly 
discovered. ;

Why I Collect 
Historical Flasks 


By L. EARL DAMBACH 


From all the items one might col- 
lect why did I choose historical 
flasks? Well, the choice was not a 
sudden one but came about gradual- 
ly. I began by collecting bottles of 
various kinds—old ones, Civil War 
and earlier. There came to hand 
early trade bottles, the so-called wine 
and spirits bottles, globulars, case 
and saddle bottles, There were a few 
colorful and often highly decorated 
gemels, bellows and Nailsea. Of Pit- 
kins, both Connecticut and Ohio, 
there were many. Of Stiegel per- 
fume bottles — two. The Ohio and 
Midwestern, ribbed and swirled, were 
probably the most difficult to pass 
up on account of their beautiful col- 
ors and the technique they display. 





But almost all were disposed of in 
favor of historical flasks. And this 
came about for a number of reasons. 

As a boy I was very much impress- 
ed with history of the American Rev- 
olution, and the successful effort of 
the early colonies to throw off their 
yoke of oppression and establish a 
new nation, In the immortal words 
ot Lincoln, “Our fathers brought 
forth on this continent a new nation, 
conceived in liberty, and dedicated 
to the proposition that all men are 
created equal.” This was a new idea 
in government. And in its early days 
this new government suffered many 
vicissitudes in the course of its firm 
establishment. Now, almost half a 
century after the beginning of my

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interest in American history, while 
studying about old bottles, I came 
across a statement by the dean of 
glass collectors. George S. McKearin, 
authority on early glass, who said, 
“In no other category of American 
glass is there so much varied histori- 
cal background as that encountered 
in the pictorial flasks whose pro- 
duction was coincident with that tur- 
bulent period in the March of De- 
mocracy from about 1816 to the War 
between tha States.” 

On the historical flasks I found 
my heroes of boyhood days, men 
who had helped win political free- 
dom and who had helped shape the 
destiny of the young republic. On 
many flasks I found the emblems and 
insignia of the new nation. Some 
show slogans used in its political and 
industrial development, Others pay 
tribute to the first attempts at mec- 
hanized transportation and to agri- 
culture, once the nation’s chief occu- 
pation. They are alive with the e- 
vents of our country when it was 
young and very patriotic. 

About this time I decided if I were 
to concentrate on early Americana, 
this was it. Here was American his- 
tory written in glass, and it was 
early. And then I discovered that 
these flasks were one of the first 
typically American products. They 
were designed by Americans, blown 
in American glass houses and por- 
trayed only events of America. In 
no other country were similar flasks 
produced, showing either their his- 
tory or ours. 

Many people find beauty in glass 
in several of its various forms, but 
say that bottles do not appeal to 
them. From the very first I was at- 
tracted by the colors, designs and 
shapes of the historical flasks. And 
it is important to note that there 
are many persons who share this 
opinion and find collecting them an 
interesting hobby. I enjoy displaying 
a number of different colored flasks 
with proper lighting. A recent pic- 
ture of seven flasks in a variety! of 
shades, photographed in color, was 
thrown on the screen before an au- 
dience of about sixty people. If you 
had heard the “Ahs” from that group 
you would agree that these colored 
bottles when properly contrasted and 
displayed form a breath taking ex- 
hibit. 

Like most collectors I soon learn- 
ed that some bottles were being re- 
produced. In my very first venture 
I bought a small collection of early 
American glass and bottles. 
lucky. About 90% of the tableware 
was good. Of the twenty bottles some 
were reproductions. And I must ad- 
mit there was an amethyst per- 
fume bottle to which I had been at- 
tracted. I had hoped it. might be 
Stiegel. Could any beginner be more 
naive? That experience drove me to 
the library, where I should have gone 
in the first place. The eight books I 
brought home were all that were al- 
lowed to one person. Ruth Webb 
Lee’s Antiques Fakes and Reproduc- 
tions proved very helpful. I found 
that very few historical flasks have 
been reproduced. From this and other

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portant flasks known in 1941 are 
described in detail and illustrated 
with line drawings. What seems like 
a very large = are —— into 
ten groups, each group containing 
one aes excepting the tenth which 
is known as a miscellaneous group. 
For example, Group I lists the por- 
trait flasks; Group II includes the 
flasks which have the American 
eagle for their chief decoration and 
Group IV contains the Masonic flasks, 
I am grateful to the authors of this 
book for having made my study easy 
and most interesting. ; 

For a so-called hard-headed busi- 
ness man to take up a collector’s 
hobby and begin buying objects of an 
undetermined value in an indefinite 
market is an anomaly. I originally 
made the statement that I would not 
pay more than five dollars for any 
old empty bottle. But I soon found 
that was about the minimum I would 
pay. However, in looking for history, 
I found just as much on the common 
flasks as on the rare ones. I also 
found that the mold ‘work was just 
as elaborate and minutely detailed on 
the common flasks as on the rare 
ones. And the common flasks are 
much less expensive. By trying out 
different arrangements I decided 
that I liked displays showing alter- 
nate light and dark colors. Since 
aquamarine is the most common col- 
or and usually the lowest priced this 
meant that almost fifty percent. of 
the collection would be inexpensive. 
It remained only to do some shop- 
ping for flasks that are common in 
dark colors and consequently not too 
costly. When I found it was possible 
in this manner to acquire a repre- 
sentative collection at a moderate 
cost I ‘was well pleased with my 
choice of historical flasks. However, 
it must be remembered that flasks of 
rare design or color command con- 
siderably higher prices than the com- 


mon ones. 

This discussion might be summed 
up in one sentence by saying that I 
chose historical flasks for their 
beauty of color and design, for their 
historical significance and true A- 
mericanism, because few have been 
reproduced, because they are moder- 
ately priced and because they are 
easy to identify,

It is 
in strict prose and a __liter- 
ary curiosity that makes us rea- 
lize James Joyce and the surrealist 
writers of the last generation were 
not too far apart in style and spirit 
to at least one of the men who com- 
posed 19th century Irish ballads.

The 3¢ commemorative Childrens’ 
Stamp of 1956 with its theme of 
“Friendship — The Key To World 
Peace” was first placed on sale on 
Saturday, December 15, 1956, at 
Washington, D. C.

On November 28, the Post Office De- 
partment announced the description 
of the 3-cent postage stamp commem- 
orating the 200th anniversary of the 
birth of Alexander Hamilton, which 
will be first placed on sale at New 
York, N. Y., on January 11, 1957. 

Stamp collectors desiring first day 
cancellations of the 3-cent Alexander 
Hamilton commemorative stamp may 
send addressed envelopes, together 
with money order remittance to cover 
the cost of the stamps to be affixed, 
to the Postmaster, New York, N. Y. 
An enclosure of medium weight should 
be placed in each envelope and the 
flap either turned in or sealed. The 
outside envelope to the Postmaster 
should be endorsed “First Day Cov- 
ers.’ ‘ 

The printing of 120,000,000 3-cent 
Alexander Hamilton stamps has been 
authorized.

On November 26, acting Postmas- 
ter General Maurice H. Stans an- 
nounced the issuance of a commem- 
orative 3-cent stamp by the Post Of- 
fice Department “Honoring Those 
Who Helped Fight Polio.” 

This stamp will be placed on first 
day sale on Tuesday, January 15, 
1957 in Washington, D. C., during the 
20th anniversary year ceremonies of 
the National Foundation for Infan- 
tile Paralysis and the March of 
Dimes. 

This brings to six the commemora- 
tive stamps already selected for the 
1957 Stamp Program of the Depart- 
ment. Those previously announced on 
November 2, 1956 include stamps hon- 
oring Alexander Hamilton, the Coast 
and Geodetic Survey, the State of 
Oklahoma, “The School Teachers of 
America”, and another stamp in the 
Wildlife series. 





In order to accommodate collectors 
who desire to obtain Inauguration 
covers on January 21, 1957, the Post 
Office Department is providing a spe- 
cial cancellation with the wording 
“Inauguration Day” in the bars. 

To obtain this special cancellation, 
collectors should send addressed 
stamped envelopes to the Postmaster, 
Washington 13, D. ‘C., to arrive prior 
to midnight, January 21, 1957. The 
envelope to the Postmaster should be 
endorsed “Inauguration Cancellation.”

PAN AMERICAN FLYING 
BACKLOGGED MAIL 

First class surface mail recently 
backlogged by the strike of longshore- 
men at U. S. Atlantic and Gulf ports 
was flown to its destinations in Latin 
America by Pan American World Air- 
ways. 

Initial shipments of 5,000 pounds of 
mail were flown from New York to 
Venezuela, Brazil, Uruguay, Argen- 
tina and Paraguay. Another 5,000 
pounds was scheduled aboard regular 





Clipper flights out of Miami to Co- 
lombia, Panama and the west coast 
of South America. 

The Pan American gateway at New 
Orleans initially handled some 1,600 
pounds of backlogged surface mail 
for Latin America, according to offi- 
cials at PAA’s Latin American Divi- 
sion headquarters in Miami. 

Surface mail for Europe also was 
flown out of New York on transatlan- 
tic Clippers. 

The strike by members of the Inter- 
national Longshoremen’s Association 
tied up an estimated 200 ships in At- 
lantic and Gulf coast ports. Some 
58,000 pounds of mail was backlogged 
in New York alone.

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How crazy is Dr. Toynbee, the 
great historian philosopher of Eng- 
land? Out of the lessons of past his- 
tory Dr. Toynbee freely predicts that 
the great scourge of the world in the 
future will be not war but famine. 
And he means the farseeable future. 
It was strange, strange talk during 
an American campaign bedeviled with 
farm surpluses. 

How crazy was Dr. Malthus pub- 
lishing in the year that George Wash- 
ington was inaugurated his “Essay” 
on how only famine and wars held 
down human population of the world? 
In that year there were two new great 
continents being opened up for great- 
er food production. 

Scholarly collectors of Oriental an- 
tiques will tell you that in the Asia 
Dr. Malthus knew so well, hundreds 
of millions have died of famine since 
the days of Washington and Malthus. 
Scholarly collectors of Indian relics 
will tell you that for centuries the In- 
dian population of America had been 
held down by drought and famine, and 
by intertribal wars over control of 
limited hunting and fishing ground. 
No wonder that the Indian concept of 
heaven was a “Happy Hunting 
Ground.” 

Up to our ears in farm surpluses, 
modern America is called upon to take 
the leadership of a world that is gen- 
erally on a limited diet, not too far 
removed from famine, and with a pop- 
ulation that is everywhere increasing 
by leaps and bounds. Do we under- 
stand enough to assume that leader- 
ship? 

By discarding 25 million horses 
that ate a tonnage of feed and food 
adequate for 170 million people, by 
discarding the “star boarder” strains 
of cattle, hogs and poultry, and by 
careful selection of strains of food 
plants making the best of soil, mois- 
ture and sunshine, America has made 
itself a robust nation with a food sur- 
plus to worry about. Will this last 
forever in the face of the mounting 
tide of rapid population increase? 

We are prone to worship the great 
god “science,” and to assume that the 
whole world will be happy and well 
fed if they will but accept the great 
religion of “science”. 

Some future generation of collec- 


tors of early television sets or early 
guided missiles may know from their 
history books what happened to this 
great food “surplus”.

Embattled patriots of Hungary 
stood on the bridge between Buda and 
Pest and fired another shot “heard 
round the world.” It has been 181 
years since the “embattled farmers” 
of Emerson’s birthplace fired that 
other shot that echoed and re-echoed 
around the world, gradually made the 
Americas continents of republics, and 
set the rainbow of freedom in the 
world sky. 

Concord and Lexington were over- 
run later by the Redcoats of George III 
as Buda and Pest were overrun by 
Russian tanks. There was Valley 
Forge three or four years later, and 
the long, long struggle to Yorktown. 
There were Bolivars and a Juarez to 
pass in succession of many, many 
years before even the new world could 
claim its freedom. “Remember Hun- 
gary” is an unphrased slogan that is 
sweeping the world, as “Remember 
the Alamo” swept our western plains. 
The patriots of Hungary can no more 
be rescued than Davey Crockett and 
Jim Bowie could be. These patriots 
are hanging from the lamp posts over 
the bridge. But they will no more be 
forgotten by the world than was the 
Alamo.

Some day in the dim distant future 
travelers will sit in some pleasant 
park or plaza and view the Shrine of 
Hungarian Independence.

With recovery of the Whitman 
family Bible, our mind goes back to 
the contributions of Walt Whitman 
to Americana. We choose to call Walt 
Whitman the poet laureate of the 
melting pot of Americana.

Money of 


Yesteryear 


By CHARLES FRENCH 


All United States paper money dat- issues of Legal Tender notes. First 


ing since 1861 when the first “de- 
mand” notes were printed are still 
redeemable. This is very unusual 
throughout the world where the life 
of validity of paper notes seldom 
lasts more than a decade or two, and 
even if their life is longer, they have 
become greatly reduced in value 
through inflation. 

With the advent of government 
printing paper money in 1861 a 
change in the history of Numismatics 
occurred. Prior to that date, paper 
money was issued by banks, States, 
and in some instances private com- 
panies. They were not very secure 
and were “traded” in by merchants 
according to their actual value. Week- 
ly papers were issued denoting the 
change in values of various current 
notes. Some were accepted at face, 
others bore a 5%, 10% and even 
up to a 75% discount off of their 
face. A very uncertain situation. All 
notes today, prior to 1861 are no long- 
er redeemable and are known as “ob- 
solete” or “broken bank bills.” 

When the first green backs, or “de- 
mand” notes were issued in 1861 very 
little confidence was placed in them, 
and citizens felt certain that they ul- 
timately would go the way of all pre- 
vious paper money. This was not the 
case, Today our paper money is the 
best in the world. 

All United States paper money has 
upon it in one ferm or another the 
Treasury seal, and must have the two 
signatures. These represent a sort of 
contract between the issued, the USA 
and the holder of the note. A promise 
to pay in one form or another. It is 
reported that the original Treasury 
seal was designed by Governor Mor- 
ris in 1778. There is represented in 
the seal, a key for safety, scales for 
equality, and a square for rectitude, 
its legend “the saur Amer. Septent 
Sigil” means: The Seal of the Treas- 
ury of North America. 

The first Demand Notes were noth- 
ing more than a promise by the United 
States Government to pay on demand. 
They contained no evidence of back- 
ing. They are still redeemable. “Good 
as Gold” is a very appropriate term 
when speaking of them. 

These were closely followed by the

struck in 1862 they were printed at 
various times until the last large 
sized bills, in 1928. They too are a 
“promise” to pay. 

For a while, during 1863 there 
were issued compound interest treas- 
ury notes. These were printed to raise 
money for the Civil War. They paid 
6% and are today very rare. 

Then, in 1879, Refunding certificates 
that had a 4% interest were issued. 

The first silver certificates were 
authorized in 1878 and were printed 
for many years. The demand for pa- 
per currency that was backed by hard 
money and not just a promise to 
pay was finally achieved, for these 
certificates were actually backed by 
newly coined silver dollars, deposited 
in the treasury to back the bills up. 
The millions of silver dollars put 
away to back these notes are the ones 
now being released as demand re- 
quires. It is estimated many years 
will pass before all of these will be 
placed into circulation. While we have 
Silver certificates today, their back- 
ing is different. “Payable in SILVER” 
instead of payable in silver dollars. 
This eliminates the coming of so 
many silver dollars and enables the 
government to put the backing away 
in bullion, instead of coins. 

In 1890 the Treasury or ‘Coin 
notes were issued, and differ from the 
silver certificates insofar as they 
could be redeemed in either silver or 
gold, at the discretion of the Treas- 
ny. 

Gold Certificates were some of the 
most colorful issued and were very 
popular for they were backed by gold 
coin deposited for this purpose with 
the Treasury. The Gold Act of 1933 
put an end to these and they were re- 
quired to be turned in for other notes. 
Due to the emergency, the promise

the notes were redeemed at face with 
other money. They are still redeem- 
able, but not in gold coin. 

National bank notes were in service 
from 1863 through 1929 and were is- 
sued by thousands of banks through- 
out the country. These were permitted 
provided the bank of issuance had on 
deposit with the government U.S. Gov- 
ernment bonds up to 90% of value. 

Federal Reserve bank notes are 
very similar to the National bank 
notes, but instead of charter banks 
issuing them, they were issued by 
the twelve Federal Reserve banks 
throughout the country. Their back- 
ing was similar to the National Bank 
Notes. 

Federal Reserve Notes first ap- 
peared in quantity during World 
War I and are not much more than 
a promise to pay, similar to the De- 
mand notes of the Civil War. They 
filled the need of more currency dur- 
ing the war and are still in circula- 
tion in the form of small sized Fed- 
eral Reserve notes. 

Many of the old large sized notes 
are rare today and most all demand a 
premium provided their condition war- 
rants. Badly worn or torn bills are 
not collectors items, and large notes 
should be in very fine to crisp, new 
condition to demand premiums, A very 
fine note can have seen circulation 
but very little. A crisp new one must 
be as it was printed, no folds, creases 
or anything. 

If you have any of these notes the 
information that describes them is 
first Denomination, type such as sil- 
ver certificates, Legal Tender note, 
ete. Series of year must be given, and 
then the two signatures, such as 
Speelman and White, etc., etc. And 
last, but not least, CONDITION.

Victor Emmanuel’s Collection 
From the Chicago Tribune 


A lifelong coin enthusiast, the for- 
mer king, who died in exile in Egypt 
in 1948 after abdicating in favor of 
his son, ex-king Humbert II, now in 
exile in Portugal, never allowed 
anyone to examine his coins. And 
he died with one great regret, that 
80 gold pieces minted 500 years ago 
by the Republic of Genoa were miss- 
ing from the collection. 

Fearing his collection would be 
captured, destroyed or split up, Vic- 
tor Emmanuel had the coins packed 
into specially built steel boxes, and 
ordered a truck convoy assigned ex- 
clusively to transporting the royal 
eollection to various storage sites. 

For five years the 27 steel boxes 
were shuttled by truck all over Italy. 
At one point, however, one box was 
forced open and the 80 Genoese gold 
nieces were stolen. No trace has 
been found of them since. 

Throughout the rest of their trav- 
els, the other coins remained safe. 
They passed to the government after 
Victor Emmanuel’s death, and recen- 
tly the Italian Numismatic institute 
was given permission to sort and ca- 
talog the collection. 

Victor Emmanuel started the col- 
lection as a boy, and developed a 
passion for searching out the world’s 
rarest coins, as ‘well as complete sets 
of currency in use in every country. 

The king himself often would go 
incognito to auctions, accompanied by 
a secretary who did the bidding after 
the king’ had made his appraisal. 

Face value of the collection is es- 
timated at 6 million dollars. It rivals 
in value the 400,000 piece collection 
of Louis XIV of France, now the 
property of the French republic. 

The 27 strong boxes each weigh 
half a ton. City engineers feared 
the palace’s old floors would collapse 
under the collection’s concentrated 
weight. So steel scaffoldings were 
rigged against walls and ceilings to 
strengthen the old structures.

for luck, press it to one’s forehead, 
and then one would cross himself. 
Traces of this custom are found in 
Italy and Portugal. In Perthshire it 
was the custom of scholars to give 
the master a gratuity of two or three 
pence on Handsel Monday and again 
on Shrove Tuesday. 

The Presbyterians did their work 
well and Epiphany or Twelfth Night 
and Old Christmas meant little to the 
Lowland Scot. However, Christmas 
was observed among Episcopalians 
and in the Highlands, and in spite of 
suppression the old name of Yule sur- 
vived in rhymes such as; 

Yule, Yule, Yule,

oaten bread. Sometimes cheese was 
given with the quadrant section of 
an oat cake. This was called their 
hogmany. The salutation of the youth- 
ful beggars was: 


Hogmany, 

Trollolay, 

Give us your white bread 
and none of your gray. 


The origin of the word Hogmany is 
much disputed. Some say it is “Au 
gui menez”’ (to the mistletoe go), 
which mummers formerly cried in 
France at Christmas. Another expla- 
nation was that it was from “Au geux 
monez’’, that is bring to the beggars. 
In England the word is spelled “Hag- 
mena” and the Normans called it 
“Huquinanno”. The day and its cus- 
toms were observed in Yorkshire and 
in France. In “Scotch Presbyterian 
Eloquence Displayed” we read that 
“it is ordinary among some plebians, 
in the south of Scotland, to go about 
from door to door upon New Year’s 
Eve crying “Hagmena”, a corrupted 
word from the Greek for “holy 
month”. John Dixon holding forth 
against this custom once in a sermon 
at Kelso, said “Sir, do you know what 
‘Hagamene’ signifies? It is, the Devil 
be in the house! that’s the meaning 
of its Hebrew original.” 

In some ways the begging resem- 
bled the “Trick or Treat” at Hallo- 
ween which has been revived in New 
England since World War II. 

On the last day of the year in the 
Scotch Highlands parties were held 
and one of the guests dragged a dead 
cow’s hide behind him moving about 
the house. The rest followed beating 
the hide and singing: 


Collin Chuilig 

Bhuigh bhoi chin, 

Buol in chraichin, 

Callich si chuil, 

Callich si chiel, 

Cailich cli in ceun im tennie, 
Bir na da Huil, 

Bir na Gillie. 


In the parish of Deerness in Ork- 
ney the people went in bands on a 
round of visits on Hogmany evening. 
They sang a song and asked for a 
“bonny white candle” for our lady, 
Queen Mary (probably originally the 
Virgin Mary). The people called upon 
supplied a feast. 

Throughout Scotland the guizards 
(masquers) were permitted to appear 
on the evening of Christmas, Hog- 
many, New Years Day and Handsel 
Monday. They performed a play which 
resembled those performed by Mum- 
mers or Old Father Christmas Boys 
in England. In Scotland the chief 
characters in the play were Galatian 
and the Black Knight. In the North 
of England they were Alexander the 
Great and Prince George while in 
Cornwall they were St. George, a 
Turkish knight and the king of 
Egypt. These plays were popular in 
England in the days of the Planta- 
genets but were very old even then 
for they had been condemned by the 
Church as early as 408 A.D. The dia- 
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logue of the Galatian version resem- 
bles that of the 16th ‘Century comedies 
of “Ralph Royster Doyster’” and 
“Gammar Gurton’s Needle.” 

The rhymes connected with the old 
Sword Dance, which originated in 
Scandinavia, bear a considerable re- 
semblance to Galatian. The Sword 
Dance lingered on in Shetiand until 
early in the last Century.. The dia- 
logue can be found in the notes to 
Sir Walter Scott’s novel “The Pi- 
rate.”

THEY WROTE ABOUT 


BUTTERFLIES 


By DORIS H, HAMILTON 


While autographs which describe 
great events are the pride and prize 
of the collector, there is much inter- 
est in letters of great persons writ- 
ten on events which may be regarded 
as something less than earth-shak- 
ing. This point was brought home 
to me recently when I _ glanced 
through an album, or, more correctly, 
through one of the well-worn “R. 
T. Young letter files.” On the front 
cover which had become loose from 
the body of the file was written 
unpretentiously and undramatically: 
“Letters and Correspondence, Ento- 


mological and Friends.” I thought 
the linking of “entomological” and 
“friends” amusing and I started 
glancing through the letters which 
had been tipped to strips of adhesive 
brown tissue-weight paper. Having 
read one letter, I had to go on to the 
next, and with the next one there 
was no stopping until the entire 
group had been read. 

The letters told a story — the 
story of butterfly collecting gener- 
ally — the story specifically of a 
« ... lady of means .. , in con- 
junction with her sons exclusively de- 
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voted to scientific pursuits and has 
made a collection of butterflies and 
beetles her specialty.” The letters 
were sent to Mrs. Eliza F. Bridg- 
ham and among the people who cor- 
responded with her were Louis 
Agassiz, Elizabeth Cary Agassiz, 
Alexander Agassiz, A. S. Packard, 
W. H. Edwards, Samuel H. Scudder, 
E. T. Cresson, and other scientists 
and collectors of the period. 

A check of the readily available 
reference books gives no clue to Mrs. 
Bridgham’s identity. From the. let- 
ters it seems that she not only had 
an important collection of butterflies, 
but she generously supplied or lent 
them to her fellow collectors. 

The letters of Louis Agassiz in 
this correspondence consist mainly of 
letters of introduction. At the time 
of his acquaintance with Mrs. Bridg- 
ham, Agassiz had completed his great 
works on freshwater fishes, his 
Recherches Sur Les Poissons) Fossiles, 
his studies of glaciers, and his clas- 
sified list of zoological nomenclature. 
A distinguished European scientist, 
Agassiz came to the United States 
to study natural history and to lec- 
ture on zoology through the invita- 
tion of J. A, Lowell at the Lowell 
Institute at Boston and through the 
financial assistance in the form of a 
grant from. the King of Prussia. He 
was professor of zoology and geology 
at Harvard and the founder of the 
Museum of Natural History at Cam- 
bridge. Between 1857-1862 he pub- 
lished Contributions to the Natural 


' History of the United States. He 


was obviously familiar with Mrs. 
Bridgham’s collection as he writes on 
December 17, 1862: 


“Allow me to introduce to you a 
young friend and pupil of mine, Mr. 
Packard, who is extensively conver- 
sant with entomology and very de- 
sirous of seeing your beautiful col- 
lection. i 

“It gives me at the same time great 
pleasure to have an opportunity of 
saying again how delighted I am to 
know that your devotion to Natural 
History is ever active and sustained. 

“With great regard, and much love 
to your son. 

“T remain ever yours truly, 
‘LL. AGASSIZ 
“TI write at the Museum and beg you 
will excuse my yellow business en- 


velope. “TA” 


Dr. Agassiz also recommended Mr. 
C. Shurtcliff and Dr. H. Hagen to 
Mrs. Bridgham and her collection. On 
October 12, 1863, he writes to thank 
her for the many specimens she. has 
given him, He adds: 

‘T was very much pleased to see 
how well Mr. George has learned to 
lithograph his butterflies. When I see 
him I shall call his attention to a 
few imperfections. He must forgive 
me for finding always fault, but one 
day he will thank me for it. and it is 
the privilege of an old teacher to set 
his friends right.” 


Granted that it would be more im- 
portant to find letters of Agassiz 
to Darwin, nevertheless it is delight- 
ful to find America’s great naturalist 
correcting one of his pupils or refer- 
ring them to a great butterfly collec- 
tion. 

Elizabeth Cabot Cary, Agassiz’ 
second wife, was a founder and presi- 
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dent of Radcliffe College. However, 
on April 12, 1862, Mrs. Agassiz was 
concerned with other matters for she 
wrote to Mrs. Bridgham that Mr. 
Agassiz 
a was very much delighted with 
the ‘peautiful S. American butterflies 
you were so kind to give him. They 
were especially valuable to him as he 
has not a single one in the Museum; 
but rare as they are here, we were 
surprised to hear the other day rom a 
lady who had passed three years in 
Brazil that they were as numerous 
there as our most common butterflies 
are with us. She told me that there 
was a shady dell not far from her 
house where they especially liked to 
congregate, and that if you entered 
so as to disturb them suddenly, they 
would rise up in a crowd, seeming 
almost as ‘thick as a swarm of bees.’ 
[think your son would like to pass an 
afternoon in that dell with a butter- 
fly net in his hands. 
‘With kindest regards from Mr. 
Agassiz, believe me, 
‘Very truly yours, 
“BE. C. AGASSIZ” 


A. S. Packard, whom Agassiz had 
ntroduced to Mrs. Bridgham, was to 
become famous in 1869 for his work, 
Guide to the Study of Insects, and 
ater for his Monograph of the Bom- 
bycine Moths. On December 18, 
1874, he writes to Mrs. Bridgham 
from the Peabody Academy of 
Seience in Salem, Mass: 

“J take the liberty to ask if you 
would be willing to lend me your spe- 
cimen of the hermaphrodite of Callo- 
samia Promethea to figure in a litho- 
graph plate. I have an interesting one 
from Illinois loaned me by a corres- 
pondent and the addition of the one 
m your possession would add greatly 
to the value of the plate and paper.

Mr. Packard was regarded as the 
most learned and most accomplished 
entomologist of his time. 

Another pupil of Agassiz was also 
a correspondent of Mrs, Bridgham: 
Samuel Hubbard Scudder. Mr. Scud- 
der’s great work, the result of thirty- 
five years of study, was Butterflies 
of the Eastern United States and 
Canada, with Special Reference to 
New England. While secretary of the 
Boston Society of Natural History, 
he edited The Entomological Corres- 
pondence of Thaddeus William Har- 
ris, and sent Mrs. Bridgham an an- 
nouncement of its publication, He 
also wrote to Mrs. Bridgham on 
April 12, 1869, forwarding a pros- 
pectus on his own studies and re- 
questing that “... if you could assist 
me in obtaining the immature forms 
of those insects in your vicinity 
which are either rare or unknown 
in New England, I should feel under 
great obligation and would, of course, 
credit such a favor in my work.” 

Mr. Scudder doubtless sent many 
such letters in connection with his 
researches as this is only an L. S., 
not an A. L. S. 

Ezra IT’. Cresson also had occasion 
to write to Mrs. Bridgham. Cres- 
son, with James Ridings and George 
Newman founded the first entomolo- 
gical society in the United States: 
The Entomological Society of Phila- 
delphia. He was also the editor of 
“The Practical Entomologist” - the 
first journal devoted to economic en- 
tomology. His great work, Studies 
on the Hymenoptera, appeared dur- 
ing 1861-62. 

On February 23, 1864, on the let- 
terhead of the Hall of the Entomolo- 
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= Society, 518 South 13th Street, 
Philadelphia, Mr, Cresson writes: 

“The Lepidoptera Committee of the 
Society is about commencing the re- 
arrangement of the Collection ot 
Noctuadae and as they are yet quite 
short of several of the groups, and 
as I hear that you have quite a large 
number in duplicate form that would 
be quite an acquisition to the Socie- 
ty’s collection, | am prompted to ad- 
dress you a few lines in hopes of 
securing some for the collection. We 
are much in want of Catocalas and 
perhaps you could send us_ several 
species of that beautiful genus? We 
want relicta (the white one) most.” 

Mrs. Bridgham contributed $50 to- 
ward publications of the society, and 
she wrote to J. M. McAllister that 

I sympathize deeply with 
your work and am much interested 
in the welfare of your society.” 

Upon this correspondence the Civil 
War casts its shadow. Mrs. Bridg- 
ham has written a copy of her reply 
to Mr. Cresson, March 1, 1864, and 
she mentions that: “I hope this spring 
to rearrange our cabinet, which I 
have been prevented from doing by 
the calls of the Metropolitan Fair in 
which I am a worker.” On October 
31, 1864, A. S, Packard, Senior, writes 
to Mrs. Bridgham: “My son is under 
commission as Asst. Surgeon, 1st Maine 
Veteran Infantry and is now, I hope, 
with Sheridan’s army in the Shenan- 
doah Valley. I shall at once forward 
your note to him and hope he will 
soon give a satisfactory account of 
the insects sent to the Museum.” And 
Elizabeth H. Schuyler writes: “Now 
our forebodings are indefinite. The 
removal of Hooker is a great relief 
—if Stanton might follow him!” 

The enthusiasm of the collector is 
apparent through the correspondence. 
There are invitations for Mrs. Bridg- 
ham to come to Brooklyn to see some 
sixty different species of the family 


Sphingidae. A German collector

Indicative of the ever increasing 
interest and market for uniforms and 
insignia and the books dealing there- 
with is the recent publication of “Ca- 
det Gray” by Frederick Todd and 
Frederick Chapman. This pictorial 
history depicts life at the United 
States Military Academy as_ seen 
through its uniforms, buildings, insig- 
nia and traditions from the time of 
the founding of the military institu- 
tion to its present day place in our 
modern life. We haven’t seen a copy 
yet, but can tell from the past history 
of its writers that it will be worth 
looking and waiting for. 





Quite a few good catalogs have-come 
to our desk in recent weeks, on both 
weapons and general military, From 
the Abraham Lincoln Book Shop in 
Chicago a folder on what seems to be 
an outstanding two volume work on 
the Civil War written by the team of

The armies of the famed General 
Wallenstein, leader of the Imperial 
Austrian forces during much of the 
30 Years War (1618-48), consisted of 
many nationalities. Among _ these 
were the Croats from what is now 
Yugoslavia, but, 

“Not all the excesses commonly at- 
tributed to the Croats were the res- 
ponsibility of Isolanti’s lighthearted 
and light-fingered bands. For the 
name Croat signified at this time, as 
a Hungarian scholar pointed out, less 
a nationality than a military type. 
It was applied with little discrimina- 
tion to troops of many races whose 
chief weapon was the short arquebus 
and who fought equally on horse and 
foot. in the same way irregular light 
cavalry, armed chiefly with the pike, 
were usually called ‘Poles’ or ‘Cos- 
sacks,’ while the term ‘Hungarians’ or 
‘Hussars’ broadly denoted those who 
used the partisan, a type of halberd 
effective against heavy armour. 

“Formidable in or out of the saddle. 
Isolanti’s Croats were the first of 
this type to be recruited in large 
numbers for the Austrian Army. They 
were seldom used in cavalrv charges, 
their horses being rather intended. as 
Monteculli later said of his dragoons, 
‘that they may reach more quickly the 
nlace where they must fight on foot.’ 
They carried long swords attached to 
the saddle, and every fifth man had 
a nike or lance — though the lance 
as a full cavalry-weapon had almost 
disappeared, the lancers of Wallen- 
stein’s picked bodyguard forming a 
last survival of the chivalry that the 
fire-arm had destroved.”

A recent board} established bv the 
Army at Fort Benning, Ga., has three 
major problems or goals it wishes to 
meet; these are essentially: 

1. A reduction in weight for al! 
the materials a soldier carries. New 
lightweight materials must be used 
so that he can maintain his present 
equipment and fire power. 
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2. Simplification of equipment and 
such improvements as will make it 
more reliable. Men either will not 
or cannot repair or adjust their e- 
quipment under the stress of battle. 

38. Equipment must be so construct- 
ed so that it can be broken down into 
component loads each weighing not 
more than 25 pounds and of such 
shape and packing that they can sur- 
vive all sorts of rugged treatment. 
The 45 pound combat load has now 
been separated into two components, 
(1) a 20 pound existence load which 
contains items for the individuals 
existence; (2) a 25 pound combat 
load which will include things ‘for 
combat and to include such as the 
rifle, ammunition, ete. 





A recent visit to the Valley Forge 
Museum, Valley Forge, Pa., shows 
a rejuvenated museum layout, What 
was of special interest was the as- 
semblage of artillery swords (model 
something like 1841) of Confederate 
manufacture. Funny thing to find 
there, but they do have quite a few 
non-revolutionary items on display. 





Although we’ve been friends with 
Ray Riling for many years and have 
frequently seen his fabulous weapons 
library, it wasn’t until just the other 
day, and a visit to his home in Phila- 
delphia, that we learned that his li- 
brary on the subject is probably the 
foremost of its kind in America and 
possibly would hold its own against 
any in the world. His beautifully bound 
and kept books occupy four rooms in 
his home — and are available for 
research on arms subjects to persons 
genuinely interested.

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BENJAMIN FRANKLIN’S 
THEORY ON WEAPONS 


The American Revolution might 
have been fought — on the side of 
the colonies — with bows and arrows. 

They still were better weapons, in 
some respects, than the available mus- 
kets of the day — as emphasized by 
Benjamin Franklin in a 1776 letter 
to Gen. Charles Lee, who then was 
engaged in fortifying the port of New 
York: 

“These were good weapons, not 
lightly laid aside: Because a man may 
shoot as truly with a bow as with a 
common musket, He can _ discharge 
four arrows in the time of charging 
end discharging one bullet. His object 
is not taken from his view by the 
smoke of his own side. A flight of 
arrows, seen coming upon them, ter- 
rifies and disturbs the enemies’ atten- 
tion to their business, An arrow 
striking in any part of a man puts 
him hors-du-combat till it is extrac- 
ted. Bows and arrows are more easily 
provided everywhere than muskets 
end ammunition.” 

This is cited by Col. Berkeley R. 
Lewis, of the Frankfort Arsenal, 
Philadelphia, in a comprehensive 
treatise on small arms and ammuni- 
tion, especially as used in the United 
States military service, which has

just been published by the Smithson- 
ian Institution. 

There was a good deal to be said 
for Franklin’s position for, after more 
than four centuries, firearms still 
were in a rather primitive stage and, 
even such as they were, the colonies 
were poorly equipped to produce them. 
Just when firearms first were used in 
battle is somewhat debatable, Colonel 
Lewis points out. Artillery was used 
first. Some cannon were made in 
Italy around 1312. They were stone- 
throwing mortars 

The first hand firearms were crude 
iron or copper tubes, fired by apply- 
ing a live coal to a touchhole. This 
was a Shallow cup at the top of the 
breech, whence a small hole led 
downward into the powder chamber. 
This device usually, not always — 
fired the charge. 

Most of the trouble with firearms 
during the succeeding 500 years was 
due to this ignition system. All this 
time at least one misfire could be ex- 
pected in ten shots. 

The first pistols, known as “bom- 
bardelles,” appeared in Itaiy about the 
middle of the 14th century. The bar- 
rels were nine inches long. In 1544 
French cavalry were armed with “pis- 
tols” whose barrels were twenty-five 
inches long. 

Hand cannon were brought to Eng- 
land in 1471. This weapon, weighing 
between sixty and seventy pounds, 
was carried by two men. It was dif- 
ficult to load and uncertain in range 
and accuracy — quite inferior to the 
crossbow or longbow then still in use. 

Early in the fifteenth century Spa- 
niards invented the arquebus with a 
matchlock trigger mechanism. It was 
probably inferior to the longbow in 
battle, About 1521 Spanish inventors 
produced the “mousquet,” musket. It 
was six to seven feet long, weighed 
sixty to seventy pounds, and was very 
slow in loading. 

The oldest rifles date from the end 
of the fifteenth century. At first 
they were considered purely as sport- 
ing weapons. 

When the first settlers came to 
North America they brought with 
them the firearms then in use in 
Europe. There were local gunsmiths, 
but most of them ‘were engaged in re- 


- pair of arms, and rebuilding of wea- 


pons damaged beyond repair, by com- 
bining parts of two or more. At the 
start of the Revolution the only mili- 
tary arms of any consequence in the 
hands of the colonists were the Euro- 
pean weapons left over from the 
French and Indian wars. During the 
war anything that would shoot was 
pressed into service. Small local 
manufactures were expanded, how- 
ever, and new ones started under pa- 
tronage of the various colonies. 

From this point Colonel Lewis 
traces the evolution of small arms 
through the various American wars 
uv through the Civil War.

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A Field Trip 


to Channahon, Illinois 


My hobby of collecting Indian relics 
often leads me fifteen miles south- 
west of Joliet, Ill., on Route No. 6 
to the town of Channahon, III., with 
the Indian meaning (Meeting of the 
Waters). It is a town and vicinity 
richly steeped in Indian lore and for

the many battles fought near here 
between various tribes and_ also 
against the first pioneer settlers. 
Channahon is at the confluence of the 
DuPage and DesPlaines Rivers. In 
looking for my relics, I always try to 
find an ancient site or battleground,

and that is why I like to explore the 
regions around this community, 

About one-half mile from Channa- 
hon is the unexcavated mound on the 
Briscoe Brothers farm. There are 
two mounds here; one is ninety feet 
in diameter by ten feet in height, the 
other half as large. Both are nearly 
round and sloping smoothly to the top, 
comprising this interesting mound 
group situated directly on the DuPage 
River. I have found arrowpoints 
mainly of chert around here and | 
have also found part of a jaw-bone 
and several human teeth which were 
washed up by high waters of the Du- 
Page. Several miles further upstream 
are the famous Fischer mounds that 
were excavated in 1928 by the Uni- 
versity of Chicago and in which sev- 
eral hundred skeletons were discov- 
ered along with various artifacts. The 
site is now a gravel pit, and here I 
have found fish scalers, shell spoons 
and some broken arrowpoints. 

I have enjoyed my hobby for about 
twenty-five years and became inter- 
ested when, as a boy, my late good 
friend, George Bedford, a noted col- 
lector of Morris, Ill., encouraged me 
in my interest of relics and ancient 
mound sites. This interest developed 
into an intense love and I now have 
several thousand relics. My biggest 
thrill is to walk through a _ plowed 
field and suddenly see an arrowhead 
that has perhaps been lying there for 
many years, and thinking that per- 
haps I am the first white man to ever 
touch it since the ancient craftsman 
manufactured it many years ago, If 
that arrowhead could speak, it could 
probably tell many strange and fasci- 
nating tales as to the animal or hu- 
man prey felled by it. 

I try to get out to various sites on 
weekends, and during my vacations. |] 
have my bird points. arrows and 
spears mounted on 4”x8” red card- 
board sauares which show them up 
very nicely and compactly.

STONE VERSUS STEEL 


In the old days it was a good deal 
easier for the aboriginal Indian to 
make a stone arrowhead than a steel 
arrowhead. Keep in mind the abori- 
ginal Indian did not have steel files 
and the steel point had to be filed with 
stone, which would take considerable 
labor. Filing a small piece of steel the 
size of an arrowhead with stone with- 
out the aid of a vice was surely a long 
process. 

On the other hand, the aboriginal 
Indian could flake a stone arrowhead 
in 2 matter of a few minutes. 

} can well imagine that ‘the Indian 
liked to use steel for arrow and spear- 
heads because steel was far superior 
to stone and not because it was easier 
to work. 

in the early days of the West, the 
Indian could get his steel from emi- 
giant wagons — barrel hoops, braces 
on Wagons and any other scrap of 
metal that could be gleaned from the 
wagon or other articles brought by 
the white man. 

When an Indian shot a stone tipped 
arrow it would often hit a rock or 
some hard substance which would 
break it. If a steel point hit some 
hard substance and was bent, the In- 
dian could straighten it by pound- 
ing it between two stones and he could 
resharpen it when it became dull. 

When I was about twelve years old, 
my father’ gave me my first arrow- 
head (and it was a beautiful speci- 
men), I tied it to an arrow and shot 
it into the air. The arrow hit a rock 
when jt fell and broke the point(and 
it almost broke my heart). If it had 
been a steel point, I could have re- 
paired it. Incidentally, I still have 
this arrowhead and afte forty-four 
years I treasure it highly. 

A steel point is not as clumsy as 
a stone point, generally speaking, al- 
though the aboriginal Indian did make 
very fine, thin stone points. The steel 
point can be fastened into the shaft 
more neatly and securely. 

Not all steel arrow and spearheads 
used by the old time Indians were

made by them. Many were made by 
white men and traded to the Indians. 
Steel spear and arrowheads made by 
white men, but used by old time In- 
dians, can be seen in many museums. 

If arrowheads are made by a white 
man, either machine or hand made, 
they are not Indian arrowheads. 

I sincerely believe that a stone ar- 
rowhead made by anyone in the Amer- 
1cas other than an aboriginal Indian 
has absolutely no value and I would 
not give five cents per thousand for 
them. What good is a white man made 
stone point? It has no antiquity, no 
archaeological or historical value. 

I would rather pay good money, and 
I do, for a broken nondescript arrow- 
head and know it was the real genuine 
thing, than have a good arrowhead 
for free that was made by a white 
man. 

I admit, as does Mr. Vernon Drake, 
who wrote here recently, I occasionally 
have been auped by unknowingly buy- 
ing arrowheads made by white men. 
I threw them away as soon as I found 
out they were fakes. 

When I show my collection of about 
ten thousand genuine Indian relics, 
which are ail numbered and cata- 
logued, to my friends, I am always 
proud to say, “Everything you see 
here is genuine Indian, made by them 
many years ago when they roamed 
free the forests, plains and moun- 
tains.”

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Studied In Their High, Cold Valley 


One of the most complete biological 
studies of an isolated human group— 
over 1,700 Indians in the high cold 
valley called the Callejon de Huaylas 
in the Peruvian Andes — has been 
carried out during the past six months 
at a 36,000-acre hacienda rented and 
operated by Cornell University. These 
studies, made possible by Cornell’s 
field facilities and by National Science 
Foundation and U. S, Public Health 
Service grants, were organized by a 
Smithsonian Institution anthropolo- 
gist. 

Dr. Marshall T, Newman, associate 
curator of physical anthropology at 
the Smithsonian, made physical stu- 
dies on the Indian school boys and 
men. He found them to be very small 

almost dwarfed in stature and es- 
pecially low in body weight. Witheut 
clothing the adult man averaged less 
than five feet, one inch in stature 
and 114 pounds in weight. The boys 
avpeared puny and underdeveloped 
and were almost never fat. On the 
other hand, many of the men were 
sturdy and well muscled, and had very 
large lung capacity, enough to supply 
oxygen for heavy work at 10,000 - 
12,000 feet altitude. Only one or two 
out of over 200 men could be consider- 
ed fat by our standards, says Dr. 
Newman. In large part their inade- 
quate diet, the heavy work, and the 
cold high environment may account 
for the small size of these people and 
the poor development of the boys. 


The adequacy of the diet was tested 
by a physician, Dr. Carlos Collazos,

head of the Department of Nutrition 
in Peru’s Ministry of Public Health. 
He studied the signs of dietary inade 
quacies in the school boys, and hi: 
laboratorv is making vitamin analyse 
of their blood, In addition, a Peru- 
vian dietician, Senorita Carmen Car 
ceres, weighed and analyzed what « 
sample of Indian families ate each 
day, and a Peruvian anthropologist, 
Hector Martinez, added a supplemen- 
tary study on the food customs and 
habits of the people. These studies 
have not been fully analyzed but pro 
visionally the school boys seem to be 
principally lacking in vitamins A and 
B2. This will be tested by the blood 
analyses. The family food study, 
which is now complete, suggests that 
the greatest deficiencies are in cal- 
cium and vitamin A intake and that 
the diets are universally very low in 
fats. 

Dr. Fred H. Allen, Jr., associate 
director of the Blood Grouping La- 
boratory, Boston, made studies on the 
Indians’ blood types and ran hemo- 
globin tests on the school boys. Among 
other things, the blood types indicate 
that the Vicos Indians are almost com- 
pletely pure in a racial sense. Pro- 
visionally, the hemoglobins seemed 
low. The serum, or clear part of the 
blood, provided by Dr, Allen is being 
analyzed for extra information on vi- 
tamin deficiencies, and the U, S. Pub- 
lic Health Service is making a study 
of the fatty content, or cholesterol 
level, of the blood as part of the 
heart study, Judging by the fat-defi- 
cient diet, the cholesterol levels should 
be low. Along with the low blood 
pressures provided by Dr. Newman’s 
study, and the apparent almost com- 
nlete lack of heart d'sease among th 
Indians, low cholesterol levels should 
be especially significant. 

A final study, made possible by the 
cooperation of Dr. Ramon Vallenas, 
sub-director of Peru’s Department of 
Industrial Hygiene, consisted of X- 
rays of the school boys’ hands. These 
X-rays will provide information on 
bone density, likely to reflect poor 
calcium intake, and on bone develop- 
ment, which. for dietary and other 
reasons, may be considerably retard- 
ed. 

The aims of these studies are to 
correlate the poor soils, inadequate 
diet, cold living conditions, and poor 
sanitation — most have intestinal 
worms — with the physical and medi- 
cal status of these Indians, who are 
forced to eke out a bare subsistence 
in a relatively inhospitable environ- 
ment. 
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Alabama is not a prolific post card 
state. In-many of the little towns, 
vost cards are not to be had and in 
the larger towns, the cards seem to 
run to various cotton patch scenes 
and rest houses in state parks. Yet 
the fact holds that Alabama is an 
exceedingly beautiful state and con- 
tains much of interest historically. 
Therefore, if the collector persists, he 
can acquire quite an interesting col- 
lection. 

In very recent years, Alabama as 
a whole has become more post card 
conscious, and many lovely cards are 
being made from kodachrome. 

Montgomery is the capital of Ala- 
bama, It was also the first capital 
of the Confederacy. The present 
capitol is the old one enlarged. Ala- 
bama had several capitals before 
Montgomery was selected, but none 
of the buildings are standing today. 
The present capitol was the original 
in Montgomery. Our oldest Alabama 
Capitol view is an Illustrated card 
with solid address side, and a shield 
in the upper right hand corner of the 
picture. This view was made while 
the capitol had its original size -—— 
before the wings were built. A Tam- 
men card made just before the First 
World War shows the wings. This 
card must have been made from 
architects’ plans that were not used, 
for there are several noticeable 
fallacies. An A H card made in 
Germany ‘was mailed in 1906, Val- 
entine Leighton and Ss. H. 
Kress cards were mailed in 1911, A 
Curt Teich card of the Kress view 
with an automobile added to the fore- 
ground was mailed in 1921. We also 
have a Kropp view of 1930, Gray- 
craft ‘and Santway cards of 1940, 
Curteich yellow bordered cards of 
1937 and 1938, Bealls Glo-Var, Co- 
lourpicture, Curteich of 1942, 1949, 
and 1950, and a Curteichcolor made 
from Kodachrome in 1950. 

_ On this last card is the follow- 
ing:

as President. The Capitol holds many 
relics of the momentous War between 
the States period.’”’ 


We wish that there were cards of 
the beautiful circular stairs beneath 
the rotunda (there probably are 
somewhere) in the central portion, 
which was built in 1850. The wings 
were added in 1907 and in 1911. 

Other old cards from Montgomery 
show Court Square and the old foun- 
tain several blocks below the capitol 
and at the foot of Dexter Avenue. 
A modern slick finish card shows a 
view from across the fountain, up 
Dexter Avenue’s broad expanse to a 
view of the front of the Capitol at 
the upper end. 

The Confederate Monument at the 
North end of the Capitol is pictured 
on several views. The cornerstone 
for this monument was laid on April 
26, 1889, by Jefferson Davis. 

Near the Capitol, and adjoining 
the grounds, is the home of Jefferson 
Davis, the First White House of the 
Confederacy where Davis lived until 
the government was moved to Rich- 
mond, Va. This house is open daily, 
free to the public. 

Modern cards show the newer state 
buildings: State Judiciary Building, 
State Department of Archives and 
History, Highway Department, New 
City Hall and Auditorium, and Kilhyv 
Prison. Other interesting cards show 
Sidney Lanier High School, the Ala- 
bama River, Maxwell Field, Hunting- 
don College, and many beautiful 
churches. 

Birmingham is by far Alabama’s 
largest city, but in spite of its size 
it is a newcomer for this distinction. 
Old Tuck, Rotograph, and Curteich 
cards show buildings since replaced, 
and city streets unrecognizable to- 
day. Among these early views are: 
Twentieth Street, Five Points, Capi- 
tol Park (named that in hopes long 
since forgotten) the City Hall, the 
U.S. Court’ House and*Post Office. the 
Jefferson County Court House. East 
Lake. Glen Iris, St. Vincent’s Hospi- 
tal, the First House built in Birming- 
ham in 1869 (near First Avenue and 
Twenty-first Street today). Highland 
Avenue, the Water Works, Avondale 
Park, a Coal Tipple, the Masonic 
Temple, Churches, and furnaces, most 
of these places small and long ago 


torn down to make way for the 
growth of “the Magic City.” 

Modern cards have the same. labels, 
but show such changed scenes that 
the contrast is amazing. New Cards 
of the last few years show Birming- 
ham’s New City Hall across the Cap)- 
tol Park from the new Court House, 
the nearly new Library, and Auditor- 
ium. There is a kodachrome of Ar- 
lington, the old Ante-bellum home of 
the Munger Family, now open to the 
public. There are new views of Bir- 
mingham’s almost fabulous new 
Health Center with its hospitals, 
clinics, and the University of Ala- 
bama’s Medical School. 

Beautiful views show Vulcan, 
Birmingham’s 60 ton iron man which 
looks out over the entire city from 
its 120 foot pedestal atop Red Moun- 
tain. Vulcan was made originally 
for the St. Louis World’s Fair, After 
the Fair, this cast 1ron statue was 
taken apart and shipped back to the 
mining camp suburb of Oxmoor, 
where it lay for years along side the 
tracks rusting in the weeds - a_ fa- 
vorite hiding place for small urchins. 
lt was later a familiar figure at the 
gates of the Alabama State Fair 
Grounds until finally public spirited 
citizens realized what a landmark it 
would make atop’ Birmingham’s 
famvus mountain of iron ore - Red 
Mountain. Other beautiful views 
show Vestavia, former country home 
of George B. Ward. It is a replica of 
the Famous Temple of Vesta in 
Rome, destroyed in the fifth century. 
Vestavia is now a lovely garden and 
tea room atop Shades Mountain, 
south of the city. Other views are 
the newest churches, and Birming- 
ham’s two colleges — birmingham 
Southern. and Howard. 


Many of our most interesting older 
cards of Alabama come from Mobile. 
Many of these old (before 1907) Mo- 
bile cards were made bv’ Adolph 
Selige of St. Louis, Tuck, Rotograph, 
and Kropp. They are in better con- 
dition and more beautiful than any 
of the views of the 20’s and 30’s. 
Mobile Bay is the inspiration for 
many cards - wharf scenes, unload- 
ing oysters. by moonlight. and after 
sunset, Mobile Bay, Wharf Scene 
East Shore, Diving, Bay Shell Road, 
and Monroe Park, 
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Bienville Square. Mobile, Ala. ms 
Illustrated from the collection of Louise Collins 
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Bienville Square, in the heart of 
Mobi.e, with its band stand, and foun- 
tain, and wrought iron benches, and 
the vld moss hung trees, is a beau- 
tiful subject on the old cards. Dau- 
phin Street (looking much like old 
New Orleans), Government Street

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River are all found on the early 
cards, 

In addition, cards from 1907 to 
1914, show the Convent of the Visi- 
tation, Augusta Evans Wilson’s resi- 
dence, a bird’s eye view, Royal Street, 
Interior of Lyric Theatre, Old Spa- 
nish Residence, Water Front and 
Shipping Scenes. the Yacht Club, and 
further views of the Dog River. 

Our 1940-1950 cards contain new 
views the Jester’s Rock Garden at 
Arlington Pier, the Turner Terminals 
on the Bay with ships from the 
world, Piers A and B on the Ala- 
bama State Docks, the Bienville 
Cross in the Square, Soldiers and 
Sailors Monument, Lyons Park, Mardi 
Yras Floats, Murphy High School, 
3t. Joseph Street, Kirkbride House 
(considered Alabama’s oldest build- 
ing) which was bought in 1940 by 
the Mobile Preservation Society, and 
several views of old Fort Morgan. 

Our most prized views of modern 
Mobile are those of the Bellingrath 
Gardens on the Isle - Aux - Oies 
River Southwest of Mobile. The 
eards are very colorful, showing ar- 
tistic arrangement of azaleas, camel- 
lias, and borders of pansies under the 
great oaks streaming with Spanish 
Moss. These cards have been made 
in sets of white bordered linen finish 
cards, borderless linen finish, Swiss 
ecards with deckle edge, and modern 
views from Kodachrome. (Cards of 
all the famous gardens in the world 
make a wonderful specialty, and Bel- 
lingrath ranks high among them.) 

One set of cards worth having be- 
cause of the renown of the place 
are those from Tuskegee Institute at 
Tuskegee, Ala. In addition to the 
regular college building views, there 
are also views of Dr Booker T. 
Washington, and of Dr. George Wash- 
ington Carver, and their homes, 
monuments and laboratory. 

Views of the birthplace of Ala- 
bama’s most famous woman, Helen 
Keller, come from Tuscumbia, the 
most historic of the Tri-Cities: Tus- 
cumbia, Sheffield, and Florence. There 
are also pictures of the bridges and 
dams on the Tennessee river — among 
them Wilson Dam and Keller Bridge, 
the latter named for a brother of 
Helen Keller who was a state engi- 


eer. 
Not all of Alabama’s historic spots 
are easy to find on post cards. If

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you acquire old cards of truly his- 
toric significance, they may be rea- 
sonably hard to get. ‘hey are there- 
fore worth keeping. 

There is Anniston, with street 
scenes, churches, Nobie Street, Noole 
Statue, club houses, tort McClelia:.; 
but only one card of the Regar Mu- 
seum of Naturai History, and only 
exterior views vi St. Michael’s Epis- 
copal Church, whicn was built in 1888 
in Norman Gothic style and is truly 
beautiful. 

There are Tuscaloosa and Athens, 
both ante-bellum towns with colleges 
and homes to equal those in Natchez, 
Mississippi, yet the cards show court 
house, churches (new ones), and 
street scenes. However there is a 
view of the Athens College Founders 
Hall which was built by slave labor 
in 1842, and is one of the outstand- 
ing examples of Greek Architecture 
with massive columns and vaulted 
ceilings. During the War between 
the States, this girl’s boarding school 
had a Northern Mistress, Miss Jane 
Childs. The girls (about fourteen at 
that time) watched a battle from the 
upper floor, and the Yankee mistress 
talked the soldiers into leaving the 
school and its larders unmolested. 

Among the cards of Tuscaloosa, 
which picture mostly the University, 
Bryce Hospital, Druid City Hospital, 
The Veterans Hospital, are views of 
the monument where stood the second 
Capitol of Alabama (in 1909 before 
it burned this old capitol was the 
Alabama Central Female College), 
and a view of the University Club 
which was the Governor’s mansion at 
the time the Capitol was located in 
Tuscaloosa (before it was moved to

Auburn, tne nome of Alabama Poly- 
technic Institute, sells college views 
aimost eXciuslve:ay - new buildings. 
Upelika 1S the county seat, seven miles 
away, With views of the Lee Wvouily 
Court house and or a tew churcnes. 

A drug store in Bayou La Batre, 
Alabama, has issued sepia cards 
showing fishing boats, the 1947 hur- 
ricane, and the Bayou from the draw- 
bridge. The little town of Brewton, 
at one time Alabama’s richest city 
per capita, has only a few cards of 
uncertain interest. 

A few cards from Cheaha State 
Park near Talladega have scenic 
beauty much like that of North Caro- 
lina. Cards from Cullman _ show 
schools, churches, railroad station, 
and old and well known Sacred Heart 
Academy. 

From near Cullman at St. Bernard 
Monastery and College come the won- 
derful Ave Maria Grotto cards, Ave 
Maria Grotto and many marvelous 
miniatures are the work of Brother 
Joseph Zoettl, O.S.B., Benedictine 
Monk at St. Bernard Abbey. Brother 
Joseph, a genius in concrete miniature 
work, first built a small group of 
little buildings on a_ rocky hillside

Singok or Chalchihuitl, It’s Still Jade

gok Mountain near Alaska’s Kobuk 
river. He lived there many days, find- 
ing and sorting the building stones 
he wanted. 


Then, boulder by boulder, he car- 
ried these singok stones down into his 
home valley and built himself a house 
which shut out the cold yet let in the 
light. It was beautiful, translucent, 
strong. So tough, in fact, that the 
finest Eskimo tools were made of this 
stone. No daughter since back of the 
Beginning had ever gone to a finer 
house. “We give you our blessing,” 
the parents said. 


So the poor boy took his little rich 
girl bride to live in an Eskimo house 
of singok, beautiful, strong, enduring, 
translucent. We call it jade. 

Call it what you will, jade is as 
American as the Mississippi river, the 
mountains of Wyoming, the land of 
California, and the caves of the Paci- 
fic. In all these places jade stones, 
tools and ornaments have been found. 


Jade war clubs have been taken 
from skeleton hands of Indian braves 
from the Mid-West to California, and 
jade adzes, knives and arrowheads 
have been picked up in equally wide- 
spread places. The Eskimo carver 
had his jade carving: knife with its 
short sharp blade. 


Eskimo and Dakotah women, too, 
had their jade knives. Short, curved 
ones for scraping and cutting skins. 
Jade needles and awls helped early 
Americans sew deerskins and other 
softened hides into garments. 

Some years ago Adelaide Gerstley, 
well known short story writer and 
teacher at Northwestern University, 
was walking along the golden sands 
of the California coast with the roar 
of the breakers in her ears and the 
ruffle of the foaming waters about 
her bare feet. She kicked into a stone, 
and, as the waters receded, picked 
up a dark green, opaque, smooth, 
tinal object bigger than her 
st. 

“Ah!” she said, examining it en- 
thusiastically, “this looks like part of 
the polished jade head of an ancient 
American war club.” Today it is one 
of her prized possessions. 


But go way back! The Olmec peo- 
ple, who lived around La Venta in 
the Tabasco jungles between the Ma- 
van temple region and the ancient 
Zapotec country of Oaxaca about the 
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time of ‘Christ, carved and buried 
some 2,000 jade ax blades, beads, and 
likenesses of their long-headed priests. 
eo recently uncovered 
them. 


Or there is the jade Mayan god- 
dess found in Mexico and said to be 
earved before Christ walked the 
earth. Until recently this was classed 
as “the earliest known American arti- 
fact.” Definitely, this jewel stone 
was early America’s choice for fig- 
ures of goddess and priest, warriors’ 
weapons, and ornaments of an Em- 
peror. 


Early Americans also wore this 
beautiful stone as badges of rank 
and authority. They hung carved piec- 
es about their necks and over their 
breasts and used it as_ earrings, 
wristlets, and arm bands. Many a 
handsome gallant wore a labret of 
it pushed through his pierced lower 
lip as a touch of glamor and wealth. 


Holy men used carved masks of it. 
And a piece of it placed on the 
tongue of the dead helped the soul 
pass through the Seven Hells to the 
Hereafter, home of Quetzalcoatl, 
who, American legend said, was fath- 
ered by @ piece of this chalchihuitl 
laid in the breast of the Goddess Chi- 
malma. 


Montezuma, that famous early 
American Emperor, gave a few of 
his prized emerald-green chalchihuitl 
stones to that~ Spanish adventurer, 
‘Cortes, to take home to his own Em- 
peror. Poor Montezuma! Made prison- 
er in his own. palace by his guests 
and bound in irons, he “traded” vast 
quantities of gold and his treasured 
hoard of green chalchihuitl “more 
beautiful than emeralds for his free- 
dom. He only bought his death. 


Cortes, on his return to Spain, took

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his wife to an audience at the palace, 
wearing some of these gleaming al- 
most translucent, emerald-green 
stones. But they made the wrong 
kind of a hit for Montezuma’s 
chalchihuitls outshown the Spanish 
Queen’s emeralds, to her great dis- 
pleasure, 

Remember the story of the upris- 
ing at Mexico City, home of the dead 
Montezuma, when the furious early 
Americans fought to drive out the 
Spanish invaders? Many a Spanish 
soldier tried to buy his hfe with gold 
he had looted, but the Indians only 
scotted at the metal. One alert Span- 
ish officer, remembering these Amer- 
iczn’s love for the emerald-green chal- 
chihuitl, traded a few such stones for 
his life. and lived to write the story. 

The Spanish, however, calied these 
stones piedra de ijada, meaning flank 
or colic stones, for they had seen the 
Indians grind these stones to powder 
and take it for “ills of the flank.” 

The French changed the Spanish 
ijada to jade. 

In recent times a great American 
Sir Galahad, J. L. Kraft, spent 
much of his time and fortune finding 
and bringing the Eskimo singok and 
Aztec chalchihuitl back into the lives 
of Americans. Until his time most 
scholars believed jade ornaments and 
tools had been brought to America 
from other lands. Mr. Kraft set out 
to prove this jewel stone “grew” in 
America. 

He verified Alaska’s Jade Mountain, 
tracked down by a Navy man about 
the turn of the Century. The Califor- 
nia Jade Mountain was located for 
Mr. Kraft by some western Indians 
who were using jade items, and a 
prospector who made friends with 
them. Rumor says Mr. Kraft has left 
this source of jade for Americans to 
use and enjoy. 

His efforts also uncovered the sto- 
ry of jade treasure troves in caverns 
along the Pacific, jades polished by 
the ocean and carried in with the 
tides, His scouts and friends from 
Alaska to South American parts sent 
samples of American jade and so love- 
ly were these stones, Mr. Kraft be- 
gan cutting and polishing jade pieces 
for his outstanding employees and 
other friends. 

He even gave a window of Amer- 
ican jade to his church, the North 
Shore Baptist, at North Lakewood, 
Chicago. This window is of green, 
grayish white, and rose jade, accord- 
ing to Ruth Ragan, Church Secretary, 
and was designed by Mr. Kraft him- 
self. It is said to be the only jade 
church window in the world. Mr. Da- 
vid Taylor of that congregation gives 
a lecture about it each Sunday. 

Now comes the story of Wyoming’s 
“Mountains of the Shining Stones,” 
as Indians long ago described them 
to scouts and west bound pioneers. 
A Missouri rockhound, cycling through 
Wyoming a few years ago hunting 
agates, picked up a crumb of these 
mountains and knew it for jade. 

He told a local rockhound, and soon 
the countryside was hunting jade, 
gzeen, yellow, black, and other colors 


loosened by quakes and the weather- 
ing of the innumerable years, and 
scattered over the mother mountains. 
The Missourian kept his mind on his 
agates and cycled off, never to be 
heard from again in those parts. But 
he had given back to Americans a 
whole range of jade mountains, 

What is jade? Well, it’s two kinds 
of jewel stone. One is jadeite. In the 
rough, this stone is a bunch of muscle- 
like fibers, strong and tough. Pol- 
ished, it gleams like glass, or like 
the somewhat translucent jewel it gen- 
erally is. From it, besides other col- 
ors, we get the Imperial emerald-green 
jade, almost clear as an emerald, 
prized chalchihuitl] of Montezuma. 

The second kind of jade is nephrite. 
In its natural state it is grainy as 
cornbread. Polished, it is a waxy- 
feeling, soft-lustered generaliy opaque 
stone which gives, beside others, the 
white “mutton fat” jade, and the 
“spinach green with golden points” 
so beloved by the ‘Chinese. 

Both green and white jades? Yes. 
Jades come in many colors. You 
couldn’t count the greens on the fin- 
gers of both hands. And, Chinese 
mention “half a hundred variations 
of white.” There are blue jades, reds, 
browns, yellows, and grays, and the 
rare black which some class as a third 
type of jade they call chloromelanite. 

White is said to be pure jade. The 
colors come from minerals in the 
jade or near it which weather into it. 
Chromium is said to give the emerald- 
green to the jewel or Imperial jade. 
Iron gives the greens, browns, and 
yellows. A concentration of iron is 
said to make the black jade. Collec- 
tors say a thin chip of it held to 
the light is deep dark green. The fab- 
ulously rare pink jades and lavender 
jades get their color from manganese. 

Put a drop of water on jade and it 
will stand in a firm bead. On glass 
the drop will spread. Try it. You’ll 
see. A thin piece of jade will ring 
musically when you strike it, but will 
stop abruptly. Glass rings, too, but 
the sound diminishes until the tone 
whispers out. 

Make the deep cold test, true of 
all jewels of the earth. Close jade in 
your fingers, or put it next your 
cheek or lips. It has a deep coldness. 
Only gradually does it take on your 
body warmth. 

Well, that’s the American jade sto- 
ry. A story of how a modern little 
poor boy, grown to great stature in 
business and wealth, gave back to his 
countrymen this beautiful American 
jewel, how a Missouri rockhound re- 
found the Jade Mountains of Wyo- 
ming.

“The Independent Advertiser” first 
appeareu on Junuary 4, 1748 at 
Boston and was publisned by Rogers 
and F'owle. lt continued until Decem- 
ber 5, 174Y. ‘lhere were no issues 
between October z and UVecember 5, 
174Y. Its principal role was to carry 
political, financial and commercial 
American news and was free from 
the “foreign intelligences” found in 
most contemporary newspapers. 

in the issue of February 27, 1749 
there is a supplement that gives 
nearly four pages of names of the 
partners in the famous “Land Bank” 
scheme. These partners had been as- 
sessed to wind up the business of 
the bank and to keep things neat 
and tidy. 

in the issue of August 7 and Sep- 
tember 4, 1749 there was printed a 
papal bull of Pope Urban VII which 
seems to be a strange item for pub- 
lication of Puritan New England in 
the middle of the 18th century. 

In the issue of March 138, 1749 
there was printed “Beauty’s Value,” 
a poem by William Shakespeare, 
which was from the book “The Pas- 
sionate Pilgrim,” first published in 
1599, at London, by William Jaggard, 
Though Shakespeare’s name appears 
alone on the title page, “The Pas- 
sionate Pilgrim” has poems by Chris- 
topher Marlowe, Sir Waiter Raleigh 
and others. “Beauty’s Value” is not 
positively assigned to Shakespeare.

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Fantastic Animals Help 
Solve Earth’s Mysteries 


“. worm, among earth’s most prim- 
itive animals, may provide clues to 
ancient intercontinental migrations. 
It is one of four hitherto unknown 
species of freshwater planarians col- 
lec‘ed in Alaska by Dr. Roman Kenk, 
a foremost authority on these fan- 
tastic creatures. A report of his work 
earried out under a grant from the 
Arctic Institute of North America 
has just been published by the 
Smithsonian Institution. 

Some of these four species are quite 
similar to planarians now found in 
Siberia. They are unlike any known 
elsewhere in North America. Their 
presence in Alaska, Dr. Kenk holds, 
provides additional evidence of the 
existence of an ice-age land bridge 
between Asia and North America and 
of the fact that during the ice ages, 
when glaciers covered most of the 
northern half of this continent, most 
of Alaska was ice free. 

Planarians, although familiar ani- 
mais in biological laboratories, are 
very little known in nature, They are 
among the most fantastic of all ani- 
mals, sometimes described as “glid- 
ing patches of slimy skin,” without 
a body cavity, able to break up at 
will into scores of pieceg each of 
which regenerates into a new worm. 
They overpower their prey by wrap- 
ping their slimy bodies around it. 
They predigest it outside the body by 
projecting the pharynx, a part of the 
alimentary tract, and secreting some 
digestive material. 

Many-eyed species are not uncom- 
mon. One tropical land species has 
been described with a thousand eyes. 
Three of the Alaskan species found 
by Dr. Kenk, however, had only two 
eyes and some have no eyes at all. 

These eyes are light-sensitive, black 
' dots arranged in two parallel rows 
» along the sides of the back. Presum- 
ably they represent the beginning of 
animal vision. By means of them the 
| worms can distinguish between light 
and darkness, They also appear able 
to tell the direction from which light 
comes. Actually, however, planarians 
without eyes have the same ability, 
but they are slower to react. For most

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of the land forms, at least, exposure 
to strong sunlight would be fatal. 
Each of the eye dots has a nervous 
connection with the minute brain. It 
is quite unlikely that the animals ac- 
tually see anything, in the sense of 
discriminating objects in their sur- 
roundings. 

Nearly all these worms are preda- 
cious meat- eaters. They are both hun- 
ters and scavengers. Some pursue, 
kill, and eat living creatures as big 
as themselves, such as other worms 
and small mollusks. One blind Brazi- 
lian land species is said to pursue 
earthworms into their burrows sev- 
eral feet underground. Planarians 
may attack healthy animals and over- 
power them in spite of their violent 
struggle against being enfolded in 
the slimy skin. They are, however, 
particularly attracted to injured and 
sick animals, which they apparently 
can smeli from a distance. Most of 
these worms are devourers of dead 
flesh. A common method of capturing 
them, Dr. Kenk says, is to leave a 
piece of liver or other raw meat ex- 
posed in a stream in which they are 
likely to occur. Within a short time 
planarians will congregate around it. 

The planarians have no blood stream. 
Most species, however, have quite 
complicated nutritive systems which 
branch in a tree-like form to all parts 
of the body. A favorite laboratory 
experiment is to give a nearly trans- 
parent pianarian a meal of blood. 
The dark tree figure is clearly out- 
lined in a few moments. 

Planarians normally feed several 
times a week. When kept without 
food, however, they can stay alive for 
several months. They gradually 
shrink in size and live at the expense 
of their internal organs which are 
reduced little by little and furnish 
the “food” for the animals. The first 
to disappear are the reproductive or- 
gans—planarians are provided with 
both male and female reproductive 
systems—and last the muscles of the 
body wall. Never, however, do they 
“eat” their own brains or nervous 
systems. When food is available again 
the organs are regenerated and re- 
turn to normal size. 

Dr. Kenk has collected planarians 
in both the Old and the New ‘Worlds. 
The greatest number of species known

are in Lake Baikal, Siberia. He him- 
self, however, was able to collect more 
than twenty in Lake Ohrid, on the 
border of Jugoslavia and Albania. 


“White Ants’ 

Few animals have so fascinated men 
through the ages as the “city- 
building,” wood-eating, subterranean- 
dwelling “white ants,” or termites, 
with their highly developed societies 
and highly complex instinct-governed 
ways of life. Almost everywhere their 
destructiveness constitutes a consider- 
able economic problem, and for this 
reason scientific studies of their life 
histories, behavior, and control are 
of great interest and importance. 

As early as 1350 B.C., the authors 
of the Rig Vedas referred to “ghunas’”’ 
as destroyers of wood. There is little 
doubt that they referred to “white 
ants”—actually not ants at all but 
somewhat distantly related to cock- 
roaches. 

Ever since, there has been a vol- 
uminous termite literature in many 
languages. An inclusive bibliography 
of this literature has just been issued 
by the Smithsonian Institution, It is 
the work of Thomas E. Snyder, spe- 
cialist of the Department of Agri- 
culture and long recognized as one 
of the world’s foremost termite au- 
thorities. 

Dr. Snyder cites 3,624 references, 
ranging from accounts of the eco- 
nomic importance of termites to stu- 
dies of their ways of life, their use 
as food by primitive peoples, and their 
place in folklore.

Souvenir Issues of Playing Cards 


Playing Cards have long been is- 
sued as souvenirs for special events, 
which include Expositions and Fairs 
as probably the largest users. Often 
a state or city will issue a special 
deck to draw attention to the partic- 
ular attraction of which they are very 
proud. For instance, there is the issue 
of the late 1920’s of the new Civic 
Opera building in ‘Chicago with one 
of the buildings pictured on the face 
of each card. Chicago was and is jus- 
tifiably very proud of the magnificent 
new Civic Opera Building. So it is 
with other cities and states when they 
have issued special editions for note- 
worthy events and occasions. 

Many readers will remember the 
Century of Progress, in Chicago dur- 
ing 1933 and 1934, which issued the 
greatest number of designs and col- 
ors that have been issued for any 
event to date. (This does not count 
shades). There are forty decks with 
which the writer is acquainted, and

there may be others. Some of the is- 
sues are quite rare, others plentiful 
and common, However, these are the 
narrow, bridge size, and this discus- 
sion will include only the wide issues. 

The first large U.S. Exposition to 
use the cards was the Columbian Ex- 
position of 1893, also referred to as 
the Chicago World’s Fair of 1893. 
There were three different back de- 
signs in blue and one of them also 
was issued in red. There was an ad- 
ditional issue—maybe others—in blue, 
advertising “Dr. Carter’s Little Liver 
Pills. Cures sick headaches. Do not 
gripe or sicken.” This is a reversible 
design and each end is the same. The 
face cards are the same as the two 
issues of blue and one red, which 
have the buildings of the Fair pic- 
tured in delicate design and colors, 
on the face and the three ships of 
Columbus sailing on the sea, in an 
oblong on the back. It is a horizontal 
design, one with a frame in pale blue 
and allover little five petal flowers 
which resemble starfish. The other de- 
sign frame, issued-in deep bright blue 
and a lighter blue, also in red and 
rose, has double lines on a diagonal 
crossing and in the center of each 
square is a little design which resem- 
bles a fleur-de-lis. The most common 
design portrays Columbus and his 
sailors having landed and facing the 
new land. This is in blue only and 
has a scroll border or frame. It is 
horizontal also. On the face of this 
issue is a large circle with one of 
the Fair buildings shown, and in the 
upper left corner is a miniature card 
showing the correct suit sign and 
number, with the word in large red 
letters, such as the Nine of Hearts, 
which has nine small hearts in the 
corner card, the word “nine” across 
the top and a large heart in the up- 
per right corner. (This is a revers- 
ible design except for the center 


view). This gives the collector five 
of the ‘Columbian Exposition decks to 
seek, There may be others. 

The California-Midwinter Interna- 
tional Exposition, was the combined 
California - Oregon and Washington 
Exposition and was held in the winter 
of 1894 in California. It did not re- 
ceive the acclaim or publicity it 
should have, possibly because it fol- 
lowed too closely on the Columbian 
Exposition which was undoubtedly the 
greatest ever seen in this country— 
certainly during the 19th Century. 
There was only one design, issued in 
two colors, red and pink and blue 
in two shades, with the views of the 
buildings on the faces of the cards 
in pastel colors. The hack design 
showed the seal of each state and the 
seal of the Fair at the bottom of the 


card. 

Although U.S. Exposition and Sou- 
venir issues are the theme, the U.S. 
issues at the Paris Expositions also

a special edition, a very beautiful 
and illuminated issue in which the 
reigning families of Great Britain, 
Germany, Austria and Italy were pic- 
tured on the court cards, exhibited 
at the 1878 Paris Exposition. The 
‘Company was awarded the Gold Med- 
a! on this deluxe edition. There is no 
record of any special issues for the 
Paris Exposition of 1889, but for the 
Paris Exposition of 1900 the U.S. 
Playing Card Co. issued a very at- 
tractive Souvenir deck, showing the 
Statue of Freedom of France (or 
Paris) in white against a blue sky, 
with a lacy gold and white trame. 
Cn the face was an attractive view 
of either the Fair or of Paris. This 
is a beautiful deck, fine quality and 
finish, in fact one of the nicest of 
the Souvenir issues by this company. 











The Pan-American Exposition in 
1:01 had one Official issue by the 
U.S. Playing Card Co., a design with 
which all collectors are undoubtedly 
familiar, issued in one design and 
color, However, the Niagara Playing 
Card Co., issued at least two designs 
at this time, showing views of Nia- 
gara Falls and Buffalo. One design 
in shades of blue—a horizontal view 
of an Indian mounted, in combat with 
a buffalo, in relief within an oval. 
Another design is in natural colors, of 
an Indian Maiden, standing in her 
canoe as it goes over the edge of 
the great Niagara Falls. These last 
two decks are not as common as the 
Official issue, and it is up to the in- 
dividual collector as to whether he 
wishes to include the last two with 
his exposition decks or not, although 
they definitely go into any Souvenir 
Deck collection.

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Purchase. This deck is not common. 

In 1909 the Alaska-Yukon-Pacific 
Exposition was held in Seattle from 
June 1 to October 16 and has one 
Official design and color. The face 
cards were views of places and peo- 
ple including the Eskimos and In- 
dians of the territory. The back de- 
sign shows a seal of the Exposition in 
each corner with a picture of Mt. 
Hood in the center oval. An unofficial 
design but possibly issued at this time 
as a Fair Souvenir is an issue of 
Mt. Hood in an oval but with a frame 
of large pink to red roses, The face 
cards seem to be the same. There are 
many issues of Mt. Hood, some with- 
out border or frame, issued at various 
dates. 

“The Completion of the Panama 
Canal” called for a big celebration 
in 1915 at San Diego and was called 
the ‘“Panama-California Exposition. 
There were numerous Panama ‘Canal 
Souvenir issues but none which seemed 
to be for this Exposition and the 
writer has not seen any to date issued 
for it. There were ten issues of de- 
signs and colors (6 different designs) 
between 1908 and 1920 for the Pan- 
ama Canal but not one of them was 
issued in 1915, and although there 
are many California Souvenir issues 
there is no mention of any for this 
Exposition. There are seven different 
designs alone for California — not 
counting those which were associated 
with any railroad. 

The Panama-Pacific International 
Exposition at San Francisco in 1915 
ran concurrently with the San Diego 
Exposition, although there were no 
Souvenir issues as such for this Fair 
either. This Fair was a Centennial to 
commemorate Balboa’s discovery in 
1513. 

There have been some very attrac- 
tive Souvenir issues for States and 
cities, also for countries, although 
there was no Exposition. The Boxer 
Rebellion of China was remembered 
on a Scuvenir issue. The back design 
is reversible, shows the yellow flag 
(or Royal Pennant) with the Dragon 
on alight blue‘background with white 
peacock feathers and a maroon bor- 
der. There are scenes of China and 
portraits of rulers on the face. 

The Philippines is represented by 
a native on a bullock pulling a native 
dray for loading sugar cane or ?. 
Another foreign issue shows llamas 
at the foot of hills, while there are 
several of Hawaii, with different 
frames but all with the Statue of 
King Kamehameha, some of which 
were issued in 1901. The Court Cards 
are portraits of the Kings and Queens 
of Hawaii, the Aces are portraits of 
peoples, and the other cards are of the 
buildings or views of scenic interest. 
One issue has a frame of panels in 
shades of green, while two other 
frames have frames or bands of gold 
and white, one a lacy design. There 
are two issues of Alaska—one the seal 
of Alaska in pink and light brown, 
and the other showing two Totem 
poles. Cuba is represented by one de- 
sign, showing the fortress in silhou- 
ette, but in different color of back- 
grounds, all with black, white and red 
borders. 


‘Colorado has had a number of beau- 
tiful issues—all with the Columbine 
with one exception. It shows the cara- 
vans in the center, and the frame is 
of the honey-suckle, rather than the 
columbine. It is probable there was 
an error in the flowers. Another has 
a tan and gold background with Col- 
umbine forming a frame around the 
prospector’s pan. and shovel while he 
and his burro may be seen in the cen- 
ter, All have the very scenic views to 
be found throughout ‘Colorado. 

Montana has one issue in a copper 
color back design, showing views of 
the copper mines; on the face are 
various views of the copper industry 
throughout Montana. 

New York is represented by the 
Statue of Liberty in four different 
designs, two of which have various 
flags, one with no border and one with 
a white border. All have various 
views of New York and the harbor 
on the face of the cards. 

Father Pitt on the back of a card 
represents Pittsburgh, and another 
card with the blockhouse and pennant 
of the University of Pittsburgh. 

A large gold star on a blue field, 
surrounded by ripe cotton boles could 
not be mistaken as the representative 
of any state other than Texas, the 
Lone Star state. 


An old Southern mansion almost 
hidden by moss laden trees, in an oval 
surrounded by pink blossoms is a nice 
booster for Alabama, Florida has two 
very different issues, one the State 
Seal in the center surrounded . by 
orange blossoms. The other, the older 
of the two has a plain tan _ back- 
ground with a single white magnolia 
in the center. The views of all on the 
face are, of course, their local views. 

Chicago, New York and Buffalo all 
have early issues of a plain red or 
green water’s edge scene with either 
a gold border on the green or a non- 
descript red and white border for 
the red back but with earlier views 
on the face of the cards than the 
more attractive backs have. These 
back designs have not been seen as 
representing any other city than the 
three named above. The other Chi- 
cago issue was the Civic Opera Build- 
ing Souvenir referred to at the begin- 
ning of this discussion. 

Wisconsin is represented by Father 
Marquette whose portrait is in an 
oval above the scene of the three men 
in a canoe as they row through the 
wooded area. 

Maine features the Capitol as the 
center motif with the State seal and 
the frame of pine and large cones on 
a light brown background. Maine also 
features a lighthouse in a square, 
with the State seal, and a frame of 
pine and cones on a blue-green back- 
ground. A third issue for Maine has 
the State seal of Maine and in reverse 
the State seal of New Hampshire on 
a red background. 

New Hampshire, of course, features 
“The Old Man of the Mountain,” which 
school children may know better as 
“The Great Stone Face.” 

Rhode Island shows the capitol 
with the state seal and a frame of 
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goldenrods. Vermont also shows the H 
capitol and state seal and has a frame |} 


of red clover, 


Washington, D. C., is represented ff 
by three designs: One with the Statue | 
of Freedom against a beautiful brig’t | 
blue background with gold stars, one | 


with the same statue on a solid dark 
blue and a frame of columns, with 
the eagle poised, alighting, while tie 
third shows the Washington mona- 
ment reflected in the pool, with a 
frame of orange berries and pale 
olive leaves. The various — judicial, 
executive and administrative roonis 
branches and buildings of importance 
are shown on the face of the cards. 

The State of Washington also has 
an issue featuring the state seal in 
center, which also has the portrait 
of Washington, on a light blue back- 
ground. 

Yellowstone National Park has 
at least three designs, one of which 


comes in an assortment of 10 or 12 — 


color combinations, and all but one 


has Old Faithful for its theme for § 


the back design. 

There are numerous issues featur- 
ing the Indians, including one Indian 
blanket for the back design. Rocky 


Mountain views are too numerous to — 


name. There are several theatre and 
movie issues but they are a story of 
their own. 

The Baptism of Pocahontas is a 
very lovely and colorful design, show- 
ing an example of the beautiful 
stained glass windows which are rap- 
idly becoming more rare each year. 

Last, but not least, we must men- 
tion a very important little fellow 
pictured in 1901, which seems to be 
a well earned tribute to him for his 
loyal patient services during the Gold 
Rush days. We feel he had some per- 
sonal ideas, and this sturdy, patient, 
sure-footed little burro won his name, 
“They Cali Me Satan.”

Jerusalem.” The group contains small 
replicas of the Temple and other 
puildings in Jerusalem, and this pro- 
ject alone gave Brother Joseph nation- 
wide acclaim. Now the entire hillside 
is covered with tiny cities and im- 
portant shrines. In the center is 
Brother Joseph’s most beautiful piece 
of work, Ave Maria Grotto. This is 
not in miniature. It is vaulted and 
colorful. Above the altar is a six- 
foot statue of Our Lady of Prompt 
Succor with the infant Jesus in her 
arms. On the left is a life size statue 
of St. Benedict and on the right one 
of St. Benedict’s sister, Saint Schol- 
astica. There are a number of views 
of the Grotto. 

Other small Grottos are the Grotto 
ot St. Joseph and the Grotto of the 
L ttle Flower of Lisieux. The temple 
of Jerusalem is rather prominent, as 
well as St. Peters of Rome. St. Peters 
is surrounded by miniatures of other 
Italian buildings such as the Monte 
Cassino Abbey and the Colosseum. 
Another section contains modern 
shrines and missions of the old South- 
west. 

Among the towns that could have 
historic cards are Dadeville, Decatur, 
Dothan, Florence, Gadsden, Opelika, 
Phoenix City, Selma, and Sylacauga. 
These and many other towns have 
ante-bellum homes and buildings, but 
have not realized the worth of having 
them on post cards. 

One quite beautiful card is in black 
and white or Rosemount - near Fork- 
land, Ala. This is a 20 room mansion 
built in 1880 and furnished through- 
out with lovely antiques, 

Cards from Fort Payne and Valley 
Head show May’s Gulch and DeSoto 
Falls near Mentone. De Soto is said 
to have spent a winter camping near 
these falls when he made his journey 
from Florida to the Mississippi. There 
are also views of this same Lookout 
Mountain which show some kind of 
prehistoric cliff dwellings, On Look- 
out Mountain also, near Gadsden, is 
Noccalula Falls. This beautiful scene 
has the usual type story - “According 
to an Indian Legend, the waterfall 
is named after Noccalula, the daught- 
er of an Indian Chief, who leaped to 
her death from this Precipice.” 

Old Guntersville cards show the 
ferry and barge that carried the train 
from Guntersville to Hobbs Island 
near Huntsville. New cards show the 
bridge, dam, and lake. Huntsville had 
old cards put out by Zim; American 
News Co., and the Souvenir Co. The 
most interesting views are those of 
the Big Spring from which flow 
24,000,000 gallons of water daily from 
a cliff just to the rear and below 
some of the buildings on the city 
square. In 1805, John Hunt, the first 
white settler in this section, had a 
hut on the bank of this spring. Near 
Huntsville, views show the State Park 
atop Monte Sano Mountain. 

Cards from Talladega show the 
widely famed Purifoy Hotel, the Ala- 


bama School for Deaf, and the swim- 
mers at Shocco Springs, 

Other cards from about the state 
include the Big Spring at Jackson- 
ville, where General Andrew Jackson 
camped while fighting the Indians. 
And there is the famed Boll Weevil 
Monument in Enterprise, the “Peanut 
Capitol of the World.” The Boll Wee- 
vil was a blessing in disguise for it 
caused the cotton farmers to get out 
of their ruts and diversify their crops. 
And there is an old view of the foun- 
tain, and of the river banks at Demo- 
polis. This is where the French Aris- 
tocrats, emigrees from the Revolution 
in France, tried so tragically to plant 
a settlement - and olive trees. 

There seems to be a trend among 
the makers of new cards in Alabama 
to find out the old land marks, and 
feature them. It is a state rich in 
legend and history which could be 
featured on post cards in a much bet- 
ter manner. Let us hope that the trend 
continues, and Alabama cards will be 
more and more worthwhile. Good 
luck as you track them down. A happy 
new year of collecting.

pleads tor better specimens so he can 
identify his collection. With much 
difficulty Mrs, Bridgham arranges 
for a purchase of some insects in 
Queensland, There is a letter from 
a distressed French collector who just 
received a beautiful collection of 
Lepidoptera — but, unfortunately for 
him, all he collects are Coleoptera 
and Hymenoptera! The hazards of 
shipment to a Thomas Cooke in Eng- 
land are discussed. There is a draw- 
ing on linen by a fellow collector of 
the “Butterfly Self-Catcher.” 

And collectors, following the ex- 
ample of Agassiz, were active in 
catching specimens themselves. Mrs. 
Bridgham took five months off each 
year to collect in the country. Agas- 
siz went to Brazil twice searching 
for specimens. And all who went 
westward were not looking for gold, 
Indians, or land. Mr. H. K. Morri- 
son, on letterhead which proclaims 
him a “Collector of Insects”, form- 
erly of Cambridge, Mass., U.S.A., 
now as Box 22, Morgantown, Burke 
Co., North Carolina, U.S.A., writes 
on March 30, 1878, to Mrs. Bridg- 
ham: 

“Your favor inquiring about my 
western Lepidoptera at hand. 

‘In reply nearly all I had from 
last year’s collecting are sold. It is 
now nearly time to start out again 
and I expect to go to Nevada—Lake 
Tahoe—in about three or four weeks. 

I sent a collector to Oregon and 

Washington about a week ago. So if 

nothing happens to prevent, I will 

have next fall Lepidoptera from these 
two localities.” 

This correspondence, showing the 
enthusiasm of collectors and the dili- 
gence and thoroughness of scientists, 
is an interesting accessory to the 
study of natural history in the United 
States in the 1860’s, 1870’s, and 
1880’s. ; It is a story of the exchange 
of specimens and the encouragement 
of collecting — all contributing to the 
development of science in the United 
States.

Records of the early Livingston 
family are readily found, and of all 
the accounts, I found the Livingstons 
of Livingston Manor very readable, 
and became absorbed with the account 
of the family and the times. Aside 
from giving genealogical facts, the 
individuals are given life and sub- 
stance. This work was compiled by 
Edwin Brockholst Livingston in 1910. 

America Héraldica (1800) is a 
“Compilation of Coat-of-Arms, Crests 
and Mottoes of Prominent American 
families settled in this country be- 
fore 1800.” The first family under 
consideration in this work is the Liv- 
ingstons, and the author has this to 
say: “Sir Bernard Burke in his Gen- 
eral History of Extinct Peerages, etc., 
gives a special notice to the American 
Livingstons whose pedigree’ goes 
clearly back to the Scotch Living- 
stones, Earls of Linlithgow and Earls 
of Calendar. The direct ancestor of 
the New York Livingstons was the 
Rev. John Livingstone born in Scot- 
land in 1603, exiled to Holland on ac- 
count of his religious convictions. His 
descendant, Robert Livingstone born 
in 1654 came to America about 1676 
and was granted by Gov. Thomas 
Dongan in 1683 the manorial estate 
of the family. After the death of 
the third Lord, these immense estates 
were divided into four shares.” 

The Rev. John Livingstone men- 
tioned above was born in Monyabroch, 
Scotland, June 21, 1603, and died 
August 1682 in Rotterdam, Holland. 


Livingston Coat-of-Arms 


By HAZEL KRAFT EILERS 


On June 23, 1635, he was married at 
Edinburgh, Scotland, to Janet Flem- 
ing (daughter of Bartholomew Flem- 
ing and his wife Marion Hamilton). 
This couple had fifteen children, and 
the youngest son, Robert (born De- 
cember 138, 1654 in Ancram, Teviot- 
dale Roxburghshire, Scotland) came 
to America about 1674. 


Because the Rev. John Livingstone 
wrote his memoirs, we have many in- 
teresting sidelights on the history of 
the times, and also genealogical data 
on the family. Rev. John had a great 
desire to come to America, but after 
he made two attempts that failed he 
gave up the project. His second at- 
tempt was made in 1636, but the ship 
was turned back because of heavy 
storms. Edwin B. Livingston’s book 
tells us that the Rev. John corres- 
ponded with John Winthrop, Jr., on 
the subject. “Little did he dream that 
not he but an unborn son of his 
would reach America and that his 
son’s eldest son, 66 years after the 
date of his letter to Winthrop, would 
marry the granddaughter of his cor- 
respondent.” 

Robert, the emigrant, had but a 
few hundred pounds when he arrived 
in America. He sought to acquire a 
fortune in New Netherlands, “as the 
Dutch province was considered then 
the most likely of all the American 
settlements to yield a good profit for 
a trifling investment if the investor 
personally over-looked his outlay; but 
he must be of an adventurous dispo- 
sition, possess a spirit undaunted by 
dangers, hardships and reverses and 
a constitution of iron. He must also 
have the innate qualities of a diplo- 
mat which render one fitted to bar- 
ter with savages, and such a mercan- 
tile turn of mind as would not scru- 
ple to drive a hard bargain with the 
simple but dangerous natives.” Glenn, 
in his book Some Colonial Mansions 
(1899) goes on to say: “These traits 
of character Robert Livingston seems 
to have possessed to a remarkable de- 
gree, with the additional advantage of 
having mastered several languages, 
for he spoke English, Dutch and 
French fluently, and easily and quick- 
ly acquired the various dialects of the 
Indians. In all his numerous tran- 
sactions with the natives he seems to 
have inspired them with confidence 
and respect. and if, at any time, they 
had grave doubts . . ., such suspicions 
were quickly allayed by the great 
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skill which he displayed in his ex- 
planations and the magnetism of his 
manner.” He is quoted as having 
said; “I would rather be called ‘knave 
Livingston’ than be a poor man.” In 
the perfection of his plans he did not 
hesitate to take advantage of the 
various social and political conditions 
which then existed for the further- 
ance of his purpose. 

Robert worked hard from the day 
of his landing. With the money he 
brought with him he obtained a li- 
eense as victualer to the English 
troops and he followed this trade 
during a great part of his life. He 
also established a supply and trading 
store at Albany and opened a tavern 
on his own land, and erected a brew- 
ery, distillery, mill and bakehouse. 
His position as Clerk and Secretary 
of Indian affairs gave him an oppor- 
tunity to barter various goods (es- 
pecially rum, war paint, gunpowder 
and arms) with the natives in return 
for valuable furs. It is said, too, that 
with others he was involved in the 
affairs of ‘Capt. Kidd, but he and his 
cohorts were saved from scandal or 
worse through the death of Kidd. 

In 1679 Robert Livingston mar- 
ried Alida Schuyler, the widow of 
Rev. Nicholas Van Rensselaer, thus 
strengthening his ties with the in- 
fluential group. 

In 1686 Robert obtained a patent 
for 162,000 acres of fertile country 
on the Hudson River. “It seems cu- 
rious the cost of this magnificent es- 
tate amounted to not more than $200 
worth of merchandise including blan- 
kets, shirts, stockings, axes, paint, 
scissors, jack-knives and pocket-look- 
ing glasses.” Famous Families of New 
York, Vol. 2, p. 3-17. With this ac- 
quisition he became known’ as the 
First Lord of the Manor of Living- 
ston. 

He was charged with making false 
returns as a collector of revenue, of 
debauching the Indians, of claiming 
money not due him and of creating 
unnecessary offices that he might draw 
the attached salaries. (“Padding the 
payroll!”? As they say, there is noth- 
ing new under the sun.) The Lords 
of the Council, on the recommenda- 
tion of others interested, not only 
had the inquiry into his accounts 
quashed, but also restored him to of- 
fice. 

Because of his linguistic ability he 
served as a valuable link in dealing 
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with the natives, and a list of the 
offices held by him show his great 
activity in government affairs. He 
served as Secretary of the Commis- 
saries of Albany 1676-1687; Town 
Clerk and Collector 1686-1721; Sec- 
retary of Indian Affairs 1676-1721; 
Member of the Legislative Council 
1598-1701; Member of the General 
Assembly for Albany 1709-1711; for 
the Manor 1716-1726; Speaker 1718- 
1725; and Colonel of the Provincial 
Militia. 

These abilities were apparently 
passed on to succeeding generations 
and produced able and vigorous men 
who led lives of the greatest activ- 
ity. In the Livingstons of Livingston 
Manor there is a genealogical table, 
at least a yard wide, showing “the 
principal public offices, military com- 
missions, etc., held by Robert Living- 
ston, first Lord of the Manor of Liv- 
ingston, and his descendants, includ- 
ing men who have married ladies of 
the family, from 1676-1850.” Named 
on this chart is a signer of the Decla- 
ration of Independence, a Governor 
of New Jersey, a Justice of the Su- 
»reme Court, many members of the 
King’s Council, ete., and important 
figures during Revolutionary times. 
“The Livingstons have been marked 
by high patriotism, a warm love for 
humanity and a progressive spirit 
which at times amounted to radical- 
ism. Their clannish spirit has ex- 
pressed itself in an intense family 
feeling which has caused each to help 
all relatives in trouble, and has gone 
so far as to cause many inter- mar- 
riages. 

This family spirit prompted Rob- 
ert to write to his brother James ad- 
vising him to send his son Robert, 
promising that “nothing should be 
wanting on his part to secure the 
lad’s future.” Upon the.pephew’s ar-

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rival he served his uncle in many 


capacities, to their mutual benefit. 
This younger Robert married Marga- 
ret, daughter of Col. Peter Schuyler, 
and died leaving four sons and two 
daughters. 

Upon the death of Robert in 1728, 
the huge Livingston estate passed to 
his second son Philip (1686-1749). 
Philip married ‘Catharine Van Brugh, 
and upon his death the estate went 
to his eldest son Robert (1708-1790). 
This Robert was known as the Third 
Lord of the Manor, but in keeping 
with American tradition he split up 
his acres among his children—and 
thus was also the last Lord of the 
Manor. 

Another branch of the Livingston 
family settled in Virginia. A John 
Livingston, baptized 1684 and his 
brother Alexander, baptized 1685, emi- 
grated to Virginia with Provost, the 
son of Alexander.
